Introduction 


The Secretary of State under the provisions 
of section 34 and 42 of the Government Organization 
Act, 1966, Statutes of Canada, 1966-67, ¢.25, has 
responsibility for 


(a) citizenship; 
(b) elections; 


(c) State ceremonial, the conduct of State 
correspondence and the custody of State 
records and documents; 


(d) the encouragement of the literary, visual 
and performing arts, learning and cultural 
activities; and 


(e) libraries, archives, historical resources, 
museums, galleries, theatres, films and 
broadcasting. 


The statute, further, puts the control, management 

and administration of the National Museum of Canada, 

the administration of the Canadian Citizenship Act 

and of the Public Archives Act under the Secretary of 
State. However, under the provisions of the National 
Museums Act, which was assented to on Z2lst December, 
1967, the control, management and administration, of 

the National Museum of Canada becomes the responsibility 
on April ist, 1968, of a new Corporation to be known as 
the National Museums of Canada. 


The Under Secretary of State, in addition to 
his responsibility in respect to the operations of the 
branches of the Department and the Bureau of Translations, 
advises the Minister on matters of policy coordination 
in the fields of the visual and performing arts, 
broadcasting, films, publishing, archives, libraries, 
historical resources and in relation to the programmes 
of the Centennial Commission. 


CEREMONIES AND STATE PROTOCOL 


As would be expected, Centennial Year was 
an extremely busy one for this Department. The 
patriotic and historical nature of the celebrations 
of Canada’s 100th birthday by individuals and 
organizations across the country, and by the 
Government, brought a record increase in inguiries 
on the use of the Flag, the order of precedence at 


ceremonies, and other matters related to protocol. 


The Honourable Roland Michener was named 
Governor General of Canada, and the Department was 
responsible for the arrangements for his installation 


on Apre7Te2i7 ti, .1967% 


January 1968 brought word of the death of 
former Governor General Vincent Massey in Britain, 
and arrangements for a State Funeral in the National 


Capital were planned by the Department. 


These two events were televised by both 
networks, requiring extensive liaison and organization 
by the Department, and the ceremonies were viewed by 


Canadians across the country. 


With the approval of the Sovereign, the 
Government established the Canadian Centennial 
Medal, 1967, and 29,500 of these medals were struck 
at the Canadian Mint. The Department set up the 
necessary administration to obtain nominations and 
to distribute Centennial Medals to 21,000 civilians 
and, in co-operation with the Department of National 
Defence, 8,500 Medals were distributed to members of 


the Canadian Forces. 


The observance of Centennial Year was marked 
by a visit to Canada by Her Majesty The Queen and 
His Royal Highness, The Duke of Edinburgh. More 
than sixty Heads of State, Heads of Government and 
other high officials of other countries also visited 
us in 1967. The Department, in co-operation with 
the Office of the Commissioner General for State 
Visits, co-ordinated arrangements for these visits 
and, in addition, supervised the arrangements for 
the Dominion Day ceremonies on Parliament Hill, at 


which Her Majesty and His Royal Highness were present. 


Following investigation of requests for the 


recognition of acts of bravery, recommendations to 


the Secretary of State by the Government’s 
Decorations Committee resulted in a series of 
submissions to Her Majesty the Queen. Approval 


was given for the following awards:

Her Majesty the Queen was graciously pleased 
to send congratulatory messages on the occasion of 
the sixtieth wedding anniversary of 1356 Canadian 
couples, and to 185 persons marking their one 


hundredth birthday. 


The Parliamentary Returns Division procured 
and co-ordinated returns to orders and addresses of 
the House of Commons and the Senate, and answers to 
questions in Parliament relating to the business of 
two and more Departments and agencies. Printing and 
distribution was arranged of the Speech from the 
Throne at the closing of the first and at the opening 
of the second sessions of the 27th Parliament of 


Canada. 


CITIZENSHIP BRANCH 


While other branches and agencies of the 
Department are concerned with improving the cultural 
quality of Canadian life, the Citizenship Branch is 
responsible for the development of inter-group and 
inter-regional understanding. The Branch is divided 
into five Program Areas: Human Rights, Immigrant 
Participation, Indian Participation, Travel and 
Exchange, Youth, and has two service divisions: a 
social research and information centre and an adult 
education service responsible for the planning and 
co-ordination of educational materials. The Branch 
has a national network of Regional Offices in sixteen 
urban centres of Canada: St. John’s, Moncton, Halifax, 
Quebec, Montreal, Rouyn, Ottawa, Fort William, Toronto, 
Hamilton, London, Sudbury, Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton 


and Vancouver. 


Human Rights 


Since 1968 was proclaimed by the United Nations 
as International Year for Human Rights, the Human Rights 
Division devoted the year primarily to the encouragement 


of International Year activities by voluntary organizations. 


9. 


The staff of the Citizenship Branch, headquarters 

and in the field, helped organize a Canadian 
Commission for International Year. A grant of 
$99,500 was made to this Commission to finance its 
operations until the end of 1968. Grants also were 
made to provincial commissions and national 
organizations to help finance conferences and studies 


concerning human rights in Canada. 


To support the work of the Canadian Commission 
and other organizations, the Division prepared 
information for a catalogue of Human Rights materials. 
A United Nations Association bibliography of Human 
Rights materials was subsidized as well as a study on 
“Human Rights and Social Welfare in Canada.” The 
Division prepared several United Nations reports and 
background material for the Canadian delegation to the 
United Nations Conference on Human Rights which was 


held in Tehran in April, 1968. 


A special pamphlet “Human Rights Review” was 
published and the February issues of the Branch 
periodical “Citizen - Citoyen” were devoted to Human 


Rights. Material on human rights was collected and 


LO. 


added to the Branch Documentation Section. During 
the 1967-68 fiscal year, the Division distributed 


on request over 15,000 publications on human rights. 


Immigrant Participation 


This Division gives assistance to formal and 
informal organized groups and associations in helping 
immigrants to achieve greater participation in 
Canadian society. The division comprises three major 
areas: Immigrant Participation, Multi-ethnic 
Activities, and Language Training for Immigrants. 
Activities during the year included the reorganization 
of the ethnic press section. This work is now done 
by contract analysts with most satisfactory results, 
and assists the division to establish close contacts 


with ethnic communities. 


With the co-operation of the Research and 
Documentation Section, records of ethnic organizations 
were rationalized, expanded and up-dated. The Branch 
is now able to provide reliable, current information 
about such organizations. The Branch released the 


Centennial publication “The Canadian Family Tree” and 


ie 


the film “Twenty Million Canadians,” both of which 


were very well received. 


While liaison with ethnic organizations 
rightly remained a major responsibility of field 
staff, officers of the Division did work with 
national voluntary organizations and with some local 


organizations on immigrant participation. 


Indian Participation 


The Indian Participation program is designed 
to encourage individual native people and their 
associations to participate in the organized social 
and cultural life of Canada. The program also seeks 
to develop a sympathetic understanding of the native 
fact by the Euro-Canadian majority. The Division 
works with national associations in order to gain 
a wider appreciation of the historical and cultural 
contribution made by Canada’s native people and to 
help them to integrate into contemporary Canadian 


society. 


During the year under review, the Branch 


made grants of $175,000 to support the activities of 


Lo 


native-led organizations and organizations serving 


the interests of native people. 


The financial and technical assistance 
offered by the Indian Participation Division is 
supported by a research component in those areas 


where formal study is needed. 


Travel and Exchange 


Transfer of travel and exchange programs 
from the Centennial Commission to the Citizenship 
Branch was a feature of this year’s activities. To 
prepare for the transfer, Branch officers worked 
closely with Commission personnel in the evaluation 
of 1967 programs. Two research projects were 
undertaken and the results were published in reports 
entitled “A Pilot Project in Orientation for Youth 
Travel Units” and “Study of 1967 Youth Travel Groups.” 
At the end of August, Centennial Commission officers 
were transferred to the Citizenship Branch under the 
direction of a Branch officer and a Travel and 


Exchange Division was formed. 


Twenty-one grants, averaging $1,400 each, 


were made for experimental projects to study different 


ra. 


factors influencing the quality of travel and 
exchange programs conducted by voluntary agencies. 
As part of an experimental international travel 
and exchange program, grants were made to 
organizations sponsoring youth groups in cultural 


exchanges with other countries. 


A federal-provincial meeting was held in 
October to launch the 1969 "Young Voyageur Program, ” 
formerly called the “Federal-Provincial Youth Travel 
Program.” It was decided that 140 units, consisting 
of 24 students and two adult escorts each, would be 
exchanged. A second conference attended by national 
voluntary organizations dealt with the quality of 
programming and an examination of the different types 
of exchanges (individual group exchanges, inter- 


cultural camps and conferences). 


A brochure outlining government program 
requirements for voluntary organizations was issued 


and distributed. 


Youth Services 


The Youth Services Division was established 


on August lst, 1967, and during this first year 


i¢-. 


concentrated on establishing communication and 
co-operation among the different federal departments 
having responsibility in the youth services field. 
Two interdepartmental conferences were held 


involving officers from sixteen departments. 


There are more than two hundred youth groups 
or agencies organized on a national basis which are 
active enough to require the attention of the 
Citizenship Branch. An impressive percentage of 
youth activities, particularly those that are 
organized by the youth themselves, have focused on 
the national and international scene. There is a 
constant demand for consultation, training and 
assistance in programming. Responsibilities of the 


Youth Services Division include assistance in the: 


- improvement of the quality of leadership 


available for youth programs; 


- increase of youth involvement and under- 
standing at the local, national and 


international level; 


- achievement of responsible participation 


by more youth groups; and 


LS: 


- support to programs that have the 
greatest potential for making lasting 
contributions to the quality of 
citizenship among youth, and to national 


unity. 


Research and Documentation 


The use of social research to plan and 
evaluate programmes and policy was given new impetus 
by combining the research and documentation functions 
within the Branch into one service division. This 
new division was established on the recommendations 
of a consultant, a social scientist, who studied the 
flow, storage, retrieval and use of social research 


materials in the Branch. 


Contracts were given to support research in 
each of the programme areas of the Branch. An 
annotated bibliography of this research was prepared 
and is available on request. In addition, over fifty 
reports were prepared for division chiefs and field 
officers. Conversion of document holdings to a new 


subject index was completed. The volume and quality 


Os 


of incoming material was increased, and systems 
to index and circulate incoming material were 


established. 
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CITIZENSHIP REGISTRATION BRANCH 


The most important event of the year was 
the passage of legislation amending the Canadian 
Citizenship Act which, among other things, eliminated 
a provision whereby naturalized Canadians lost their 
citizenship automatically by reason of lengthy 
residence outside Canada. At the same time the 
statutory requirements for persons wishing to acquire 


Canadian citizenship were eased. 


As a Centennial project, a newly designed 
Certificate of Canadian Citizenship was issued by 
the Branch beginning on January Ist, 1967, and from 
July lst, 1967, an attractive presentation booklet 
was given to each person on acguisition of their 
Canadian citizenship. During 1967 too, all Courts 
of Canadian Citizenship joined in special ceremonies, 
often becoming the focal point for the Centennial 


celebrations of local municipalities. 


The volume of regular work, as gauged by 
the number of certificates of Canadian citizenship 


prepared during the year, was approximately the same 


Los 


as in 1966. In 1967, 121,827 certificates were 
prepared, as compared with the 120,076 of the 

previous year. ‘Table No. 1 shows in tabular forn, 

the grants and issues of Certificates of Canadian 
Citizenship since January lst, 1967. Table No. 2, 
which lists the number of people who obtained 
Canadian citizenship by reason of previous 
nationality, shows that the number of British subjects 
who gained Canadian citizenship during 1967 accounted 


for approximately one-quarter of the total.

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EDUCATION SUPPORT BRANCH 


It is the function of the Branch to help 
in co-ordinating federal support in the field of 
post-secondary education and research support 
extended to universities and other relevant 
institutions and educational organizations in Canada. 
Activities include: administration of adjustment 
payments to provinces under the terms of Part II of 
the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967; 
the making of certain direct grants; liaison with 
the federal departments and agencies concerned and 
between the federal government and provincial 
departments of education, educational associations 
and others; research, data collection and the 
provision of information relevant to this area of 


government policy. 


The Act which came into effect at April l, 
1967, provides for the transfer to each province of 
an amount equal to 50 per cent of the eligible 
operating costs of post-secondary education or of an 
amount calculated on a per capita basis - if this 


should be the more beneficial formula - and established 


206 


for the fiscal year 1967-68 at $15 per capita. 
Under the latter formula, the amount will rise 

in succeeding years by the factor of the increase 
in eligible national post-secondary educational 


operating costs.

THE NATIONAL MUSEUM 


The National Museum of Canada originated 
with the formation of the Geological Survey of 
Canada in 1842. In 1927 it was named “The National 
Museum of Canada,” but remained a part of the 
Geological Survey until 1950, when the Department of 
Mines and Resources was divided into the Mines and 
Technical Surveys and the Resources and Development 
Departments with the museum becoming a branch of 
the latter. In 1964 it was transferred to the 


Department of the Secretary of State. 


Legislation was passed during 1967, which 
came into force on April 1, 1968, creating the 
National Museums of Canada. The Corporation consists 
of a Board of Trustees and includes the National 
Museum of Man, the National Museum of Natural Sciences, 
the National Museum of Science and Technology and 
the National Gallery of Canada, each with a director 


responsible for professional activities. 


Since this report covers the fiscal year 
ending March 31, 1968, the following information 


concerns the three museum branches as constituted 


20-6 


under the Secretary of State Act. It does not 
include the National Gallery which remained a 
separate entity until March 31, 1968, when it 


became a part of the National Museums Corporation. 


In the 1967-68 fiscal year the total staff 
of the National Museum numbered 249 persons, 
including 83 administrative and professional 
personnel, 52 administrative support personnel, 
103 technical, operational and service personnel 


and ll prevailing rate employees. 


Exhibitions, educational and information services 


During the year, attendance at the Human 
History Branch and the Natural History Branch was 
328,374; the Science and Technology Branch 232,643; 
the Canadian War Museum 437,944; and at the National 
Aeronautical Collection 205,708. 


More than 37,000 of these visitors included 
groups of adults and children who were guided 
through the Victoria Memorial Building on 1,034 tours. 
Twenty-nine Saturday morning lecture or film programs 
were attended by some 17,000 children, while 3,000 


adults attended ll Wednesday evening lectures.

As well, the education division arranged 
13 special programs during this period. These 


were attended by approximately 6,000 people. 


Forty-three films were shown during July 
and August in the “Canada on Film” series. 


Attendance at these showings totalled 6,500. 


As in past years, a special education 
program “Indian Days” was held for children aged 
10 to 12 during July and August. Four sessions, 
each of six-day duration, were attended by about 


100 children per program. 


The Macoun Field Club, a natural history 
club for children, carried out a program of lectures, 
films and field trips. The education division 
assisted in the club’s programming and arranged 
publication of a regular newsletter and an annual 


magazine, “Little Bear.” 


During this fiscal year, 34 press releases 
were issued concerning various events and the 
scientific work of the branches. As well, the 
information staff prepared ads and posters to promote 


special events and produced folders for the lectures 


le 


and summer series. Two major promotional 
brochures, the Museum of Science and Technology 
booklet and a four~colour National Museum folder 


were published. 


The loan division handled an unprecedented 
number of short-term loans from its collection of 
films, photographs, specimens and ethnological 
artifacts - 1460 English films, 60 French fiims, 

30 silent films, 314 film strips, 535 zoological 
specimens, 291 ethnological specimens and 350 photos. 
Nearly 3,000 requests were received for photographs 
from the National Museum’s black and white photo 
collection, and another 375 requests were made 

for colour slides from the National Collection of 


Nature Photographs. 


The sales desk at the Victoria Memorial 
Building handled more than 28,000 sales of books 
and printed matter, geological specimens, fern 
fossils, casts of animal tracks and a variety of 


other material pertaining to the museum’s work. 
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Editorial Services 


In 1967-68 the staff, workload and office 
space of editorial services all increased. During 
the year the division prepared 10 bulletins and 
25 papers, ranging from 80 to 250 pages each, for 
publication. As well, 5 anthropology papers, 

8 natural history papers, the Confederation booklets, 
and a brochure on the national collection of nature 


photographs were published. 


The Library 


Demands on the library and its staff 
increased considerably during 67-68 fiscal year, 
due to the creation of the Science and Technology 
Branch and the Canadian Oceanographic Identification 
Centre. The National Aviation Museum’s valuable 
collection of aviation history books was moved to 
its new location in the Science and Technology 
museum and a librarian was appointed to set up a 


branch library. 


Books and journals of marine and freshwater 
biology were relocated at the COIC and the needs 


of that staff for invertebrate material, much of 
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which is unavailable in Canada, increased the 
use of photo copy and microfilm as well as 
interlibrary loans, purchasing and reference 


searching. 


There were 9,314 periodicals entered on 
Kardex and 128 new serials catalogued. In all, 
1,736 items were catalogued. Noteworthy acquisitions 
included the Dictionary Catalogue of the Stefansson 
Collection on the Polar Regions and the Catalogue 
of the Library of the Museum of Comparative Zoology, 
Harvard. Approximately 500 volumes were bound 
commercially, and 1,547 repairs were made by the 


library staff. 


Display Division 


The 1967-68 fiscal year was the busiest in 
the history of the museum’s display division. With 
the opening of the Science and Technology Branch and 
the Canadian War Museum’s move into new quarters, 


total exhibit space tripled. 


At the Victoria Memorial Building, the Human 


History branch’s official centennial project, 


30. 


“Confederation 1867,” portrayed, through audio- 
visual means and artifacts of the period, events 


leading up to and including the Act of Confederation. 


On the mezzanine three rooms of furniture 
of the confederation period were set up and 
showcases displayed artifacts relating to personal 
trinkets of the period. In the rotunda artifacts 
were on display relating to the agriculture, fishing 
and industry of confederation times, along with an 
exhibit of Fathers of Confederation belongings 
- Sir John A Macdonald’s desk, chairs and an eperne 
belonging to Sir George-Etienne Cartier and four 
statuettes of Macdonald, Cartier, Tupper and 


Langevin. 


Plans for the Natural History branch work 
continued in the Bird Hall, and an exhibit was 
arranged in the foyer of arctic lupins grown from 


seed believed to be 10,000 years old. 


A display on the Canadian altitude record, 
including the CF 105 aircraft, was set up in 
collaboration with the Armed Forces in the Uplands 
Airport Annex exhibit area. 


Sl. 


The Natural History branch and the Display 
Division sent representatives to Jamaica to assist 
the Jamaican institute with collections and 


exhibiting of material for its museun. 


When the confederation exhibit was installed 
on the mezzanine, the mineral collection was moved 
to the first floor. It was rearranged and new and 
better minerals were added to the selection. Work 
began on the new fluorescent mineral exhibit and 
preliminary planning started on a new and greatly 
enlarged mineral hall to be installed where the 
present palaeontology hall is located. Preliminary 
planning began during the year for a new palaeontology 


hall in the east wing of the first floor. 


HUMAN HISTORY BRANCH 


During the year the museum continued a 
gradual expansion of its exhibit program, loan work 
ond aid to other museums, universities and various 
research institutes. The museum’s research capacities 
were increased and important gains were realized in 
its collections. Many of the staff were appointed 


or elected to serve as executive officers, editors 


i 


and committee members of professional societies, 


journals and committees. 


The Human History branch arranged three 
major historical exhibits for display during 
Centennial Year: “Confederation 1867” was opened 
by the Secretary of State and Governor General 
Michener unveiled the “maple leaf” gown worn by 
Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth II at the opening of 
Parliament in 1957. The Prime Minister opened the 
expanded Canadian War Museum in the former Public 


Archives Building at 330 Sussex Drive. 


Archaeology Division 


This division’s 28 research projects, five 
of them in physical anthropology, reached all across 
Canada and into Alaska. Salvage projects were 
pursued in several areas, notably Churchill Falis 
(Labrador), northern New Brunswick, central Alaska 
and southern Quebec. Important new data on 
Athabaskan prehistory came from Alaska and the Yukon. 
One of the physical anthropology field parties 


recovered, new Chesterfield Inlet, the largest known 
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sample of prehistoric Eskimo skeletal material. 
To be added to in 1968, analysis of this material 


will provide a new appraisal in Eskimo osteology. 


Published reports on archaeological research 
included a monograph and ll papers. In addition the 
staff gave 29 lectures, two university courses on 
anthropology, attended 13 conferences, provided 
exhibit consultation 0 other museums and Carleton 
University, prepared first draft of plans for a new 
archaeology hall and provided specialist consultation 


to some 14 institutions. 


Excluding field material not yet processed, 
12,118 specimens were accessioned so that the 
catalogued material in the division totalled 388,000 


specimens at year’s end. 


Ethnology Division 


The division undertook 24 research projects 
across Canada, including intensive year-long 


ethnological field studies in the taiga and tundra 
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regions, ethnohistoric studies in Quebec, 
ethnolinguistic work in British Columbia, 
continuation of ethnological work in the Yukon 
and Northwest Territories and community studies 


on the north shore of the St. Lawrence River. 


The division published 10 reports during 
1967, including a complete bulletin on Algonquian 
linguistics and four monographs. Division staif 
gave 12 lectures and one university course, attended 
professional conferences, served as exhibit 
consultants to the McCord Museum, prepared extensive 
plans for revision of the Eskimo Hall, worked on 
plans for a new hall of Eastern Subarctic Indians 
to be opened in 1968 and provided specialist 


consultation to several institutions. 


Among the 709 specimens accessioned during 
the year were an excellent Greenland kayak, a large 
sample of Eastern Cree materials, a very large 
collection of Eskimo art, New Guinea ethnographic 
material and 43 examples of old tribal art from 
Africa. The ethnological collections now total 
28,279 catalogued items and a considerable amount 


of as yet uncatalogued material. 
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History Division 


The division’s eight research projects 
included intensive research in the social history 
of the French regime in the 17th, 18th and 19th 
centuries, research on the Confederation period 
and studies of the Irish immigrants to Canada. 

The 11 scholarly publications by the division 
included a monograph on publishing in Lower Canada 


during the early 19th century. 


The division was heavily engaged in exhibit, 
loan, preservation and acquisition work throughout 
the fiscal year. A large and complex Centennial 
exhibit on the Confederation period was completed 
and opened. Covering several thousand square feet, 
the exhibit included period rooms, material culture 
and information on the social, economic and political 


history of the period. 


A most important gift to the museum in 1967 
was the state gown worn in Ottawa by Her Majesty 
The Queen during the 1957 Royal Visit. With 
supporting data, it was seen by the public as a 


special temporary exhibit in the main rotunda. 
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Division staff gave 385 lectures and one 
university course and attended many professional 
conferences. Some 2,112 specimens were accessioned, 
including an extensive selection of Canadian glass 
and material related to the Centennial. The history 


collections now total at least 11,000 items. 


Folklore Division 


The 21 research projects in folklore included 
a wide range of ethnic and aboriginal studies within 
this national program. Heavy emphasis was placed 
on the folklore of several Canadian ethnic groups. 
These included studies of Ukrainian-Canadian music,~ 
Icelandic-Canadian music and instruments, French- 
Canadian oral tradition, and Canadian expressions of 
Japanese, Hungarian, Lithuanian, English, Doukhobor, 


Finnish and Bulgarian-Macedonian folk music. 


A highlight of the year was the Centennial 
gift to the museum from the Canadian Polish Women’s 


Federation - a set of Polish folk music instruments. 


Division staff published eight papers, gave 


seven lectures, and worked on a major new exhibit 
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(a puppet theatre) for installation in 1969. 

As well, they provided specialist consultation 
to various organizations. The resources of the 
division’s archives and tapes were extensively 
used by Canadian and foreign institutions. 
Approximately 505 items were accessioned for 


the collections. 


Canadian War Museum 


In connection with its exhibit progran, 
the Canadian War Museum was engaged in ll research 
projects concerning such aspects of military history 
as the British Commonwealth Air Training Plan, 
firearms, medals and insignias, D-Day and Canadian 


military aircraft. 


In the spring of 1967 renovation of the 
former Public Archives building was completed and 
the War Museum moved in. A long-range plan was put 
into effect so that in October a complete new 
exhibit project, covering the entire military history 
of Canada, was opened to the public. The old building, 


adjacent to the new guarters, was also renovated and 
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became the Canadian War Museum Annex housing 

a temporary exhibit. The museum received from 
the Department of National Defence 100,000 World 
War II photographs for its research and exhibit 
archives. As well, 1,189 objects were added to 


the collections to bring the total count to 32,050. 


War Museum staff attended several professional 
meetings, gave lectures, and provided museological 
guidance to many other museums concerned with 


military history. 


MUSEUM OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 


A building with an area O£f5125 F000 Squtite 
on some 35 acres of ground was made avilable to 
the Museum of Science and Technology in early April 
1967. Plans were made to have the Museum in 
operation during Centennial Year, and an intensive 
programme of design, acquisition, the organizing of 
specimens, and the building of exhibits was 


undertaken. 


On June 16th, the President of the Canadian 


National Railways, Mr. Norman MacMillan, presented 
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to the Secretary of State a large collection of 
steam train equipment inciuding several locomotives. 
A crowd of several thousand watched as the last 
remaining active steam locomotive in Canada pulled 
the Ceremonial Train into the museum property in 
the first of the public functions of the National 


Museum of Science and Technology. 


From June 16th until late October, 1967, an 
outdoor exhibition of the holdings of railway 
equipment, including 9 steam locomotives, attracted 


some 70,000 visitors to the museum grounds. 


An active programme of acquisitions has had 
the enthusiastic support of a wide range of - 
government departments and crown corporations, 
industry and private citizens. A preliminary plan, 
developed with the co-operation of the Public School 
Board of the City of Ottawa, led to many hundreds 
of classes visiting the new museum for a general 
tour. Plans have been laid with the various School 
Boards to develop specialized lecture tours to fit 
in directly with the curriculum needs at several 
levels, and a request has been forwarded to have 


technical staff from the educational organizations 
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assigned full time to the museum to help develop 
special topical exhibits, and to integrate and 


conduct school tours on a systematic basis. 


The National Aeronautical Collection, 
administered by the National Museum of Science and 
Technology through its Aviation and Space Division, 
continued the work of building up a national 
collection of aeroplanes and aero engines. During 
the past year its exhibition programme has been 
essentially a holding operation although the display 
was rearranged along generally chronological lines. 
Plans to redesign the presentation in the hangars 


at Rockcliffe in modern museum style were begun. 


The National Aeronautical Collection 
played a prominent role in the celebration of the 
oO0th Anniversary of Military Flying in Canada on 
June 10th, 1967, at the Canadian Forces Base, 
Rockcliffe, on whose premises the Collection is 
located. Several of the vintage aircraft from the 
Collection were flown and many of the exhibition 
aircraft were on outdoor display around the 


exhibition hangars. A crowd, estimated at about 
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80,000 was on the base for the celebrations. 
General attendance at the National Aeronautical 
Collection was maintained at about the previous 


year’s level of approximately 100,000. 


THE NATURAL HiSTORY BRANCH 


Museum work in all fields of activity 
expanded during the year. The field research 
program extended to remote parts of Canada, 
involving scientists from the museum and university 
scientists under contract. Displays, some temporary 
and others of longer duration, were constructed 


during the year. 


Members of the museum staff attended 
conferences in various countries of the world, 
gaining new information and knowledge for the 
benefit of Canadians. These scientists presented 
papers in their won specializations at the seminars 


and conventions. 


Complementary to the regular work carried 
out by museum scientists was the contract program 


by Canadian university staff and students under 
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special agreement with the museum. These 
specialists conducted studies on the taxonomy, 
distribution and ecology of various invertebrate 
animal groups, including investigations on the 
planktonic rotifers of Ontario, crustaceans of 
lakes in Newfoundland, sea cucumbers of British 
Columbia, freshwater molluscs of marshes in 
Manitoba and southeastern Ontario, and marine 
boring bivalves of Eastern Canada. There were 
studies on fishes of the Milk River of Alberta, 


and on frogs and toads of the Calgary area. 


Loology 


The zoology division, in response to 
increasing service function and increased staff, 
was reorganized into three sections; vertebrate 
zoology, invertebrate zoology, and the Canadian 


Oceanographic Identification Centre. 


Herpetology, ichthyology, carcinology, 
malacology, general invertebrate zoology, and the 
COIC were transferred to more functional and 


spacious new guarters in the Beamish Building. 
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Emphasis was placed on research service 
work, basic research, and publications at both 
the scientific and popular levels. There were 
19 major zoology field projects in Canada, the 
United States and the Caribbean. Nineteen zoology 
publications in both English and French were 


published during the year. 


Carcinology - Activities included a 
field study of sand-burrowing amphipod crustaceans 
(amphibious hard-shelled animals) along the coast 
of Florida. In collaboration with the Marine 
Biological Laboratory, Woods Hole, Mass., plates 
were completed for the handbook of amphipod 
crustaceans of New England. Research was completed 
on post-glacial dispersal of shallow-water marine 
invertebrates (spineless animals) of eastern Canada. 
This information was incorporated in several lectures 
and seminars at universities in Canada and the 


United States. 


Ornithology - Field studies were made on 


the birds of southern Ontario, particularly in the 


Gravenhurst-Bracebridge region. Museum ornithologists 
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also assisted research on the reduction of 
bird-aircraft collisions by identifying avian 
fragments of birds involved in 21 collisions 
with aircraft. Research was continued on the 
distribution, taxonomy, molts and plumages of 


birdsi. 


Mammalogy - A number of distribution maps 
and illustrations were completed for the publication 
“Mammals of Yukon Territory” during the year, as 
well as a portion of the manuscript. The taxonomic 
treatment of 77 subspecies was completed during this 


time. 


Herpetology - A study of amphibians of 
southeastern British Columbia, particularly the 
upper Columbia and Kootenay drainages, was made, 
and 1,400 specimens collected for study purposes. 
In collaboration with the Science Museum Institute 
of Jamaica, a study of the reptiles of eastern 
Jamaica was conducted. In the course of developing 
a working knowledge of the unique Jamaican fauna, 


some 850 specimens of 20 species were obtained. 
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ichthyology - The museum’s collection 
of fishes expanded rapidly during the year, with 
important non-Canadian acquisitions from Venezuela, 
Guyana, Falklands, Japan and Uganda. Most notable 
was a 34-ton shipment of about 20,000 specimens of 
600 species from the tropical eastern Pacific, 


acguired from the University of British Columbia. 


Vertebrate Ethology - Field studies were 
conducted at Rolla, Kansas, where motion film and 
sound tape sequences of the display behaviour in 
lesser prairie chickens were obtained. Display 
behaviour and regional ecology of the ruffed 
grouse, Franklins grouse and blue grouse were also 
studied in southwestern Alberta, with the results 
embodied in a paper presented at the iO0th 
International Ethologicai Conference in Stockhoinm, 


Sweden. 


Malacology - Studies were made during the 
year on the freshwater molluscs of the Hudson Bay 
and Canadian arctic watersheds. Freshwater molluscs 
were also collected in 12 lakes in the Hayes and 


Severn River systems in northwestern Ontario and 
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Northeastern Manitoba. Similar collecting was 
also done in the St. John’s River system in 
New Brunswick and Maine. During August, the 
museum was host to the annual meeting of the 


American Maiacological Union. 


Invertebrate Zoology - Field work in 


the invertebrate (spineless) animal groups was 
undertaken on Vancouver Island, where 96 stations 
were sampled for marine invertebrates. Museum 
scientists participated in a deep-water cruise off 
the Queen Charlotte Islands and in a shallow-weter 


survey off Vancouver Island. 


Canadian Oceanographic Identification 


Centre - Three weeks were spent at the Ontario 
Department of Lands and Forests Fisheries Research 
Station at South Baymouth, Ontario to study the 


life history of whitefish in Lake duron. 


Botany - Collections of specimens were 
made in various parts of Canada and in the adjacent 
United States. These areas included the mixed wood 
forest section of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta 


to the Athabaska River Region, southern British 
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Columbia, Queen Chariotte Islands, portions of 
Quebec and the Maritime Provinces, the Canadian 
Arctic Archipelago and in the State of Washington. 
Museum botanists carried out research in their 
various fields on the flora of Canada. Botanists 
under contract also did field work and research 


for the museum. 


Mineralogy - A five-week project near 
Bancroft, Ontario, was the major field operation 
in mineralogy. Veins of large, well-formed crystals 
of nepheline and biotite were opened here. This is 
believed to be one of the finest sources in the 
world for these minerals. In addition, there were 
collecting trips in the Eastern Townships and the 
Montreal area in Quebec, southeastern Ontario, and 
to the Northwest Territories, including visits to 
Port Radium, the Yellowknife area and Pine Point. 
The mineral exhibit was installed in the east wing 
of the museum on the ground floor, an area with 


mucn greater exhibit space. 
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TRANSLATION BUREAU 


Federal Government needs for translation 
and interpretation increased this year, due in part 
to the reorganization of Parliamentary Committees 
and the implementation of new programs in several 
departments. As well, a greater awareness of the 
requirements of bilingualism in the Public Service 
has resulted in increased production of Government 
documents and publications in the two official 


languages. 


To meet the increased demand for translation 
services, the Public Service Commission has had to 
intensify its recruitment campaign across Canada. 
Recruiting has been extended to Europe in an attempt 
to ease the shortage of translators until Canadian 
universities can fill the Bureau’s staffing require- 


ments. 


In conjunction with the Privy Council’s 
Secretariat on Bilingualism, the Bureau has secured 
approval in principle for a pilot project in 
translator training to be carried out by the 


University of Montreal. Competitions are held by 
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the Public Service Commission to select student 
translators who will begin their studies in 
September 1968. Following graduation each will 
work for the Translation Bureau for at least three 


years. 


During the year, the Bureau’s thirty odd 
divisions were grouped under the Assistant Super- 
intendent into three main branches - Parliamentary 
and General, Scientific and Technical, and 
Administrative and Financial. Accordingly, this is 
the first operational report based upon the new 


classification. 


Parliamentary and General Branch 


Law Division -~ The Bureau and Justice 
Department have begun implementation of a program 
aimed at the simultaneous preparation of Acts in 
both languages. This program will involve moving 
the law translators to the Justice Building so that 
they can work in close co-operation in the drafting 
of Bills, and with legal advisors in the French 


language. 
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Foreign Languages - The international 
nature of scientific work makes the translation 
of scientific and technical texts in languages 
other than English and French an essential service 
for Canadian Government scientists, whose productivity 
would be severely handicapped by a lack of knowledge 
of the work done by their colleagues in other 
countries. The importance of this service is 
reflected in the fact that approximately 70 per cent 
of the total wordage translated during the year 


consisted of technical and scientific materials. 


Six hundred and forty-one scientific and 
technical books and research papers were translated 
into English, mostly from Russian and German, but 
also from Japanese, Italian and other languages. 

These translations are listed with the National 
Research Council of Canada, which, as the international 
exchange agency for scientific translations, reports 
them to similar institutions in other countries and 
makes copies available to scientists throughout the 


world. 


In order to cope with the increasing demand, 


the Bureau launched an intensive campaign to recruit 
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subject specialists with language skills who 
could work as free-lance translators of scientific 


texts. 


The Foreign Languages Division provides 
language services for all government departments 
and most agencies in their communications with the 
non-English and non-French-speaking world. During 
the year the Division worked in some sixty languages. 
In order to translate materials in such a variety of 
languages, many of which appear very infreguently, 
free-lance translators are employed in considerable 
numbers. Some two hundred free-lancers were on the 
lists of the Division at the end of the year. They 
produced about 46 per cent of the total number of 


words translated. 


The number of interpretation assignments is 
increasing. Russian-English and English-Russian 
interpretation was in greatest demand, followed by 
German, Polish, Dutch and Spanish. Conferences such 
as the negotiations on the proposed exchange of social 
security benefits between Canada and the Federal 


German Republic and on policies concerning Canadian- 


Dos 


Colombian trade were typical conference interpretation 
assignments. Soviet missions, educational, atomic 
energy and northern construction missions, and a 
Polish parliamentary delegation were among the 
numerous delegations with which interpreters were 


reguired to travel. 


Interpretation - The number of parliamentary 
interpreters has not kept pace with the volume of 
work, in Parliament or elsewhere. The considerable 
increase in services provided to parliamentary 
committees deserves special mention. With regard to 
extra-parliamentary activity, the Division has 
continued to make its services available to govern- 
ment departments and agencies. In this area, as well, 
there has been a marked increase in the volume of 
work both in Ottawa and elsewhere in Canada. However, 
as a result of the shortage of personnel, there were 
times when the Division was unable to meet all the 


reguests for interpretation. 


Other Divisions - In general, for other 


divisions within this sector - External Affairs, Privy 


Council, Montreal, Debates, Committees and 
General translation - an increase of 23 per cent 


was shown. 


Scientific and Technical Branch 


The Scientific and Technical Branch serves 
the following departments: Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development; Agriculture; Veterans Affairs; 
National Defence; Energy, Mines and Resources; 
Forestry and Rural Development; Fisheries; National 


Health and Welfare; Transport; Public Works. 


The rapid development of science and 
technology has required, during the year, the 
translation of a growing number of extremely 
complicated scientific and technical publications. 


These divisions also translated lengthy studies 


such as Man and Meridian, Survey of the Contemporary 
indians of Canada, Report of the Committee to Survey 


the Work and Organization of the Canadian Pension 
Commission, and Voyageurs of the Air, which was 


published as a Centennial project. Integration of 
the armed forces increased the amount of work in the 


National Defence division. 
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Administrative and Financial Branch 


This branch consists of the divisions serving 
the following departments and agencies: Unemployment 
Insurance; Bank of Canada; Trade and Commerce 
(including Industry and Defence Production); Finance; 
Public Service Commission; Manpower and Immigration; 


Post Office; National Revenue; Statistics and Labour. 


Production in these divisions increased this 
year with the Departments of Manpower and Immigration 
and Finance showing increases of 33 per cent and 
29 per cent respectively. However, the increased 
demand is not always reflected in the production 
figures for individual divisions, as a great deal of 
work, particularly from the Statistics Division, was 
transferred to overflow divisions and to the 


Production Branch. 


The long-term plans of the Government to 
produce as many documents as possible in both 
languages will result in even greater increases in 


the workload for the coming year. 


Development Branch 


Terminology Division - A major activity 
of the Terminology Centre in the past year was the 
introduction of a monthly bulletin on terminology 
and linguistics which appeared first in January 1968. 
L’Actualité Terminologique is a publication which 
seeks to discover new words and meanings, to guard 
against mistranslations and to keep translators and 
writers abreast of developments in the fields of 
terminology and linguistics. Subscriptions are 
available to the public at a cost of $2 a year from 
the Queen’s Printer. Response to this new publication 
by specialists and the general public has been very 


encouraging. 


During the year, the Terminology Centre also 
published and distributed six new bulletins for a 
total of 131 to date. These new bulletins containing 
more than 37,000 terms, were made available to 
government translators and agencies, and, on an 
exchange basis, to translation services, terminology 


centres and libraries in Canada and abroad. 


The Centre has expanded its library which 


contains nearly 1,000 reference works of all kinds 
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subscribes to some thirty technical and linguistic 
periodicals and reviews. Some 10,000 index cards 
have been added to the central card index, which 
now contains approximately 60,000 entries. In 
addition the Centre dealt with an average of 75 


inquiries per week. 


Training Division - The Training Division 
gives applicants who show some ability but fail to 
'gualify as full-fledged translators, the opportunity 
to increase their knowledge and thus meet the Bureau’s 
professional standards. Because of the active 
recruitment conducted at every level, the Bureau’s 
Training School had a very busy year. Thirty 
applicants received training and were assigned to 
other divisions after successful completion of their 


probationary period. 


NOTE: In the past, production figures for the 
Translation Bureau were determined on the basis of 
the calendar year (January 1 to December 31). Next 
year production figures will be based on the fiscal 
year (April 1 to March 31). Accordingly, this 


year’s schedule covers fifteen months (January l, 
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1967 to March 31, 1968). Total production for 

the calendar year increased from 137,104,352 words 

in 1966 to 146,418,139 words in 1967. Increased 
production occurred in most areas but was particularly 
marked with regard to the volume of work translated 

on contract which jumped from 14,458,083 words in 

1966 to 16,401,910 words in 1967.

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INTRODUCTION 


This report covers the branches of the Department 
of the Secretary of State and the Translation Bureau for the year 
Trom April” °4,*= 1960 °*to-"March “sty U8 1969% Tne corporations, 
commissions, agencies and other offices included in the portfolio 
of the Secretary of State, shown in the accompanying diagram, 
report directly to the Minister and submit separate annual 


reports. 


When the fiscal year began, the Department came 
under the direction of the Honourable Judy LaMarsh, who had been 


Secretary of State during Canada's Centennial celebrations. 


On April 20, 1968, the Honourable Gerard Pelletier 
became Secretary of State. In the autumn of 1968, Jules Leger 


was appointed Under Secretary of State, succeeding G.G.E. Steele. 


The major change in the content of the year's 
report is the absence of a section on the National Museum of 
Canada, which became part of a new corporation known as the 


National Museums of Canada on April 1, 1968. 


The National Museums and a certain number of the 


other agencies continued to make use of the centralized services 


ug 


of the Personnel Administration Branch and in varying degrees the 


Financial and Administrative Services of the Department. 


The principal areas of activity included in the 
portfolio of the Secretary of State were cultural affairs 
Translation, Education Support and citizenship, and during the 
year plans were made to absorb the responsibility for the 


bilingualism program into the department. 
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CULTURAL POLICY AND PLANNING BRANCH 


The development of the arts in Canada is one of the main 
preoccupations of the Department in cooperation with federal 
corporations, commissions and agencies in the portfolio of the 
Secretary of State. During the year, officers of the Branch were 
engaged in studies of existing legislation and agency budgets and 
collaborated inthe development of new policy for the National 
Library and the drafting of a new National Library Bill. 
Questions of licensing in the field of broadcasting with 
particular reference to foreign ownership and the reservation of 
ultra-high-frequency channels Loz; educational programming 
entailed extensive research and deliberation. Emerging needs in 
the field of educational broadcasting was a subject of intensive 


study. 


Sustaining grants were made in support of arts 
Organizations engaged in programs national in scope in areas not 
covered ay the Canada Council. These included the Canadian 
Conference of the Arts, Canadian Museums Association, Canadian 
Folk Arts Council, the Associated Council of the Arts and the 
Canadian Railroad Historical Association. A grant was also made 
to the Fathers Confederation Memorial Trust for the maintenance 
and operation of the Confederation Memorial Centre in 


Charlottetown, P.E.I. 
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Officials of the Branch participated in ccnferences and 
seminars in the arts, broadcasting and films and in the planning 


of cultural manifestations abroad. 


CITIZENSHIP BRANCH 


The Citizenship Branch bears a broad federal 
responsibility for furthering development of inter-group and 
inter-community understanding. In large measure this mandate is 
discharged by liaison activity between Branch officers and some 
thousands of voluntary organizations at local, regional and 
national levels. Branch officers, trained in the _ social 
sciences, are available to provide consultative and technical 


advice to citizens! groups active in differing areas of interest. 


The Branch has a national network of regional offices in 
16 urban centres of Canada: St. John's Newfoundland; Moncton, 
New Brunswick; Halifax, Nova Scotia; Quebec City, Montreal and 
Rouyn, Province of Quebec; Ottawa, Toronto, Fort William, 
Hamilton, London and Sudbury, Ontario; Winnipeg, Manitoba; 
Regina, Saskatchewan; Edmonton, Alberta and Vancouver, British 


Columbia. 


In addition to its advisory function, the Branch 
provided 249 grants to various voluntary agencies in the amount 
of $955,000 to assist these organizations with various aspects of 


program and project development. 


Much of the activity of the Branch is centered round 
four program areas: Human Rights, Immigrant Integration, Indian 


Integration and Travel and Exchange. Support service is provided 


yg 


by the Documentation section; administrative support, priorities 
and plans are provided by Ottawa staff to guide the Branch in its 


work in Canadian communities. 
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HUMAN RIGHTS 


During the period, April 1, 1968 - March 31, 1969, the 
total energies and resources of the Human Rights division were 
fully employed in activities of the International Year for Human 
Rights. The division had the responsibility for mobilizing the 
national | effort through activating the myriad voluntary 


Organizations through out the Country. 


The aim of the International Year was to "dramatize 
universal respect for and observance of Human Rights and 
fundamental freedoms for all, without distinction as to race, 


sex, language or religion." 


A two-pronged approach was vigorously pursued toward 
this objective, namely - the promotion of action programmes to 
involve the "grass roots" through Human Rights Organizations and 
continued planning for a National Conference on Human Rights in 


Ottawa in December 1968. 


The Canadian Commission for Human Rights - a national 
voluntary organization - received a grant-in-aid of $100,000 and 
the voluntary regional human rights organizations received 
financial assistance through the Division for human rights 
activities. Numerous conferences, seminars, workshops and group 


meetings on human rights were held throughout Canada. The 
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Division distributed some 70,000 pieces of free literature on 
Human Rights during this period. Field Officers of the 
Citizenship Branch were actively engaged in assisting voluntary 
organizations in their efforts to promote human rights. A ground 


swell of public involvement was generated. 


The National Human Rights Conference took place in 
Ottawa from December 1-3 with an estimated 750 delegates in 
attendance. World renowned personalities in human rights 
addressed the conference. These included M. René Cassin of 
France who was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize in 1968 for his life 
long work in human rights, Lord Ritchie Calder of the United 
Kingdom, Mr. Santa Cruz from the U.N. and the Honourable James C. 
McRuer of the Royal Commission on the inquiry into Civil Rights 
AP ONGALAG « The Secretary of State, the Honourable Gérard 


Pelletier, addressed the conference. 


Through the division, research papers for the workshops 
on the Charter of Human Rights and the Canadian Constitution, 
Human Rights Commissions, Ombudsman, Family and Childrens! 
Rights, Women's Rights, Aboriginal Rights and Social Welfare and 
Human Rights were prepared. The Conference unanimously voted for 
a continuing national organization for Human Rights and the 
division assisted the pro-tem Provisional Executive in all 


possible ways. 
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INDIAN INTEGRATION 


This program area provides a response to those persons 
of Indian culture who are migrating from a rural or _ reserve 
environment to urban areas. Also, assistance is offered to the 
development of Indian organizations through which Indian people 


can express their concerns in their own terms. 


Friendship Centres are voluntary nonsectarian 
Organizations offering an Opportunity to Indian people to acquire 
social skills needed to ease their transition into an urban 


environment. 


The Citizenship Branch supervises the operation of 
federal-provincial cost-sharing agreements with the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta covering the establishment and 
Operation of Friendship Centres in those provinces. Individual 
centres covered by these agreements in Manitoba are Brandon, Flin 
Flon, Le Pas, Portage la Prairie, Swan River and Winnipeg; in 
Saskatchewan, North Battleford, Leask, Prince Albert and Regina; 


in Alberta, Calgary, Edmonton, Grande Prairie, Peace River. 


The maximum liability to Canada of these agreements is 
$30,000 per annum with respect to the Alberta and Manitoba 


agreements while in Saskatchewan the liability is $20,000. 


Additional grants were made to Friendship Centres in 
Parry Sound, Port Arthur, Toronto and Geraldton, Ontario; to the 
Pincher Creek Committee in Alberta; to Whitehorse, Yukon; and to 
Prince Rupert, Vancouver and Port Alberni, British Columbia. 
Total grants and contributions for Friendship Centres were 
$118,168. In cooperation with the University of Saskatchewan and 
the Indian-Eskimo Association of Canada, the Branch once again 


ran a training course for Friendship Centre staff. 


Thirteen grants of $20,000 were awarded to various 
Indian and non-Indian organizations to assist in projects 
concerned with the development of leadership training, community 
Organization or the general area of public education concerning 
the contemporary difficulties faced by native people. Under this 
aspect of the program, grants were made to Indian or Metis 
associations in New Brunswick, Manitoba, Alberta, British 
Columbia and Ontario. Support to such national projects or 
associations as the Indian-Eskimo Association, Canadian Native 
Communications Society, Canadian Indian Workshop, and the 
Canadian Indian Princess Pageant was provided. In addition, 


liaison activity was carried on with a large number of voluntary 


Organizations and governmental departments at various levels. 
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IMMIGRANT INTEGRATION 


The hada cane Participation division assisted immigrants 
in becoming fully developed Canadian citizens through their 
participation in the social and cultural life of the community 
where they resided. The division promoted and supported learning 
of the English and French languages by newcomers to this country. 
It also responded to requests for financial assistance to 
organized groups and institutions active in the field of 
immigrant integration. The division comprises three major areas: 
immigration participation, multi-ethnic services and language 


training for immigrants. 


In language training, the division contributed, under 
the federal-provincial agreements, over half a million dollars 
towards the cost of language and citizenship instruction and 


language textbooks. 


The division has continued to assist voluntary 
organizations in promoting social and cultural integration of 
immigrants. It extended financial support to such institutions 
as: LtAccord in Montreal, La Fraternité Canadienne in Quebec, 
International Centre in Winnipeg, Ottawa Citizenship Council, 
Y.W.C.A.~ in Edmonton and Calgary, La Scuola Italiana in Vancouver 


and others. 
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The division sponsored and actively participated in the 
Cross Canada Conference which dealt with the problem of more 
intensive participation of immigrants’ from various ethnic 


backgrounds in Canadian society. 


Officers of the division continued to maintain liaison 
with ethnic press editors and leaders of ethnic communities, with 


special emphasis on youth. 


Assistance was given to two major ethnic. projects: a 
"Teach-In" sponsored by the Ukrainian Canadian University 
Students Union and the Thinkers Conference on Cultural Rights 
sponsored by the Committee on Cultural Rights on Non-official 
Minorities. Both these projects were concerned with the effects 
of an official bilingualism policy and program on the cultural 


survival of other minorities. 


The division continued to survey and analyse some 200 
foreign language publications produced by Canadian ethnic groups 
and to disseminate reports to other government departments) and 


agencies. 
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DOCUMENTATION SECTION 


The installation of a Jonker Termatrex system was the 
most significant step in the development of our research 
facilities during the past year. This storage and retrieval 
system utilizes conceptual key words to characterize the 


substance and content of all our research documents. 


Contracts were given to support research in each of the 
program areas of the Branch. 32 research reports were produced 
by staff as part of our On-going document series. Some of the 
studies conducted were: A Preliminary Reading List on Immigrant 
Integration; A List of Federal Royal Commissions in Canada to 
Study Matters Pertaining to Indians & Metis; A Report on Methods 
of Control in Federal-Provincial Agreements; General Observations 
About German Language Schools in Canada; and An Abstract of 


Reference Groups, Membership Groups and Attitude Change. 


A study was conducted to evaluate some of the Branch 
Publications which led to a rearrangement of publication 
priorities. After many years of good service the publication 
Citizen was discontinued. It was replaced by a new quarterly 
publication, Canada 200. This publication, with its new style 


and format, was designed to report on activities of each program 


area of the Citizenship Branch, and to keep its readers informed 
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of issues and developments in the social aspects of Canadian 


Lite. 
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TRAVEL AND EXCHANGE 


This was the first post-Centennial year for Travel and 
Exchange, and also its first year under the jurisdiction of the 
Department. In broad terms, the goal of the program is to 
promote a deeper understanding among Canadians and thus to 
strengthen national unity and identity. In the international 
dimension, the program helped Canadians better understand their 


place and role in the international society. 


Travel and Exchange was divided into three different 


programs: 


1) The Young Voyageur Program 


Administered jointly by the federal and provincial 
governments, 3,360 senior high school students and 280 
escorts participated in the 1968 operation. Each group of 26 
spent one week in a host community in one of the twelve 


provinces or territories. 


2) The Travel and Exchange Program for Voluntary Agencies 


Designed to give financial assistance to voluntary 
organizations wishing to carry out Travel and Exchange 


programs in Canada, grants totalling $412,414 were awarded to 
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74 agencies in 1968, allowing over 12,000 participants to 
take part in various Travel and Exchange projects across 


Canada. 


International Program for Voluntary Agencies 


Introduced for the first time in. 1968, some 27 . grants 
totalling $102,415 were approved for agencies engaged in 


international Travel and Exchange programs. This program 


‘assisted 834 participants in various projects. 
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CITIZENSHIP REGISTRATION BRANCH 


New citizenship regulations came into effect reflecting 
amendments made to the Citizenship Act in 196) These 
regulations had the effect of improving the administration of the 


Act and regulations. 


Early in 1969, changes introduced in passport 
regulations required applicants for passports to produce birth or 
citizenship certificates as evidence of citizenship. This 
resulted in a marked increase of work for the branch as many 
persons needed citizenship certificates for passport purposes. 
It is expected that the effect in statistical terms for the whole 


of 1969 will be shown in the figures for the next annual report. 


During the calendar year 1968 a total of 60,189 persons 
were granted Canadian citizenship and in addition 62,295 
Canadians applied for and received citizenship certificates as 
proof of their status. The volume was roughly the same as in the 


previous two years. 


Courts dealing exclusively with citizenship registration 
matters were located in Halifax, Moncton, Montreal, Calgary, 
Edmonton, Vancouver, Ottawa, Sudbury, Toronto, Hamilton, London, 
Winnipeg and Regina. In addition, there were smaller offices of 


the branch at St. Catharines, Kitchener, Windsor and Saskatoon. 
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Several individuals had — designated as courts in many remote 
areas of Canada to provide citizenship registration facilities to 
persons who would otherwise have to travel considerable 
distances. Where departmental facilities were not available the 
normal courts of the land continued to receive applications from 
aliens seeking citizenship, to hold hearings and present 


certificates. 


The branch and its courts continued to encourage the 
holding of appropriate ceremonies for new citizens through the 
co-operation of civic and voluntary organizations and to 
publicize facilities with the aim of encouraging persons to 


become Canadians or to obtain evidence that they are citizens. 


In addition to the Canadian Citizenship Act, the other 
relevant statutes include: prior Canadian Naturalization Acts, 
Canadian Immigration Act, and federal or provincial acts relating 
to marriage, divorce, legitimation, adoption and change of name 
and such related acts as have or may be enacted in other 


Commonwealth and foreign Countries. 
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EDUCATION SUPPORT BRANCH 


The Education Support Branch was formed in 1966 to 
assist in co-ordinating federal support for education and 
research to universities and educational institutions and 
agencies. Its major function is the administration of Part II of 
the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967, and its 


regulations. 


Advisory and Support Services 


Staff members answered numerous requests for information 
On Canadian education and served on several inter-departmental 
committees. They also assisted in the preparation of material 
for a study sponsored jointly by the Science Council of Canada 
and Canada Council on the role of the federal government in 
support of research in Canadian universities. Papers were 
presented at the annual meetings of the Canadian Association of 
University Business Officers and the Canadian Education Research 


Association. 


The branch co-operated with the Department of Finance 
and provincial student aid officials in planning a survey by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics of post-secondary students, 
designed to aid in the assessment of federal and provincial 


student aid programs. 
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A report, Federal Expenditures on Research in the 
Academic Community 1966-67, 1967-68, was released dubine the 
year. Preparation of the manuscript for a second report, Federal 
Expenditures on Post-Secondary Education 1966-67, 1967-68, was 


well advanced. 


A grant of $59,600 was made for the third and final year 
of a study on university costs sponsored by the Association of 
Universities and Colleges of Canada, the Canadian Association of 
University Business Officers and the Canadian Association of 


University Teachers. 


Funds For Post-Secondary Education 


The Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act which 
came into effect during the 1967-68 fiscal year provided for 
federal transfers of funds to assist the provinces in meeting the 
rising costs of post-secondary education. In 1967-68 a province 
received either $15 per capita or 50 per cent of eligible 
operating expenditures for post-secondary education, whichever 


was the higher. 


For the 1968-69 to 1971-72 fiscal years the Act provided 
that the provinces of Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island and New 
Brunswick should have the basic transfer increased each year in 


proportion to the national rate of increase until the 50 per cent 
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basis could be applied. The provinces that were on the 50 per 


cent formula could not return to the per capita formula. 


The total of the transfer of fiscal resources was made 


up of three elements: 


i) tax abatements of four per cent of the individual 


income tax and one per cent of corporations! taxable income; 


ii) that portion of the general revenue equalization 
payments which was related to the special tax abatements for the 


post-secondary education program; 


iii) a cash adjustment payment by the Department of the 


Secretary of State. 


In 1968-69, cash adjustment payments of $52,471,000 were 
also paid in respect of estimated 1967-68 eligible expenditures 
and $224,324,000 in respect of those for 1968-69. The 


accompanying table gives further information for the two years. 
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TRANSLATION BUREAU 


The Translation Bureau, whicn became the central 
authority for all federal translation services in 1934, has 
increased its workload over the years in response to changes in 
government activity. In 1959 the bureau was given responsibility 
for providing simultaneous interpretation of parliamentary 
debates and national conference proceedings. During 1968-69, 
plans were made to organize a new sector for federal tribunals, 


beginning with the Supreme Court and the Exchequer Court. 


On March 31, 1969, the bureau had 525 employees, with 
nearly 100 authorized positions unfilled in 35 divisions attached 


to the main federal departments and agencies. 


Departmental Divisions 


Twenty-six divisions, equally divided between the 
Scientific and Technical Branch and the Administrative and 
Financial Branch accounted for the majority of Translation Bureau 


employees. 


By the end of the fiscal year, three new divisions were 
set up to serve departments created under the Government 
Organization Act of 1969 -- Regional Economic Expansion, Supply 


and Services, and Communications. Existing divisions were 


regrouped to accommodate changes in other departments such as 
Fisheries and Forestry; Industry, Trade and Commerce; and 
Consumer and Corporate Affairs. A division was formed in the 
Department of the Solicitor General and a sub-division in the 


Constitutional Conference Secretariat. 


Translation Bureau Regulations 


An Order in Council, October 23, 196t, defined the 
responsibilities of the Translation Bureau and of its clients. 
Departments or agencies were required to designate a senior 
official to deal with the Bureau, fixing the order of priority of 
documents submitted for translation, and setting up an inter- 
departmental committee, whose decisions would be binding, to 


consider questions of priority. 


Professional Staff 


Of 350 translators and interpreters, 155 had been on the 
staff less than three years. Newly appointed translators, even 
those with university degrees, need supplementary training or 
experience in order to translate difficult parliamentary, 
administrative, financial, scientific or technical materials. 
Before being assigned to divisions, they were, therefore, given 


exercises and lectures by the training division. 
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University Training 


To meet anticipated demand, the Bureau with the Public 
Service Commission drew up a university training program for 
translators. At the University of Montreal, 60 scholarships have 
been provided covering a three year course leading to an honours 
Bachelor of Arts degree in translation. The first 30 Montreal 
students selected were expected to report for training in tne 


Ottawa translation division in the summer of 1969. 


The University of Ottawa was allotted 20 scholarships 
for 1969. Laval University in Quebec and Laurentian University 
in Sudbury have applied for awards for 1970. It is anticipated 
that by 1972 there will be 200 scholarship students in training 


as future translators. 


Parliamentary and General Divisions 


Close co-operation between law draftsmen and translators 
made possible the parallel printing of English and French texts 


of bills under the same cover. 


As an experiment to cut down delays in publication of 
French texts, tape recordings of House of Commons Committee 
proceedings were revised each day by translator-revisers, and 


French and English versions were published in parailel columns. 


Requests for interpretation services in the 
parliamentary sector were received from organizers of official 
conferences not only in Ottawa but also in other parts of Canada 


and abroad. 


Other Languages 


As a result of increased demands from Canadian 
government scientists and technologists for documents’ from 
foreign sources, the foreign languages division prepared 898 
translations from RusSian, German, Japanese and Italian 
scientific and professional journals and books compared with 641 


in the previous year. 


Appeals through the Canadian press and in a broad range 
of Canadian professional journals resulted in a reserve of about 
300 specialist translators who are prepared to translate on a 
part-time basis and able to deal with current. scientific and 


technical reports in all foreign languages. 


Technical and scientific translations were listed in the 
Translation Index of the National Science Library at the National 
Research Council which, as the international exchange agency for 
scientific translations, reported them to similar institutions in 
other countries and made copies available to scientists 


throughout the world. 
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The division provided interpretation services for a one- 
month Canadian Forestry Mission to the Soviet Union, a visit to 
Canada by tne President of the German Bundestag and a conference 
in Ottawa of the International Council for Building Research 


Studies and Documentation. 


Terminology 


The terminology center continued to publish L'Actualité 
Terminologigue, the monthly bulletin on terminology and 


linguistics circulated to more than 1,100 subscribers. 


In addition, five new bulletins were published 
containing more than 1,500 terms on telephone and telegrapn 
systems, diplomacy, federal statutes, symbols and abbreviations, 
and fire prevention, fire protection, and fire fighting. Thirty- 
five earlier bulletins were reprinted. Bulletins were 
distributed on an exchange basis to university libraries, 
terminology centers and translation services in Canada and 


abroad. 


A central index was expanded from 60,000 to 75,000 
cards, standard terminology was established in a number of 
special fields and information was provided to translators and 


other public servants. 
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About 12,000 entries were approved for inclusion in the 
revision of the Canadian Military Dictionary (1945), a project 
undertaken in 1967 in co-operation with the Department of 
National Defence. A terminologist from the center was attached 
to the Defence Department on a full-time basis to complete the 


project. 


Output 


The production division kept an account of the bureau's 
output and was responsible for outside contracts and special 


projects. 


Contracts were issued to outside translators for work 
from federal agencies which had no translation divisions and from 
overloaded departmental divisions, Senate committee proceedings 
and reports of inquiry commissions, task forces and working 


groups. 


Production showed increases in the number of hours of 
service in most divisions. Because the Senate and House of 
Commons did not sit from April 23, 1968, when Parliament 
dissolved, until its opening on September 12, 1968, activity in 
the parliamentary sector declined as compared with the previous 


year. 
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Total production was 89,405,000 words and 207,470 hours 
of service, running close to the previous year's 89,404,980 words 


and 210,000 hours.

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Library 


Library holdings increased to 5,500 volumes of books and 
bound periodicals, 400 active periodical subscriptions and 100 
government document subscriptions. Material was added to a 
growing vertical file and micro-film collection.

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INTRODUCTION 


This report reviews all the activities of the various branches of the Department of the Secretary of 
State and the Translation Bureau from April 1, 1969 to March 31, 1970. 


The portfolio of the Secretary of State also includes the corporations, commissions and other 
institutions shown in the organization chart in Appendix I. These institutions, however, draw up their own 
annual reports. 


The major change in this year’s report is the addition of a section on the official languages 
program. Responsibility for this program was assigned to the Department of the Secretary of State at the 
end of the 1968-1969 fiscal year. 


The National Museums of Canada and a number of other institutions have continued to make use 
of the services of the Personnel Administration Branch and, to a certain extent, the Department’s financial 
and administrative services. 


In the course of the 1969-1970 fiscal year, the Department of the Secretary of State was involved 
chiefly in the areas of cultural affairs, citizenship, official languages programs, translation, and support to 
post-secondary education. 


ARTS AND CULTURAL SUPPORT BRANCH 


The Arts and Cultural Support Branch conducts research and draws up programs for the purpose 
of enriching the cultural life of Canadians. It establishes, promotes and supports nation-wide programs 
which further the objectives of federal cultural agencies. 


The Branch cooperates with federal institutions in the fields of broadcasting, films and artistic 
activities such as theatre, the plastic arts and letters, as well as with museums and public and private 
organizations devoted to the development of culture in Canada. 


Grants 


During the 1969-1970 fiscal year, grants amounting to $206,500 were extended to the following 
organizations: 


Canadian Museums Association $60,000 
Canadian Folk Arts Council $50,000 
Canadian Craftmen’s Association $10,000 
Royal Canadian Academy of Arts $13,500 
Canadian Conference of the Arts $68,000 
York University $ 5,000 


The Fathers of Confederation Memorial Building Trust also received a grant in the amount of 
$175,000 for the maintenance and operation of the Confederation Centre in Charlottetown, P.E_I. 


Study on Cultural Policy 


The Branch undertook a detailed examination of federal cultural policy with a view to determining 
new directions and procedures. 


Conferences 


The Department of the Secretary of State supported conferences dealing with artistic and cultural 
matters such as fiscal reform and the arts, the Copyright Act, and the role of the museums. 


Educational Radio and Television 


The Department of the Secretary of State has adopted a policy of extending assistance to 
provincial authorities so that existing broadcasting facilities can be used for educational television programs. 
Accordingly, provincial education ministers and the Secretary of State arrived at a definition of what 
constituted educational radio and television. Through the good offices of the Department, an agreement 
was signed between the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation and the Ontario government. As a result, 
Channel 19 in Toronto became the first in Canada to be reserved exclusively for educational radio and 
television. 


The Department of the Secretary of State also coordinated the signing of agreements between the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation and the Alberta government whereby a CBC television station in 
Edmonton would broadcast educational programs. 


Films 


At the end of the year, a film coproduction agreement was on the point of being concluded with 
Italy. Negotiations with Britain and Belgium regarding similar agreements were also in progress.

STATE CEREMONIAL AND SPECIAL EVENTS 


Manitoba Centennial 


In November 1969, the federal government announced its intention of participating in the 
Manitoba Centennial celebrations. To this end, the government extended a grant of $5. million for the 
construction of memorial buildings and $500,000 for ceremonies to mark the Centennial. 


Decorations Committee 


The State Ceremonial and Special Events Division lent administrative assistance to the 
interdepartmental Decorations Committee for implementation of the government’s policy regarding the 
acceptance and wearing of orders, decorations and medals awarded to Canadians by foreign countries. 


Dominion Day Celebrations 


To mark Dominion Day on July 1, the Division organized and directed ceremonies on Parliament 
Hill and in the National Capital Region. 


Messages from the Sovereign 


Arrangements were made for sending congratulatory messages from the Queen to 1,088 couples on 
the occasion of their fiftieth or sixtieth wedding anniversaries and to 231 persons celebrating their one 
hundredth birthdays. 


OFFICIAL LANGUAGES PROGRAM 


Introduction 


During the final quarter of the 1968-1969 fiscal year, the Cabinet entrusted the Department of the 
Secretary of State with the general responsibility of coordinating all government policies respecting the 
official languages within federal departments and agencies. 


In carrying out this mandate, the Department endeavoured to achieve three major objectives: 


1. to ensure that French and English enjoyed equal status in federal institutions; 

2. to encourage the cultural and linguistic development of French-language and English-language 
groups in areas in which they constitute a minority; 

3. to promote the use of both official languages in sectors which do not come under federal 
authority. 


In pursuit of these objectives, the Department at the beginning of 1969 created four branches 
which fall under the jurisdiction of an Assistant Under Secretary of State: 


Bilingualism Programs Branch 
Social Action Branch 

Language Administration Branch 
Research and Planning Branch 


BILINGUALISM PROGRAMS BRANCH 


The primary functions of the Bilingualism Programs Branch are to prepare policy and make 
recommendations respecting the expansion of bilingualism in the Public Service and to act as a coordinator 
and advisor to departments and agencies with regard to implementation of the bilingualism policy adopted 
by the government. The Branch is also responsible for ensuring that federal institutions meet the 
requirements of the Official Languages Act. 


In order to achieve these various objectives, the Bilingualism Programs Branch created the six 
sections described below: 


1. Coordination — Advises and assists departments and agencies and their bilingualism advisors in applying 
the government’s policy in matters of bilingualism. 


to 


Administrative Policy — Resolves difficulties related to the government’s practices in the field of 
bilingualism. 


3. Personnel Policy — Assists in preparing and coordinating, throughout the administration, governmental 
policy to the effect that federal institutions reflect the linguistic and cultural values of 
English-speaking and French-speaking Canadians. 


4. Extension — Develops and coordinates programs enabling senior officers of the Public Service to 
improve their knowledge of the second language and increase their understanding of the two 
cultures. 


5. Task Force — French Language Units — In departments and agencies, facilitates the creation of units in 
which French is the language of work. 


6. Special Projects — Draws up and implements special projects concerning bilingualism, particularly 
programs which enable employees to maintain their linguistic abilities; gives administrative support 
to the Bilingual Districts Advisory Board; organizes discussions for employees on the subject of the 
bilingualism policy. 


In 1969-1970, the Branch formulated recommendations for the Cabinet with regard to 
bilingualism programs in the Public Service. It also evaluated the effectiveness of governmental programs 
designed to establish institutional bilingualism and analyzed progress achieved to date. As well, the Branch 
took part in various interdepartmental studies on the implications of the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. 


The Branch provided secretarial services to the Senior Committee on Bilingualism Policy. It 
cooperated with the departments in the preparation of measures for maintaining knowledge of the second 
language and coordinated and directed the activities of bilingualism advisors in all departments. In addition, 
the Branch provided administrative support to the Bilingual Districts Advisory Board. 


SOCIAL ACTION BRANCH 


The following are the objectives of the Social Action Branch: 


(a) to ensure that official language minorities continue to flourish and to encourage their 
participation in Canadian society without the risk of losing their identity; 
(b) to promote a better understanding between the two official language communities. 


The Branch came into operation in August, 1969. During the last eight months of the fiscal year, 
major programs were launched in several provinces. 


Through these programs an attempt is being made to meet the needs of associations and agencies 
whose objectives correspond to those of the government as defined above. Organizations and groups 


receiving grants must play a part in carrying out their own projects. 


The Branch awards sustaining grants to provincial associations representing the official language 
minorities in their provinces. In addition, it may make funds available for: 


Cultural exchanges organized for the purpose of bringing cultural events to isolated communities; 


Social animation programs designed to encourage communities to play a greater role in their own social and 
cultural development; 


Seminars and conferences enabling cultural and regional groups to exchange views on such subjects as 
bilingualism and national unity; 


Youth activities which meet the special needs of young people; 
Cultural centres whose activities enrich the cultural heritage of isolated groups; 


International participation enabling heads of organizations to participate in international conferences and 
events; 


Special or national projects designed to assist national and ethnic associations and special or experimental 
programs which do not fall under the previous categories. 


During the 1969-1970 fiscal year, 109 grants were approved for a total amount of $1,015,680. 
This amount includes grants extended by the Citizenship Branch before the Social Action Branch was set 


up. 


Under the sustaining grants program, provincial associations received $115,600 in direct aid to 
enable them to maintain their secretariats, extend their range of activities and improve their services. 


Under the social animation program, eight provincial associations were awarded grants amounting 
to $312,621. The program is carried out by officers trained in regional development. During the 1969-1970 
fiscal year, the Branch directed its efforts in particular to the training of some 200 specialists in human 
relations and group dynamics. At the regional and provincial level, 20,000 persons attended social 
animation sessions. 


In the context of the youth activities program, an amount of $20,952 was distributed in the form 
of grants for projects designed to assist young people develop their interest in their mother tongue and 
culture. The great majority of the grants were distributed in Ontario, the only province in which young 
people are organized on a province-wide basis. Talks with local leaders took place in most of the provinces 
with a view to the preparation of programs which would enhance the cultural life of young people 
belonging to the official language minority. 


With regard to the cultural centres program, a sum of $240,700 was provided for local initiatives 
of a cultural nature: cultural clubs, coffee houses, theatrical groups, choirs and film societies. 


The cultural exchange program makes cultural events accessible to small localities. An amount of 
$66,336 was granted for this purpose. 


In the context of the seminars and conference program, 17 projects received grants totalling 
$70,750; as well, two grants amounting to $16,471 were extended for international participation; finally, 
through the special and national projects program, 14 national and regional organizations received funds 
amounting to $172,250. 


LANGUAGE ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 


The primary task of the Language Administration Branch is to promote use of the two official 
languages in organizations which do not fall under the jurisdiction of the Public Service Commission. It thus 
works toward attainment of the third major objective of the official languages program. 


The Branch furthers the official languages policy in areas in which the federal government can act 
only through encouragement and persuasion. Its work involves enlisting the cooperation of provincial 
governments and private bodies in favouring use of the two official languages throughout Canada. 


The Branch carries out its functions through two divisions. The first is concerned with relations 
with the provinces, the second with relations with the non governmental sector (industrial and commercial 
firms, associations, universities). 


Federal-Provincial Relations Division 


The Federal-Provincial Relations Division extends financial assistance to the provinces to enable 
them to introduce their own official languages programs in areas under their jurisdiction, particularly in 
matters of education. Following acceptance of a number of the conclusions contained in Book I 
(Education) of the Report of the Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism, the federal 
government announced that it was prepared to grant up to $50 million in financial aid to the provinces 
during 1970-1971. These funds are intended to be used for implementing the Report’s recommendations to 
the effect that official language minorities in Canada be taught in their own language and that the second 
official language be taught to groups representing the linguistic majority. 


In cooperation with the provincial governments, the Division determines the extent of and 
conditions relating to federal aid to bilingualism in the educational sector and in other areas under 
provincial authority. 


External Relations Divisions 


Following publication of Book III (The Work World) of the Report of the Royal Commission on 
Bilingualism and Biculturalism, the External Relations Division planned activities and programs designed to 
promote both individual and institutional bilingualism in the private sector. 


RESEARCH AND PLANNING BRANCH 


The Research and Planning Branch supports the official languages program in three major areas: 
planning, research and evaluation. 


The Branch is responsible for coordinating the development of specific objectives and the 
allocation of resources to ensure that the program reaches its goal of encouraging Canadians to use both 
official languages. It is also responsible for studying means of assisting official language minority groups, 
promoting bilingualism in the Public Service and helping the provinces and the private sector with their 
bilingualism programs. 


The Branch must also establish criteria for evaluating the effectiveness of bilingualism programs 


and, in the light of data gathered, make recommendations for modifying program directions and 
procedures. 


CITIZENSHIP 


CITIZENSHIP REGISTRATION 


During the 1969 calendar year*, 59,900 people were granted Canadian citizenship. These figures 
roughly correspond to those of 1968. 


In 1968, 62,295 certificates were issued to Canadians as proof of their Canadian citizenship; in 
1969 this figure rose to 100,395. The increase is largely the result of new regulations requiring all Canadians 
born outside Canada to produce a citizenship certificate in order to obtain a Canadian passport. 


*Since D.B.S. citizenship statistics are prepared for the calendar year, this section of the Annual Report is based on the 
calendar year rather than the fiscal year. 


With the object of improving its services to the public, the Citizenship Registration Branch 
undertook to decentralize its operations. In the future, it will take only a few days to prepare a citizenship 
certificate. During 1969, a permanent office of the Vancouver Citizenship Court was opened in Victoria. 


In cooperation with private organizations and federal institutions, Canadian citizenship courts 
organized ceremonies to award citizenship certificates and gave receptions in honour of new Canadian 
citizens. In May of 1969, all the courts participated in ceremonies designed to emphasize the importance of 
Canadian citizenship. 


Appendix B gives a table indicating the number of citizenship certificates issued since 1949, and 
Appendix C contains a table giving the distribution of persons who received Canadian citizenship 
certificates by country of former citizenship and period of immigration to Canada. 


CITIZENSHIP BRANCH 


The purpose of the Citizenship Branch is to contribute to national solidarity by encouraging 
citizens to participate in Canadian society; the Branch thus acts as a liaison between the federal government 
and voluntary associations in Canada. 


By joining one or more voluntary associations, a citizen is better able to influence his country’s 
social, political and cultural life. It is primarily through grants to these organizations that the Citizenship 
Branch endeavours to help underprivileged Canadians overcome the obstacles which prevent them from 
participating more actively in Canadian society. 


On March 31, 1970, the Branch had a network of field offices in 16 urban centres of Canada: St. 
John’s, Moncton, Halifax, Quebec City, Montreal, Rouyn, Ottawa, Toronto, Thunder Bay, Hamilton, 
London, Sudbury, Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton and Vancouver. 


During the 1969-1970 fiscal year, the Citizenship Branch awarded 249 grants totalling $1,082 472 
to various voluntary organizations to help them carry out projects and programs. 


Most of the Branch’s activities centre around four major programs: human rights, ethnic 
participation, Indian participation and travel and exchange. 


Travel and Exchange 


The goals of Travel and Exchange are to strengthen national unity and promote a national identity 
by helping Canadians learn more about themselves and their role in world society. 


- Travel and Exchange is made up of three distinct programs: 


1. Young Voyageur Program 


This program is administered jointly by the federal government and the provincial governments 
concerned. In 1969, 3,432 high school students accompanied by 286 adults participated in the 
program. 


2. Travel and Exchange Program for Voluntary Agencies 


This program provides financial assistance to voluntary agencies wishing to organize travel and 
exchange programs in Canada. In 1969-1970, grants totalling $382,245 were awarded to 70 
agencies, thereby allowing 11,000 persons to travel. 


3. International Program for Voluntary Agencies 


Thirty-eight grants amounting to $100,000 were approved for agencies engaged in international 
travel and exchange programs in which 1,103 people participated. 


Ethnic Participation 


The Ethnic Participation Division encourages immigrants and minority ethnic groups to take part 
in the social and cultural life of Canada. It promotes and financially supports instruction in the official 
languages for newcomers to the country. 


The Division works in the three main areas: 
ethnic participation; 
integrative services; 


language instruction for immigrants. 


Under the ethnic participation program in 1969-1970, financial assistance of more than $25,000 
was given to voluntary agencies for projects designed to encourage ethnic groups to participate in the social 
and cultural life of Canada. Grants were awarded: the National Chinese Conference on Urban Renewal as 
Affecting Chinatowns, held in Calgary; the International Centre in Winnipeg; La Fraternité Canadienne de 
Québec; the Inter City Project in Vancouver; a special project for immigrants in Williams Lake, British 
Columbia, who speak Punjabi; the Black United Front Organization of Halifax; and the Y.M.C.A. in 
Edmonton and Calgary. 


Division officials helped organize conferences for Polish and Ukrainian youth in Vancouver and 
Toronto. 


The Ethnic Participation Division provided government agencies with a detailed appraisal of many 
ethnic organizations and institutions on request. Division officers maintained contact with ethnic press 
editors and leaders of ethnic communities. They also analyzed foreign language newspaper articles 
published by Canadian ethnic groups and continued to distribute summaries and excerpts of articles which 
might interest other government departments and agencies. 


Under federal-provincial agreements, the Division extended more than $600,000 for instruction in 
the official languages and citizenship courses. 


Indian Participation 


This program subsidizes native Indian organizations to enable them to implement social 
development and adult education programs. Indian people moving to urban areas receive assistance through 
community organizations. 


Grants totalling $540,000 were awarded to ten Indian organizations in British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and the Northwest Territories. 


Three citizens’ organizations which assist Indians — the Indian-Eskimo Association, the Citizenship 
Council of Manitoba and the Minnedosa 4F Council of Manitoba — were also awarded grants totalling 
$19,300. 


Grants amounting to $198,241 were awarded to 31 community organizations. 


The Citizenship Branch coordinated the implementation of cost-sharing agreements between the 
federal government and the provinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta respecting the establishment 
and operation of community organizations in these provinces. Under these agreements, the federal 
government pays a maximum of $30,000 a year to Alberta and Manitoba and $20,000 to Saskatchewan. 


Human Rights 


During the 1969-1970 fiscal year, the activities of the International Year for Human Rights held in 
1968 had to be concluded. 


The Department of the Secretary of State extended grants and services to various local and 
regional voluntary organizations interested in human rights, and to the Canadian Council for Human Rights 
to help it set up a permanent national organization. 


Among the community groups which received this assistance were the 4H Club of Manitoba, the 
Mayor’s Commiittee of Sudbury, the British Columbia Civil Liberties Association, the New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia Associations for the Advancement of Coloured People and university human rights groups in 
New Brunswick and Prince Edward Island. Grants were also awarded to the United Nationals Association 
for a student conference organized at United Nations headquarters in New York, and to a regional Atlantic 
conference on human rights. 


The Citizenship Branch distributed information on human rights in Canada, international 
agreements and their application, and human rights programs. The brochure entitled “Let’s Take a Look at 
Prejudice and Discrimination” was revised, published and distributed free of charge and the “Human Rights 
Review” was reprinted. Periodical reports were written in both official languages to be sent to the United 
Nations through the Department of External Affairs. These reports discussed such topics as freedom of the 
press, economic, social and cultural rights, civil and political rights, and activities concerning human rights. 


The Department of the Secretary of State is a member of the Interdepartmental Committee for 
Human Rights and acts as a centre for information on United Nations fellowships and conferences. During 
the year, the Department participated in discussions preliminary to a conference on human rights in Canada 
and the International Year for Action to Combat Racism and Racial Discrimination in 1971. 


Research and Documentation 


The Ethnic Press Analysis Service which provides information on ethnic groups and their activities 
was added to the Research and Documentation services during 1969-1970. 


A new service, Medalog, which provides a series of monographs on ethnic groups was set up during 
the summer of 1969. This service examines material on ethnic organizations and prepares information on 
the origins, culture, language, and history of immigration and settlement of each ethnic group in Canada 
The first monograph dealt with German immigrants and was completed in December 1969. 


In the area of organization and community development, the services prepared an index of 
analyses of community groups and a study of methods of promoting citizenship. 


Research grants enabled the Canadian Association for Adult Education to publish two works, 
Aavisory Boards and Councils and Government Grants to Voluntary Organizations. 


EDUCATION SUPPORT BRANCH 


During the 1969-1970 fiscal year, the Branch continued to carry out its main function of 
administering Part II of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967, and its Regulations. This Act 
which came into force during the 1967-1968 fiscal year provides for transfers of federal funds to the 
provinces to help them meet the increasing cost of post-secondary education. 


In 1969-1970 the total amount of payments made in respect of eligible expenditures rose to 
$285,896,000. The table in Appendix E gives further details regarding the 1967-1968, 1968-69 and 
1969-1970 fiscal years. 


To ensure that the Act was applied, the Branch was obliged to maintain increasingly close relations 
with other federal departments which, in conjunction with educational institutions, are concerned with 
education programs. The Branch’s employees remained in constant contact with these groups. 


During the year the Branch undertook two important research works: 


The first is entitled Federal and Provincial Student Aid in Canada, 1966-1967 and 1967-1968, and 
completes the Post-Secondary Student Population Survey published by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics in March 1970. 


The second, a detailed study on Education in Canada to 1970 and After, was carried out at the 


request of the federal government’s interdepartmental subcommittee on post-secondary education. 


A comparative study of the operating costs of the various faculties in 23 universities was scheduled 
for publication at the end of the fiscal year. This study, financed by the Department over the past three 
years, was carried out jointly by the Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada, the Canadian 
Association of University Business Officers and the Canadian Association of University Teachers. The 
Branch also subsidized a publication entitled Who Doesn’t Get to University — and Why, published by the 
Association of Universities and Colleges of Canada and authored by Professor R.M. Pike of Queen’s 
University. 


TRANSLATION BUREAU 


The Translation Bureau was founded by Parliament in 1934 in order to centralize all translation 
carried out in the federal administration. 
During the 1969-1970 fiscal year the Translation Bureau: 
established an interdepartmental committee to determine priorities; 


set up a task force to study problems related to the quality of translations and recruitment 
of translators; 


created a new branch responsible for all legal translations; 

established standards for equipping rooms to be used for simultaneous interpretation; 

continued to award grants to students in translation at university level. 

By the end of the year the Bureau was again faced with complex problems caused mainly by 

a lack of staff. During the 1969-1970 fiscal year, 98 translators were hired as compared to 49 during the 
previous year. On March 31, 1970 the Bureau had 621 employees including administrative support staff, an 
increase over the previous year’s figure of 525. 
Interdepartmental Committee 


This committee, established under Section 14 of the Translation Bureau Regulations (P.C. 
1968-1888), held its first meeting on December 9, 1969. The Committee determined priorities with regard 
to delayed translations and studied the translation needs of federal courts under the new Official Languages 
Act. 


Task Force Proposals 


During the report year, the Translation Bureau set up a task force to study problems related to the 
quality of translation and recruitment of translators. The task force was composed of a Public Service 
Commissioner, the Superintendent of the Translation Bureau, the Chief of the Linguistic and Translation 
Department of the CBC, and the Dean of the Faculty of Arts of the University of Montreal. 

The task force examined the following points: 


1. measures to eliminate unnecessary translation; 


2. submission in sections of long texts for translation; 
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3. a translators’ training course in France; 
4. retraining courses for translators at Canadian universities; 


5. inviting prominent translators to participate in seminars, perhaps as part of the France-Canada 
Cultural Agreement; 


continuation of the grants program for students in translation for a minimum of ten years; 
. means of publicizing opportunities for training and careers in translation; 
. in view of its success to date, intensifying the campaign to recruit translators in Europe; 


. recruiting free-lance translators; 
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. expanding the translation services in Montreal and Quebec; 


11. naming the translator along with the author. 


Judicial Branch 


The Translation Bureau created the Judicial Branch which groups together the translation divisions 
of the Supreme Court of Canada, the Exchequer Court of Canada and the central division responsible for 
meeting the translation needs of the various federal courts of record. The Bureau also provided for the 
creation of a translation division in the Canadian Transport Commission during the 1970-1971 fiscal year. 


Parliamentary and General Sector 
Committees 


A translation method designed to save time and introduced on an experimental basis in the 
1968-1969 fiscal year gave such satisfactory results that it was extended to all parliamentary committees. 
Under this new system, a team of translator-revisers edits translations for publication using the transcript of 
the simultaneous interpretation of committee proceedings. A division was created to do this work for the 
House of Commons. Another division is being planned for the Senate’s work. 


Interpretation 


The work load of the division responsible for interpreting House and Senate proceedings expanded 
as a result of increasing committee activity and the introduction of the above system. The division was 
responsible for providing interpretation services for all committee proceedings. 


In addition to the regular services provided to government departments and agencies, the 
Translation Bureau lent assistance two or three times a week throughout the year to the Public Services 
Staff Relations Board and to various other international conferences and organizations, namely the Food 
and Agriculture Organization (for the Codex Alimentarius), the International Labour Organization and the 
Colombo Plan Secretariat. 


Rooms must be specially equipped for simultaneous interpretation. In the past year, technical 
standards were developed and applied in cooperation with the Department of Public Works. By the end of 
the year, there were 12 rooms in Ottawa more or less permantly equipped for this purpose. 


In accordance with the provisions of the Official Languages Act, the division provides 
simultaneous and consecutive interpretation in the Supreme Court and Exchequer Court where the 
necessary equipment has been installed. 


New Divisions 


A translation division was set up in Quebec City and the staff of the Montreal Division was 
increased. A translation division was also created in the Department of the Secretary of State. 
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Foreign Languages 


Science and technology have given rise to an increased demand for foreign language translations. 
The Bureau translated more than 900 research papers and technical reports mainly of Russian, German, 
Japanese, Italian and Scandinavian origin. The National Science Library provides copies of these translations 
to individuals on request. 


The Translation Bureau supplied interpretation, translating and typing services in Russian, 
Japanese, German, Spanish, Italian, Swedish and Czech on the occasion of visits and international 
conferences. 


Other Sectors 


As a result of the wider application of the policy on bilingualism and the growing number of task 
forces and conferences, activity in the Scientific and Technical Branch and the Administrative and Financial 
Branch has increased considerably. 


Texts sent to these divisions have become more technical and more closely related to modern 
management methods. Some of the subjects which have added to the complexity of the work are 
astronautics, data processing, telecommunications, social security and statistics. An example is the 
translation of the White Paper on Tax Reform. 


Development 
Training 


The Translation Bureau’s Training School provided theoretical and practical training for 42 
candidates and also served as a reception centre for new translators from Europe or elsewhere. 


The university training grants program was extended. During the summer, the Translation Bureau 
allows grant-aided students to attend practical training courses. 


A course in conference and escort interpretation techniques was organized in which 15 translators 
from the Bureau participated. 


Terminology 


The Terminology Centre continued to issue its monthly publication, L Actualité Terminologique 
(circulation: 1,200). It also published four new bulletins containing more than 1,300 terms related to 
supermarkets, hockey, federal laws and tape recording. The bulletins were made available to government 
translators and agencies, and were sent on request to other translators and translation services in Canada 
and abroad. The publications were also sent on an exchange basis to a great number of terminology centres, 
universities and libraries in Canada and other countries. 


In the past year, the Terminology Centre compiled 14,176 new index cards of which it now has 
90,000 in its central file. It established vocabulary lists for 19 subjects (4,050 terms) and cooperated with 
federal and provincial organizations in drawing up various lexicons and vocabularies. It also approved 
21,788 terms which will appear in the new edition of the Canadian Military Dictionary. 


At the end of the year, the Terminology Centre’s library contained almost 1,800 reference works 
and was receiving 38 technical or linguistic reviews and periodicals. Since September 1969, it has published 
a quarterly bulletin of its acquisitions which is distributed to all translation divisions and most departmental 
libraries. 


Production 


The Production Branch coordinated the activities of the departmental divisions and provided 
administrative services to the Bureau as a whole. To handle unforeseeable demand, the Branch assumed 
responsibility for free-lance translation. 


In the fiscal year considered, total production amounted to 102,511,387 words and 474,447 hours 
of various services such as interpretation, revision of translations, revision of texts and research, compared 
to the previous year’s 89,405 ,000 words and 210,000 hours. 


Appendix F summarizes the Translation Bureau’s production for 1969-1970. 


FINANCIAL AND GENERAL ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 


The Financial and General Administration Branch comprises six divisions responsible for financing 
all the programs* implemented in the Department of the Secretary of State and for giving assistance of a 
general nature. The Branch also coordinates financial matters between the Department and its associated 
agencies and ensures the efficient operation of the other divisions. 


With the help of a planning officer, the Branch studied a proposed reorganization of its staff and 
services planned for 1970-1971. 


Financial Administration 


The Financial Administration Division conducted reviews of the Department’s programs and 
drafted a number of financial reports; it verified claims for payment of removal expenses, entered into 
contracts and recorded the Department’s revenue and expenditure. 


Library 


The Library added to its holdings in the fields of bilingualism, cultural affairs, Canadian ethnic 
groups, higher education, social development, human rights, educational television and a variety of 
management subjects. The library now has some 7,500 books and bound periodicals and subscribes to 584 
official periodicals and publications. 


Records Management 


The Records Management Division studied and implemented systems and methods of filing records 
for the Office of the Minister Without Portfolio (Citizenship), the Information Services and the Bilingual 
Districts Advisory Board. A specialist from the Public Archives Records Centre assisted in implementing the 
new system. 


Citizenship Registry 


During the 1969-1970 fiscal year, the Citizenship Registry became part of the Records 
Management Division and studies were required on integrating its records within the system used in the 
Department. 


Regarding the records retirement program, 1,121 cubic feet of non-active headquarters records and 
250 cubic feet of duplicate records were destroyed. Nine cubic feet of records were transferred to the 
Public Archives for selective retention. 


Administrative Services 


The Administrative Services Division handles supplies, stores, inventories, property, telephones, 
duplication and transcription for the entire Department. The installation of new types of semi-automatic 
equipment in the duplicating and transcribing units has considerably increased output, without the 
necessity for increased expenditure for personnel.

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INFORMATION SERVICES 


Introduction 


The Information Services Branch is responsible for the publication of documents and brochures 
and for publicity and public relations regarding all aspects of the operations and activities of the 
Department of the Secretary of State. It also coordinates the preparation of answers to questions raised in 
Parliament about the Department and the 13 agencies which give account of their acitivities through the 
Secretary of State. 


Most of these 13 agencies carry out their own information programs related to their particular 
mandate. The Department’s Information Services Branch intervenes in the affairs of the agencies only in so 
far as the Secretary of State is involved. 


Official Languages 


In July and August of 1969, a preliminary study was conducted by Mr. Keith Spicer, Associate 
Professor of Political Science at York University in Toronto, with a view to developing an information 
program on bilingualism. 


In accordance with one of the recommendations made in this study and at the request of the 
Department of the Secretary of State, a sociological survey on Attitudes Towards Bilingualism was carried 
out early in 1970. 


During the last quarter, the Branch studied an information program on the government’s 
bilingualism policy. 


During the final months of 1969-1970, research was undertaken with a view to compiling material 
on bilingualism. The resulting collection of documents, intended to supply Members of Parliament, 
parliamentary correspondents, public servants and libraries with a practical reference work, is to include 
basic legislative provisions, important public statements and official news releases concerning the federal 
government’s policies in matters of bilingualism. 


Among the other projects related to the official languages program are: 


(a)a series of six articles entitled Bilingualism in Canada and published for the ethnic press 
through Canadian Scene; 


(b)the reprinting (25,000 bilingual copies) of an article written by the Prime Minister for the 


, 


Canadian Press and entitled “Why are they forcing French down our throats? ”’; 


(c) contracts with two writers to prepare texts in English and French which will explain the 
provisions of the Official Languages Act for the benefit of the general public; 


(d)a series of radio programs on the languages study, broadcast by the CBC in the National Capital 
Region. 


Citizenship 


One of the first official visits of the Minister Without Portfolio (Citizenship) was to a special 
citizenship ceremony held in Winnipeg in November 1969. On this occasion, Canadian citizenship was 
conferred on the parents of the twenty-one millionth member of the Canadian population. 


In March 1970, the Minister began a series of discussions on citizenship with directors of voluntary 
organizations and municipal officials in Canada. These exchanges took place during visits to citizenship 
courts and communities across the country. 


A series of advertisements designed to encourage newcomers to acquire citizenship and to inform 


them of the proper procedure in this regard appeared in 94 ethnic publications in Canada during the last 
quarter. 
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Research has been started for a project provisionally entitled Livre du citoyen/Canada My 
Country, the purpose of which is to gather together and classify texts and illustrations dealing with 
Canadian history and social, political and economic life in Canada. The brochure will be distributed to 
immigrants preparing to become Canadian citizens. The Branch also prepared a bibliography and research 
notes for A History of the Black in Canada. 


In the context of the citizenship publications program, Our System of Government has been 
revised and published under the title, Canadian System of Government. 


Other publications include: 


Guide to Canadian Citizenship; Human Rights Review; Let’s Take a Look at Prejudice and 
Discrimination, and How to Become a Canadian Citisen. 


Other Programs 


The Information Services Branch was responsible for public relations concerning the Dominion 
Day celebrations in the National Capital. Steps were taken to inform newspaper reporters and Ottawa 
residents of the various activities planned and a publicity campaign involving posters and news reports was 
conducted in neighbouring towns and rural areas. 


Concerning the Education Support Branch, a report was published entitled Federal Expenditures 
on Post-Secondary Education, 1966-1967, 1967-1968. 


In addition, advertisements were prepared for the Translation Bureau’s program to recruit 
translators for the Public Service. 


Parliamentary Returns 


More than 200 questions by Members of Parliament appearing in the House Routine Proceedings 
were passed on to the Department by the Privy Council Office. Some 25 questions were specifically related 
to areas which fall under the Department’s jurisdiction. Seventy-five others dealt with a vast range of 
subjects thereby requiring an answer from several departments. The Department replied to approximately 
100 questions on behalf of the councils, commissions, offices and corporations for which the Secretary of 
State is the spokesman in Parliament. 


Requests for Information 


The Branch replied to approximately 4,800 letters from the public requesting information in 
publications on the Department’s activities. 


News Bulletin 


In order to create a new means of communication within the Department, the Branch created a 
news bulletin entitled PARTICIPATION. The first two issues appeared in February and March. 


PERSONNEL ADMINISTRATION BRANCH 


Planning and Organizational Development 


New organizational structures had to be set up as a result of changes in the Department’s 
programs. 


The Personnel Administration Branch helped to recruit staff for the Office of the Minister without 
Portfolio (Citizenship). Four new branches were set up to implement the government’s policy on 
bilingualism. The regional Citizenship Offices were restructured to serve as agents for the bilingualism 
programs. The Translation Bureau was entirely reorganized and a new division was set up in Quebec City. 
As well, an Arts and Cultural Support Branch was established. 
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Near the end of the year, a study of important organizational changes in the Education Support 
Branch and the Citizenship Branch was begun (see Appendix A). 


Administration of Manpower Resources 


A staff appraisal program based primarily on work performance was introduced. By the end of the 
year, 650 employee appraisals had been completed. Special appraisal programs were established for 
administrative trainees and employees in the administrative and foreign service categories who, as members 
of management, are excluded from collective bargaining. 


Procedures related to organization and staffing were modified to enable the Public Service 
Commission to delegate appointing authority to the Department of the Secretary of State in the following 
areas: 


Administrative services levels 1 to 4 
Program administration levels 1 to 4 
Welfare programs levels 1 to 4 
Translation levels 1 to 5 
Administrative support all levels 


Data Stream, a computerized manpower selection system, was introduced by the Public Service 
Commission during the fiscal year. The Department of the Secretary of State appointed a coordinator to 
introduce Data Stream to all employees by means of an information program. Questionnaires completed by 
700 employees were checked and forwarded to the Public Service Commission. Data processing procedures 
used in the Department with regard to manpower were modified to conform to the Data Stream system. 


Staffing Programs 


The total number of employees in the Department increased from 908 on March 31, 1969 to 
1,066 on April 1, 1970. The table in Appendix H shows fluctuations in staff for the period considered. 


The university grant program was expanded to meet the Translation Bureau’s specific need for 
highly qualified translators. Fifty-nine students (50 at the University of Montreal and nine at the University 
of Ottawa) specialized in translation. The Public Service Commission also approved translation courses at 
Laval University in Quebec City and Laurentian University in Sudbury which intend to offer training 
courses in the autumn of 1970. Twenty scholarships will be granted for each university. The program 
includes a summer training session in the Translation Bureau. 


The Department participated in the management training and development program offered by the 
Public Service Commission by enrolling some of its officers and accepting officers from other departments. 
The Department also took part in the administrative training program designed for university graduates. In 
addition, it hired 49 students during the summer of 1969. 


Staff Training and Development 


The table in Appendix I shows the number and type of courses taken by employees of the 
Department during the 1969-1970 fiscal year. Priority was given to language courses. Courses in staff 
relations designed to teach administrative personnel how to handle new situations arising from collective 
agreements were also emphasized. 


The Training and Development Section drew up a Planning Guide for Education Development and 
Training and, in cooperation with the administration, prepared a detailed annual training program to 
determine needs and expenditures, in accordance with Treasury Board policy. 
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Staff Relations 


Collective agreements were negotiated for 13 of the 16 occupational groups represented in the 
Department of the Secretary of State. Since all translators employed by the Government of Canada come 
under the Department’s jurisdiction, a collective agreement covering this group was drawn up in close 
consultation with the Treasury Board’s bargaining agents. 


Management under a collective bargaining system is a new experience for most of the 
administrative officers in the Department. The Staff Relations Division devoted much time to explaining 
the implications of the collective agreement to directors and staff. 


During the fiscal year, the Department studied nine grievances, eight of which involved decisions 
regarding classification. 


Classification and Compensation 


The Personnel Administration Branch introduced a number of new classification and 
compensation progams in preparation for its being assigned this authority by the Treasury Board. To 
facilitate job classification, the Branch also defined in detail the directors’ responsibilities in the areas of 
organizational planning and job descriptions. 


Positions were created, reclassified or transferred to newly established categories. A total of 681 
positions was reclassified during the fiscal year. 


Reclassification created problems for some groups, in particular the welfare program group, the 
translation group and senior levels of the program administration group. 


Development of Bilingualism Within the Department of the Secretary of State 


To ensure that each administrative section provided services to the public in accordance with the 
Official Languages Act, the Personnel Administration Branch studied the linguistic resources of the 
Department and assessed the linguistic requirements of each position. 


Directives were prepared and steps were taken to ensure the appropriate use of both official 
languages in the Department’s daily activities. Some employees took the language courses offered at the 
Public Service Commission’s language school (see Appendix I). During the fiscal year, the Department 
created a number of its own language programs for certain groups of its employees.

The Personnel Administration Branch provided assistance and advice not only to branches of the 
Department of the Secretary of State but also, upon request, to other agencies within the portfolio of the

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Introduction 


The Department of the Secretary of State is responsible 
for matters relating to citizenship, arts and culture, bi- 
lingualism development, education support, state cere- 
monial and special events, and translation. 

The portfolio of the Secretary of State includes the 
boards, corporations, commissions and other offices 
shown in the organization chart in Appendix B. These 
institutions issue their own annual reports. This report 
reviews the activities of the various branches of the 
Department and the Translation Bureau from April 1, 
1970 to March 31, 1971. 

Developments of significance during this period have 
been: measures taken to develop a national cultural 
policy; the introduction of the Opportunities for Youth 
program; the provision of grants to the provinces for the 
development of bilingualism in education; the escalation 
of the demand for translation services; the redefinition of 
programs and the reorganization of the Citizenship 
Branches. 

During the year under review, the Office of the Chief 
Electoral Officer was transferred from the portfolio of the 
Secretary of State to the portfolio of the President of the 
Privy Council and the first Bilingual Districts Advisory 
Board, appointed in February 1970, submitted its report. 
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Arts and culture 


The Arts and Culture Branch assists the Secretary of 
State in formulating federal policies for the development 
and diffusion of Canadian culture and in coordinating the 
cultural activities of federal departments and agencies. It 
also encourages or undertakes certain cultural activities 
complementary to those of the nine federal cultural agen- 
cies or outside their mandate. Within this framework, the 
Branch cooperates with public and private organizations 
with similar goals, provides grants from a limited budget, 
and is involved in developing a research program. 

During 1970-71 specific priority was given to develop- 
ing policies in the fields of museums and publishing. 
Research and discussion also began on the preparation 
of a new film policy. 

In September 1970, the Secretary of State announced a 
comprehensive cultural policy which emphasized the 
principle of cultural pluralism and the need for closer 
cooperation and interaction between the Secretary of 
State Department, federal and provincial cultural institu- 
tions and private agencies. In support of this policy, two 
major conferences were held: ‘““Consultation 1: Museums”’ 
and “Consultation II: Publishing”, as well as two meet- 
ings between the advisory committee composed of the 
directors of the federal cultural institutions, and numer- 
ous meetings between representatives of the Branch and 
provincial authorities. 

Discussion continued with various provincial author- 
ities on the application of modern telecommunication 
techniques to educational broadcasting. In collaboration 
with the Department of Communications and other 
organizations, such as the Association of Universities 
and Colleges of Canada and the Council of Ministers of 
Education, the Department participated in the Educa- 
tional Broadcasting Systems Research Committee. 

In the field of computer/communications, the Depart- 
ment was a member of the interdepartmental advisory 
committee to the Department of Communications’ special 
task force on the development of telecommunications 
policy. The Department also participated in a separate 
study, conducted jointly by the Departments of Justice 
and Communications, concerning computerized informa- 
tion systems in relation to privacy and the individual. 

The Department was involved in the development of 
policies relating to foreign ownership of broadcasting 
facilities. 


Grants 

The Branch gives grants to certain national organiza- 
tions which provide a general service to artists and insti- 
tutions in the cultural sector, or assist the Department in 
policy planning through research and seminars. Under 
this program grants are awarded to Canadian sections of 
international organizations to help defray the cost of 
conferences of a cultural nature held in Canada. The 
Branch is also responsible for federal participation in the 
financing of the Fathers of Confederation Buildings Trust 
in Charlottetown, P.E.I. 

The Arts and Culture Branch does not award direct 
grants to the arts which call for artistic, aesthetic or pro- 
fessional judgment. This function is the responsibility 
of other federal institutions, in particular the Canada 
Council. 

Grants awarded during the fiscal year totalled $453,000 
as follows: International Association of Art Critics, 
$13,232; International Association for Children’s and 


Youth Theatres, $17,768; Canadian Conference of the 
Arts, $75,000; Canadian Craftsmen’s Association, 
$12,000; Canadian Folk Arts Council, $50,000; Canadian 
Museums Association, $60,000; Fathers of Confedera- 
tion Buildings Trust, $225,000. 


State ceremonial and 
special events 


Manitoba Centennial 

As its contribution to the celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of Manitoba’s entry into Confederation, the 
federal government gave a grant of $500,000 for cere- 
monies to mark the Centennial and $5.5 million for the 
construction of memorial buildings. The latter amount 
helped defray construction costs of the Winnipeg Theatre 
Centre, the Winnipeg Art Gallery, the St. Boniface Cul- 
tural Centre, the Brandon Exhibition and Winter Fair 
Building, and a provincial museum. 

The federal government also sponsored the construc- 
tion of a five-unit Manitoba Centennial Caravan, while 
the provincial government financed and scheduled its 
travels through the province. 

On July 1, the Prime Minister and 22 members of the 
federal cabinet held a short cabinet meeting at historic 
Lower Fort Garry, while travelling from Winnipeg on the 
renovated vintage train, ‘Prairie Gopher Special’. Only 
four such cabinet meetings had taken place outside 
Ottawa previously. Following an address by the Prime 
Minister to the assembled crowd of some 5,000, the 
federal cabinet group joined members of the provincial 
legislature for a trip by paddle wheel steamer to Selkirk. 


July First 

A coordinated program of activities on Parliament Hill 
and throughout the National Capital Region was arranged 
by the Division for the July First celebration. 

The eve of July 1, a concert was given by the National 
Band of the Canadian Forces on Parliament Hill. The day 
concluded with a large fireworks display, followed by 
dancing at Moussette Park in Hull. 

On July First automobile races of the Formula Vee 
International Class were held on a course laid out on the 
runways of Rockcliffe airport. This race counted as part 
of the series for the national championship. 

In the evening a variety show, Bonjour Canada, 
starring Canadian artists, was presented in the Opera at 
the National Arts Centre and televised across Canada 
by the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation. 


Decorations Committee 

The Division served as secretariat for the inter- 
departmental committee on decorations which has the 
responsibility for implementing government policy on the 
acceptance of honours, decorations and medals awarded 
to Canadians by foreign countries. 


Messages from the Queen 

Arrangements were made to have messages of congrat- 
ulations from Her Majesty, the Queen, delivered to 1,223 
couples on their sixtieth or more wedding anniversary, 
and to 261 Canadians celebrating their one hundredth 
or more birthday. 


Publications 
The Division prepared for publication and arranged 
the distribution of the Guide to Relative Precedence in 


Ottawa, December 1970. It also maintained the list in 
order of precedence of senior officials in the public service 
at Ottawa, as recommended by the Secretary of State and 
approved by the Prime Minister. 


Bilingualism development 


Since 1969, the Department has had the general re- 
sponsibility for administering the Bilingualism Develop- 
ment Program, which has as its objective to ensure the 
equality of status of Canada’s two official languages in 
federal government institutions and to encourage their 
continued use and development in Canadian society at 
large. During the 1970-71 fiscal year the Program was 
administered by the following four branches: Bilingualism 
Programs, Language Administration, Social Action, 
Research and Planning. 


Bilingualism programs 


The major function of the Bilingualism Programs 
Branch is the promotion and coordination of the develop- 
ment of bilingualism in the Public Service. Activities 
during the year under review related largely to the state- 
ment of government policy made by the Prime Minister 
in June in response to the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism (Book III 
— The Work World). The Branch was closely involved in 
the elaboration of recommendations for this statement 
and in cooperating with central agencies in preparation 
for implementation of the policies and programs that had 
been enunciated. 


Personnel Policy 

This section of the Branch was in continuing com- 
munication with other central agencies, notably the 
Public Service Commission and the Treasury Board, 
about personnel administration requirements such as the 
identification of bilingual positions, priorities for accep- 
tance of public servants in language training, testing of 
language skills, use of the two official languages in work 
situations, development of professional and technical 
training with French as the language of instruction, 
courses in administrative French, the improvement and 
extension of special training programs, including the 
Bicultural Development Program, the Senior Manage- 
ment Program and language retention programs. In addi- 
tion, it maintained liaison with outside organizations 
providing opportunities for public servants to use the 
French language outside of office hours. 


Administrative Requirements 

This section dealt with changes in procedures and work 
facilities rendered necessary by government bilingualism 
policies. It gave attention to translation and terminology 
problems, the preparation of bilingual forms and manuals, 
the elaboration ot standard keyboards for bilingual type- 
writers, the use of the official languages on signs and 
documents and in publications, questions of simultaneous 
interpretation, the use of the official languages in com- 
puters and matters of bilingual labelling and designations. 
Much of this work was carried on in close cooperation 
with other organizations concerned. 


Bilingual Districts Advisory Board 
The Branch carried out the responsibility assigned to 
the Department of providing administrative support for 


the Bilingual Districts Advisory Board. 


Bilingualism Advisers 

A continuing program of liaison and coordination was 
maintained between the Branch and departmental bi- 
lingualism advisers. Periodic meetings were arranged to 
examine subjects of common concern and printed doc- 
umentation was distributed as the need arose. 


French Language Units 

During this period, a preparatory task force was formed 
to examine methods for implementing the Government’s 
decision to designate a number of French-language units 
on an experimental basis. For this purpose, consultations 
were held with other central agencies and correspondence 
was carried on with departments to determine to what 
extent the designation of such units was feasible. 


Senior Committee on Bilingualism Policy 

The Branch provided support staff for the Senior 
Committee on Bilingualism Policy which is responsible 
for coordinating the efforts of central agencies in this 
area. It also played a role in the development of manage- 
ment objectives for bilingualism announced by the 
Government in March. Departments were consulted 
about the implications of these objectives, and advice and 
guidance provided as required. 

Cooperation was extended in the development of 
several special programs, including liaison with the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation on televised lan- 
guage lessons and with the Public Service Commission 
on the summer employment of university students for 
projects relating to bilingualism. 

Visits were paid by senior personnel of the Branch 
during this period to most deputy ministers and heads of 
agencies to review bilingualism developments and to 
determine ways in which the Branch could be of service 
to them. Special procedures were developed by the 
Branch for determining departmental progress in the 
implementation of bilingualism. 


Social action 


As part of the overall bilingualism program, the Social 
Action Branch administers programs designed to provide 
facilities for cultural development to official language 
minorities and to promote acceptance of the bilingual and 
multicultural character of the country so that Canadians 
of different cultural backgrounds may live and work to- 
gether in harmony, thus contributing to national unity. 

During the year under review the Branch promoted 
and subsidized projects which contributed to these ob- 
jectives. Grants for 183 projects (average grant $9,958) 
were awarded as follows: 


© in support of provincial associations representing the 
minority official language in each province (nine 
grants totalling $150,000). 


e for cultural exchanges providing minority groups 
with an opportunity to broaden their cultural ex- 
perience (23 grants totalling $169,714). 


e for social animation to encourage the further par- 
ticipation of groups in their own cultural development 
(10 grants totalling $571,050). 


e for seminars and conferences to stimulate dialogue 
between Canadians of different regional and cultural 
background on subjects relating to bilingualism and 
Canadian unity (20 grants totalling $84,503). 


e for projects designed to meet the special needs of 
youth (27 grants totalling $129,167). 


© in support of cultural centres whose activities help 
to enhance the social and cultural life of their own 
community (48 grants totalling $309,339). 


© for projects involving attendance of senior personnel 
at international conferences (four grants totalling 
$23,968). 

e for miscellaneous special and experimental projects 
(44 grants totalling $208,109). 


Language administration 


Federal-Provincial Relations 

In November 1969, the federal government announced 
proposals for financial cooperation in respect of bilingual- 
ism programs based on the principles set forth in Book 
I] (Education) of the report of the Royal Commission on 
Biculturalism and Bilingualism. The Government was 
prepared to provide some $300 million over a four-year 
period to help provincial governments develop bilingual- 
ism in the field of education and to discuss with the pro- 
vinces ways and means of implementing such programs. 

A number of federal-provincial meetings were held, 
which culminated in the announcement in September 
1970 of provision for grants to provinces for the develop- 

“ment of bilingualism in education at the primary, secon- 
dary, and post-secondary (non-university) levels. 

The objectives of the program are to ensure that, insofar 
as it is feasible, Canadians have the opportunity to educate 
their children in the official language of their choice and 
that children have the opportunity to learn, as a second 
language, the other official language.of their country. The 
arrangements are designed to make federal support of 
these objectives possible without infringing on provincial 
jurisdiction in the field of education. 

Under this program, the following grants were made 
to the provinces for the period January 1970 to March

Other measures for the development of bilingualism 
in education, especially at the university level and for 
teacher training, were discussed with the provinces and 
substantial progress achieved. ;

In March 1971, a grant of $100,000 was made to Laval 


University’s International Research Centre on Bilin- 
gualism for research into the development of testing pro- 
cedures; $50,000 was awarded to the University of 
Montreal *““Terminology Bank” to help with its develop- 
ment costs. 


External Relations 

A program of summer language courses was prepared 
and launched in the summer of 1970. Some $600,000 was 
allocated, providing 1,140 scholarships for post-secon- 
dary students at 15 institutions of higher learning for 
studies in the appropriate second official language. The 
program was administered by the Association of Univer- 
sities and Colleges of Canada. 

The Division undertook studies on possible ways of 
promoting the concept of institutional bilingualism among 
business firms and began working to this end with mem- 
bers of the Montreal business community. Contact was 
also made with various non-commercial organizations in 
order to gather information on possible ways of pro- 
viding federal assistance for bilingualism in other areas 
of the private sector. 


Research and planning 


The Research and Planning Branch engages in re- 
search, planning and evaluation in support of the other 
branches of the Bilingualism Development Program. 
During the year under review the Branch accumulated a 
collection of basic resource data on language teaching and 
learning, on bilingualism in the Public Service and on 
factors affecting the use of the official languages across 
Canada. It conducted documentary research including 
press analyses requested by program officers. 

The Branch maintained contacts with universities, 
private researchers and research agencies interested in 
linguistic and sociological research and cooperated with 
the research facilities of other departments. It assisted 
in the formulation of new policies and programs and de- 
veloped a project planning system and other working 
instruments to assist the program branches. 


Citizenship branch 


The purpose of the Citizenship Branch is to encourage 
Canadians of all backgrounds to participate fully in 
Canadian society thus contributing to the quality of life 
in Canada. 

In carrying out this purpose the Branch acts as a liaison 
between the federal government and the various voluntary 
associations which work in their particular field towards 
the same objectives of good citizenship. Grants are made 
to these organizations to assist with development of 
their programs. 

During the fiscal year the Citizenship Branch awarded 
grants totalling $2,619,702 in support of voluntary orga- 
nizations and, in accordance with agreements, made 
contributions totalling $1,483,536 to the provinces and 
territories towards the costs of travel and exchange, 
citizenship and language instruction, and language texts 
for citizenship classes. 

Administered within the framework of major program 
areas as follows: travel and exchange, ethnic partici- 
pation, human rights and native citizens development, 
Branch activities are implemented at the local level by a 
network of field offices maintained in 16 urban centres 


across Canada: St. John’s, Moncton, Halifax, Quebec 
City, Montreal, Rouyn, Ottawa, Toronto, Thunder Bay, 
Hamilton, London, Sudbury, Winnipeg, Regina, Edmon- 
ton, and Vancouver. 


Travel and exchange 


The Travel and Exchange Division administers three 
programs designed to help Canadians understand the 
diversity of their country and its people: 


Young Voyageurs. Designed for senior high school 
students, this program is administered jointly by the 
federal and provincial governments. Students travel in 
groups or units of 21 with two adult escorts, and spend 
one week, exclusive of travel time, in another province. 
During the year, 3,213 students and 306 escorts partici- 
pated. 

Voluntary Agencies. This program was developed in 
order to give financial assistance to voluntary organiza- 
tions wishing to carry out travel and exchange programs 
in Canada. Projects assisted are classified in categories 
in the following order of priority: Exchange Projects, 
Study Projects, Special Projects, Work Camps, Con- 
ferences and Seminars, Artistic Events, Athletic Events. 
Grants totalling $503,923 were made for 180 projects 
involving 16,893 participants. 


International Program. Using less than ten per cent of 
the Division’s overall budget, in the current year this 
program allocated funds to the international dimension of 
the Young Voyageurs program — 30 students from France 
and 20 from Britain visited Canada; an equal number of 
Canadians participated in similar programs in France and 
Britain. The remaining funds supported a program of 
grants to voluntary agencies, assisting them in carrying 
out travel and exchange programs abroad. 


Ethnic participation 


The Ethnic Participation Division assists voluntary 
organizations to help immigrants to participate in the so- 
cial and cultural life of their communities thereby en- 
couraging them to integrate fully into Canadian society. 
In cooperation with the provinces, it supports instruction 
of English and French for adult immigrants through 
school boards and other institutions, and instruction in 
citizenship. It also provides assistance to cultural groups 
wishing to retain and develop their cultures and to 
strengthen their organizational structures in order to con- 
tribute to the cultural diversity of Canada. 


Social and Cultural Integration of Immigrants 

The following organizations, engaged in promoting the 
social and cultural integration of immigrants, received 
financial assistance: International Institute of Metropoli- 
tan Toronto; the International Centre of Winnipeg; 
Accord de Montréal; School Canadiana in Vancouver; 
Allied Jewish Community Services in Montreal; la Fra- 
ternité Canadienne de Québec; le Service d’aide aux 
néo-canadiens de Sherbrooke, P.Q.; YWCA in Calgary 
and Edmonton; le Comité d’accueil aux néo-canadiens, 
Trois-Riviéres; Mile-End West Project in Montreal; Por- 
tuguese Social Service Centre in Toronto; Canadian 
Asian Sikhna Committee in Williams Lake, B.C.; the 
Committee on Migrants and Immigrants of the Canadian 
Welfare Council; and Camp Francoise Cabrini in Mont- 
real. 


Citizenship and Language Instruction 

The Division contributed $940,515, in accordance with 
federal-provincial agreements, towards the costs of in- 
struction in citizenship, and for textbooks and instruction 
in English or French for adult immigrants. 


Preservation of Cultural Heritage 

Many cultural organizations wishing to preserve the 
cultural heritage of their respective groups received fi- 
nancial support from the Division. These included: the 
Canadian Polish Research Institute in Toronto, Ukrai- 
nian Free Academy of Sciences in Winnipeg, the National 
Council of Jewish Women, the Chinese Students’ Union 
of Canada, the Toronto University Settlement (on behalf 
of the Chinese community in Toronto), and the Doukho- 
bor Choir in Castlegar, B.C. 


Multiculturalism 

Book IV (Report of the Royal Commission on Bilin- 
gualism and Biculturalism) dealing with ‘‘the cultural con- 
tribution of the ethnic groups’’, stimulated a great deal of 
interest in multiculturalism among Canada’s cultural 
groups. Many conferences and meetings were held to 
discuss recommendations of the Commission and the 
problems the Report raised. The following organizations, 
concerned with the implementation of the Commission’s 
recommendations and suggestions, received financial 
support for community and regional conferences dealing 
with problems of multiculturalism: The Ukrainian Cana- 
dian University Students’ Federation; Multi-ethnic Youth 
Committee in Edmonton, Ukrainian Students’ Club in 
Toronto; the Multi-ethnic Conference Committee in 
Thunder Bay; the Ukrainian Students’ Club, Edmonton; 
Northern Ontario Conference on Ethnic Groups and 
Community Development, Sudbury; Inter-ethnic Com- 
mittee, Regina; and the Inter-University Committee on 
Canadian Slavs, Ottawa. 

The Division also consulted major cultural groups in 
Canada regarding the implementation of the recommen- 
dations contained in Book IV of the B and B Report. 


Ethnic Press 

Coverage given by the ethnic press to bilingualism and 
multicultural problems in general, and to Book IV of the 
B and B Report in particular, was of special interest to the 
Division. Ethnic press analysts of the Division continued 
to read and analyze some 200 publications produced by 
Canadian ethnic groups. Some press reports were dis- 
seminated to other government departments and agencies. 
Liaison with the Canada Ethnic Press Federation and its 
four affiliated clubs in Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg, and 
Vancouver was further developed. The Federation re- 
ceived a grant for expansion and coordination of its 
activities and better representation of Canada’s ethnic 
newspapers. 


Human rights 


The objectives of the Human Rights program are to 
promote greater realization of human rights for all Cana- 
dians and to serve as the central agency for human rights 
questions at the federal level. During the year under re- 
view Division activities centred on education programs 
and on the resolution of community-identified problems 
through citizen participation. 

Conferences of interest supported by the Division were 
held in British Columbia and Ontario. A meeting at 
Williams Lake, B.C., was attended by native people, 


youth, representatives of cultural and poverty groups, 
with resource assistance brought in from other areas. A 
consequence of this conference was the establishment of 
a human rights committee for Williams Lake. A con- 
ference held in Elliot Lake, Ontario, received planning 
and implementation assistance from three Branch field 
offices. A report on the conference, Action for Human 
Rights, was ultimately published. 

New Brunswick’s Conseil régional d’aménagement 
du nord received support towards the establishment of 
an open-line radio and telephone service to answer ques- 
tions and provide information on human rights. 

The Division produced publications as follows: Human 
Rights Research in Canada —a bibliography; Internation- 
al Year for Human Rights 1968 in Canada; Notes for a 
Conference on Human Rights, Teheran, Iran. 

Reports and research papers were prepared as follows: 
A Canadian Organization for Human Rights (funded by 
the Division; prepared by the Canadian Council for So- 
cial Development); Canada’s contribution to the United 
Nations Yearbook on Human Rights 1969 (submitted to 
the UN through the Department of External Affairs); 
Anti-Discrimination and Human Rights in Canada; a 
paper for presentation at a United Nations seminar held 
in Ottawa on the role of youth in the promotion and pro- 
tection of human rights; a résumé on sex and the Public 
Service for the use of Citizenship Branch field officers in 
work related to Status of Women; a report on exploratory 
research into administrative discretionary decision- 
making. 

The Division administered a total of $85,000 in grants 
and was responsible for the awarding of two UN fellow- 
ships, one on due process and the other on linguistic 
rights. 

Meetings were held in Ottawa with selected resource 
people to discuss the Department’s role with regard to 
human rights and freedoms. 


Native citizens 
development 


The Division administers programs in support of native 
peoples associations, Friendship Centres and groups 
working with native citizens. During the year under con- 
sideration a review of Division activities was under- 
taken. The review included an analysis of grants pro- 
grams as well as a study on the migration pattern of native 
people and its effect on the role of Friendship Centres 
and other related agencies. 

Grants totalling $1,907,110 were awarded by the Divi- 
sion as follows: to defray the operational and adminis- 
trative costs of status Indian, Métis and non-status Indian 
associations; in support of a conference on the needs and 
future organization of the Eskimo; to assist communica- 
tions societies; on a project basis for support of voluntary 
citizens groups working with and for native peoples; in 
support of Friendship Centres (voluntary agencies lo- 
cated in various provinces which help native citizens 
adjust to urban living conditions). 


Towards the end of the fiscal year, the first stage of a 
reorganization was implemented by the Branch: 

@ The new Operations Division became responsible for 

operations and the implementation of programs in the 


field, for liaison with regional offices, for the Citizen- 
ship Courts and Citizenship Registration, for the 
administration of grants and for secretariat functions. 


e The new Program Development Division was given 
the dual task of developing policies and programs to 
carry out citizenship objectives as well as setting 
standards and criteria for the implementation of the 
Branch’s activities in the field. 


© The new Strategic Planning Division began examining 
the objectives of the Citizenship Branch and trans- 
lating these into long-term policies, and developing 
evaluation mechanisms to measure the social value 
and effectiveness of the Branch’s activities. 


Citizenship registration 


In the 1970-71 fiscal year a total of 58,807 persons 
were granted Canadian citizenship as compared to 59,900 
in 1969. Canadians who received proof of their status 
numbered 93,374, a decrease of 6,077 from the 1969 
figures. The total number of certificates granted and 
issued for 1970-71 was 152,181, compared to 159,351 
certificates in 1969. A further breakdown of these statis- 
tics is provided in Appendix C. 

Courts of Canadian Citizenship continued to perform 
citizenship ceremonies. Many interested members of 
the public became involved by attending ceremonies and 
special presentations of citizenship certificates, and by 
hosting receptions for new Canadian citizens. Excellent 
coverage by the communications media helped to famil- 
iarize the public with the meaning of citizenship. 

During the month of May 1970, Citizenship Day/Week 
was commemorated in Citizenship Courts across Can- 
ada, highlighted by special ceremonies, speeches by 
invited guests, receptions and other activities stressing 
Canadian citizenship. 

Courts of Canadian Citizenship are located in Halifax, 
Moncton, Montreal, Toronto, Hamilton, Ottawa, London, 
Sudbury, Winnipeg, Regina, Edmonton, Calgary, Van- 
couver, with other offices at Windsor, Kitchener, St. 
Catharines, Saskatoon, and Victoria. Facilities for obtain- 
ing citizenship elsewhere are provided by these Courts 
Operating on circuit, by the law courts and, in remote 
areas by individuals designated for the purpose. 

In the administration of the Canadian Citizenship Act, 
various other statutes referred to extensively by the 
Branch include: previous Canadian Naturalization Acts, 
nationality acts of Commonwealth and foreign countries, 
the Canadian Immigration Act, as well as provincial stat- 
utes relating to marriage, divorce, legitimation, adoption, 
and change of name. 


Education support 


Post-secondary Support 

Formed in 1966 to help coordinate federal policies of 
education and research support for post-secondary insti- 
tutions and related organizations in Canada, the Education 
Support Branch continued its major function of adminis- 
tering Part II of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrange- 
ments Act, 1967, and its regulations. The Act, which 
came into effect at the start of the 1967-68 fiscal year, 
provides for federal transfers of funds to assist the prov- 
inces in meeting the rising costs of post-secondary educa- 
tion. Inits initial year of operation, the Act made provision 


for any province to receive the higher of $15 per capita of 
its population or 50 per cent of eligible post-secondary 
education operating expenditures incurred in the province. 

For those provinces which received funds on the per 
capita basis (Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, and 
New Brunswick), the Act provided for a yearly increase 
of the transfer based on the national increase in eligible 
expenditures until the 50 per cent level was reached. 

The transfer of resources includes three components, 
as follows: 


e tax abatements of four per cent of the individual in- 
come tax and one per cent of corporation taxable 
income, 


e that portion of the general revenue equalization pay- 
ments which is related to the special tax abatements 
for the post-secondary education program, and 


e acash adjustment payment made by the Department 
of the Secretary of State. 

During the year cash adjustment payments of 
$373,268,988 were made in respect of estimated eligible 
expenditures for the 1970-71 fiscal year, with an addition- 
al $15 million being paid in respect of 1968-69 claims. 

Tables in Appendix D give further information on pay- 
ments made to each province for 1970-71 and summary 
data on cash adjustment payments made since 1967-68. 


Research Studies 

During the year two studies, financed by grants from 
the Branch, were published by the Association of Univer- 
sities and Colleges of Canada: Who Doesn’t Get to 
University—and Why by Robert M. Pike (A Study on 
Accessibility to Higher Education in Canada); An Ex- 
ploratory Cost Analysis of Some Canadian Universities 
(The Report on the Study of the Costs of University 
Programmes in Canada to the AUCC, the Canadian Asso- 
ciation of University Business Officers, and the Canadian 
Association of University Teachers). 

The Branch published a report, Federal and Provincial 
Student Aid in Canada, 1966-67 and 1967-68, which was 
widely distributed. 

Branch personnel continued to work with officials both 
within and outside the Department on matters relating to 
federal interests in education in such areas as student 
loans, official languages, and statistical information. 


Translation bureau 


Increased demands placed upon the Translation Bureau 
during the year are reflected by the following comparative 
figures: in 1969-70, total production of words was 
102,511,000, and the total for miscellaneous services 
(interpretation, translation and text revision) was 474,433 
hours, whereas in 1970-71, total word production was 
134,615,149 and miscellaneous services totalled 320,782 
hours. 

Most of the increased activity resulted from substan- 
tially heavier demands from the parliamentary and judicial 
divisions. Production in the Debates Division, for ex- 
ample, rose from 10.9 to 12.3 million words, and in the 
House Committees Division from 6.2 to 20.8 million 
words. 


Parliamentary Services 

In June the Speaker of the House of Commons ex- 
pressed the Government’s desire to publish in both lan- 
guages, within 36 hours or less, the proceedings of com- 


mittees studying bills or other priority matters, and in the 
case of all other committees, to publish in the same week. 
This new requirement obliged the Bureau to create a 
Committees Division, now staffed by some 40 translators. 
Prior to this, translation of committee proceedings was 
done on outside contract, and delays were considerable. 


Federal Courts 

Another priority task was the organization of a judicial 
translation and interpretation service as required under 
the Official Languages Act. New divisions were created 
to serve the Supreme Court, the Exchequer Court and the 
Canadian Transport Commission. The Central Judicial 
Division serves the other federal courts and the various 
courts of record. 


Central Divisions 

Implementation of bilingualism created an increased 
demand for translation services by most departments and 
agencies. To meet this demand, central divisions in Ottawa 
as well as the Montreal and Quebec City divisions were 
expanded, and the contract service reorganized. The 
Montreal Division undertook the translation of the 
Canadian Classification and Dictionary of Occupations 
for the Department of Manpower and Immigration, with 
the cooperation of the Quebec Department of Labour and 
Manpower. The General Translation Division undertook 
the translation of the four-volume Treasury Board Manual. 
The translation of the Canfarm Data-Processing Manual 
for Farmers was assigned to the Quebec City Division. 


Contract Translation 

A large-scale recruitment campaign for free lance trans- 
lators was launched, resulting in the compilation of a list 
of almost 200 translators who met the Bureau’s standards. 
At the same time, a documentation and quality-control 
service was instituted which will shortly be in operation. 


Interpretation 

During the year under review the Interpretation Divi- 
sion was active in a number of areas — parliamentary and 
related services, external services, recruitment and 
training. 

Interpretation for Senate and House committees in- 
creased considerably. As a result, two new divisions, 
staffed by translator-interpreters and working closely 
with House of Commons and other staff divisions 
of the Bureau, were set up to handle committee work. Re- 
cruitment and training of staff to meet these new require- 
ments continued throughout the year. 

During the year, a number of interpreters from the 
Division accompanied parliamentary committees in their 
travels across Canada. Assignments included the visit to 
Canada by a delegation from the North Atlantic Council 
(escort interpretation); the conference of the Colombo 
Plan Consultative Committee in Manila; various diplo- 
matic and commercial discussions (Canada and Tunisia, 
Canada and Algeria); numerous provincial conferences 
in association with the Secretariat of the Constitutional 
Conference; and a meeting of the Canadian Judicial 
Conference in Montreal. 

In accordance with the Official Languages Act, inter- 
pretation services were provided in the Exchequer Court, 
and, for the first time, in the Supreme Court. 


Departmental Divisions 

Major projects in the area of administrative and finan- 
cial translation were revisions of the Income Tax Act and 
unemployment insurance scheme, and the 1971 census. 


In the field of scientific and technical translation, activity 
was intense. Projects of interest included the new veter- 
ans’ pension legislation, the work of the Canadian Com- 
puter/Communications Task Force, the furthering of 
bilingualism in the Canadian Forces, and the white paper 
on income security. 


Multilingual Division 

The need for translation of scientific research papers, 
technical reports, and scientific and technical books pub- 
lished in languages other than English or French continued 
to rise. During the fiscal year, 1,141 texts were translated, 
compared with 908 in the previous year, and 515 five 
years ago. 

Most of these technical and scientific translations were 
listed in the Translations Index of the National Science 
Library at the National Research Council. As the inter- 
national exchange agency for scientific translations, the 
Index advises similar institutions in other countries of 
the existence of these texts and makes copies available 
to scientists in Canada and throughout the world. 

The Division provided interpretation services in Rus- 
sian, German, Spanish, Portuguese, Roumanian, and 
Chinese for international visits and conferences arranged 
by various government departments and agencies. 


RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT 


Terminology Centre 

The Translation Bureau’s Terminology Centre gathers 
terminological information for distribution to translators 
and government departments and agencies. During the 
year under review, 28,932 new entries were added to the 
central file, which now contains 120,000 items. Requests 
for information averaged 110 a week. 

Some 15 specialized glossaries designed to ensure uni- 
formity and rapidity of translation for technical or lengthy 
texts were compiled. Special dictionaries and vocab- 
ularies were also prepared. The bulletin, |’Actualité Ter- 
minologique, circulation 1,500, was published monthly. 

The Centre continued to produce its periodic termi- 
nological bulletins. Five issues were published during the 
fiscal year. Available to all government employees, these 
bulletins are provided on request to translators and trans- 
lation services in Canada and abroad. In response to the 
continuously growing demand for terminological services, 
26 back issues of the bulletin and 244 special texts were 
provided to clients. 

The Terminology Centre library added 375 new titles 
to its collection which now contains over 2,000 reference 
works of all types. 


Training 

The Training School provided young and new trans- 
lators with the additional technical and practical training 
required for work in the Bureau’s various divisions. A 
total of 53 candidates completed the training program 
and 27 grant-aided student translators from universities 
spent four to five months at the school. 


University Training 

The Research and Development Branch was involved 
in selection and administration procedures related to 
specialized translation studies for 126 grant-aided stu- 
dents attending Laval, Montreal, Ottawa and Laurentian 
universities under the university training program set up 
in 1968. The first two graduates from this program joined 
the Translation Bureau during the year. 


Refresher courses in administration were held for divi- 
sion chiefs. In September Robert Catherine of Paris, 
linguist and specialist in administrative terminology, gave 
a series of lectures and presided at study sessions for 
federal translators. 

The Branch continued to cooperate with the Quebec 
French Language Bureau, the University of Montreal’s 
Terminology Bank, and with Jurivoc, the University of 
Ottawa committee responsible for compiling a dictionary 
of Canadian legal terms. 


UNESCO 

The Bureau was represented at a UNESCO confer- 
ence in Paris for translation service directors of United 
Nations agencies and heads of leading translation schools, 
including those of four Canadian universities. 


Interdepartmental Meetings 

During the year Bureau staff participated with inter- 
ested officials from various departments in meetings orga- 
nized by the Bilingualism Programs Branch of the Sec- 
retary of State Department. These meetings make it 
possible for the Bureau and its clients to exchange ideas 
and improve communications on both sides. 


Financial and 
general administration 


This Branch provides financial and general support to 
all operating programs of the Department. It is also re- 
sponsible for coordinating financial matters between the 
Department and its associated corporations and agencies. 
During the year under review several internal reorga- 
nizations were effected to provide better service to the 
Department. 

The Financial Management Division prepared the de- 
partmental program forecast and estimates, audited travel 
claims, processed accounts payable, issued contracts, 
and accounted for all revenues and expenditures of the 
Department. 

The Materiel Management Division provided purchas- 
ing, stores, inventory, duplication, and transcription ser- 
vices to the Department. 

The Property Management Division provided accom- 
modation and communications services to the Depart- 
ment in Ottawa and throughout Canada. 

In the area of records management, file classification 
systems and procedures were established for the Citizen- 
ship and Education Support Branches. 1,289 cubic feet of 
non-active records and 172 cubic feet of duplicate records 
were destroyed and 140 cubic feet of records were trans- 
ferred to the Public Archives for selective retention. 


Departmental Library 

The Library added to its collections in bilingualism, 
cultural affairs, Canadian ethnic groups, higher education, 
social development, human rights, educational television, 
and various management specialities. Holdings increased 
to 7,972 books and bound periodicals and 647 periodical 
and government document subscriptions. A further 510 
subscriptions were handled on behalf of the Department’s 
field offices and ethnic press service. Additions were 
made to the vertical file and microfilm sections of the col- 
lections. In addition, the Library offered expanded refer- 
ence services to assist program officers in research and 
planning. 


Personnel administration 


The Personnel Administration Branch is responsible 
for providing guidance and assistance in personnel man- 
agement and organization to branches and divisions with- 
in the Department and, as required, to agencies within 
the portfolio of the Secretary of State. During the year 
under review, increased activity in existing programs and 
the development of new programs such as Opportunities 
for Youth placed heavy demands on the Branch. 


Staff 

As of March 31, 1971 department staff totalled 1,300, 
an increase of 250 from the year before. In addition, 
about 160 students were recruited for summer employ- 
ment while hiring for the new Opportunities for Youth 
program began in January. In January as well, responsi- 
bility for recruiting translators for the Translation Bureau 
was delegated to the Department by the Public Service 
Commission. 


Classification 

In addition to the regular review of departmental posi- 
tions, a program of reorganization and job redefinition 
was carried out for the Translation Bureau involving some 
500 translation positions. About 250 short-term positions 
in support of the Opportunities for Youth program were 
also classified. 


Staff Training and Development 

During the year under review priority was given to 
language courses and to the program for the continuing 
development of translators-in-training. Courses in man- 
agement development, personnel management and sec- 
retarial development were successfully conducted. In 
addition to the usual conferences and seminars attended 
by various departmental staff members, a number of re- 
search and field studies were conducted by officers of the 
National Museums of Canada. The table in Appendix F 
shows the number and type of courses taken by employ- 
ees of the Department during the fiscal year. 

In cooperation with the administration, the Training 
and Development Group prepared a detailed annual 
training program to determine needs and expenditures, in 
accordance with Treasury Board policy. 


National Museums 
As in the past, the Branch continued to look after the 
personnel needs for the National Museums. 


Information services 


The Information Services Branch is responsible for 
publicity, public relations and producing publications 
regarding the activities and responsibilities of the Depart- 
ment of the Secretary of State. It also coordinates the 
preparation of answers to questions raised in Parliament 
that concern the Department or the agencies which give 
account of their activities through the Secretary of State. 

Most of these agencies carry out their own information 
programs in relation to their particular mandates. The 
Department’s Information Branch becomes involved only 
on those infrequent occasions when the Secretary of 
State is directly involved. 

Information Services started the fiscal year with an 
expanded organization, which reflected the expansion in 
various program branches of the Department. 


As new programs and working relationships evolved 
within the Department, a new system of priorities and 
working assignments more closely related to the planning 
and executing of departmental policies and programs had 
to be undertaken. As a result, a study of the Branch and 
its relationships with the rest of the ministry was carried 
out during the year by the Bureau of Management Con- 
sulting, Department of Supply and Services. 

A more specific examination of Branch organization in 
terms of its responsibilities relating to the Bilingualism 
Development Program was carried out by the communi- 
cations consultant firm of Break, Pain and Watt. 

A key recommendation in both studies was that Infor- 
mation Services should assign specific, senior members 
of its staff to major program areas of the Department to 
act as information coordinators after the fashion of the 
“account executive” function in an advertising agency.

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Introduction 


The Department of the Secretary of State is responsible for 
matters relating to arts and culture, citizenship, bilingual- 
ism development, education programs, state protocol and 
special events, and translation. This report covers the 
activities of all branches of the Department from 1 April 
1971 to 31 March 1972. 

The portfolio of the Secretary of State also includes the 
boards, corporations, commissions and other offices listed 
in the organization chart, Appendix A. These institutions 
issue their own annual reports. 

1971 —72 has been a year in which the Department has 
undergone major restructing in most areas. It has also 
been one in which the development of policy has been 
stressed, with major developments relating to museums, 
publishing, youth, native peoples, and citizen participation. 
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Arts and Culture 


The Arts and Culture Branch gives policy direction to and 
coordinates federal government activities in the field of arts 
and culture, advises the Minister with respect to policies 
and programs of the federal cultural agencies and serves as 
the link between them and the Department. The Branch 
also makes grants to cultural organizations and to cultural 
projects of national significance (see Appendix B). 

During 1971 — 72 there were major policy developments 
with regard to museums and publishing. In March, 1972 
the Secretary of State announced a program aimed at the 
decentralization and increased accessibility of museum 
facilities in Canada through the establishment of a net- 
work of associate museums, and the conservation and 
restoration of national treasures. 

In recognition of the importance of books in an 
increasingly electronic world and the difficult competitive 
position of Canadian publishers, a publishing policy was 
implemented. It provided for financial assistance to 
Canadian publishers to enable them to publish more 
Canadian works, to encourage the translation of more 
books for greater understanding between the English 
and French cultures, the purchase and exportation by 
the Government of Canadian works and the contracting 
out of government publications to the private sector. 

Also under development this year was a new policy on 
the production and distribution of films in Canada. 
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State Protocol and Special Events 
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This branch is responsible for all activities in the area | 
of protocol and precedence and for the planning and 
organization of national public ceremonies and provincial 
and municipal centenary celebrations. 

In 1971, for the first time, the July First anniversary 
of Confederation was celebrated in the National Capital 
Region by Festival Canada, a month-long series of program 
activities and concerts in both official languages. Other 
entertainment for residents of and visitors to the capital 
area were also administered by the Branch, most notably 
the regular carillon concerts on Parliament Hill. 

Acting in an advisory capacity, the Branch served in 
the planning of programs for the celebration of British 
Columbia’s centennial, for which the federal government 
made a grant of $10,000,000. 

The Branch published its guide to the correct order of 
precedence for dignitaries and the list of senior officials 
in the public service. Messages of congratulations from the 
Queen were sent to over 2,000 couples celebrating their 
60th wedding anniversaries and to 313 people celebrating 
a lifespan of 100 years or more. 

The Branch also continued to participate in the com- 
mittee on the use of Parliament Hill and in the Honours 
Secretariat. 


Citizenship 


The Citizenship Branch, which was originally formed to 
help immigrants integrate into Canadian society, has 
expanded its definition and now has five main objectives: 
the encouragement of full participation by all citizens in 
Canadian society; the reinforcement of Canadian identity 
and unity; the encouragement of cultural diversification 
within a bilingual framework; the preservation of human 
rights and fundamental freedoms; and the development of 
meaningful symbols of Canadian sovereignty. To better 
implement these objectives, the Branch was completely 
restructured during 1971 —72 into three divisions, within 
which policies are defined and implemented by specific 
programs. These divisions are Strategic Planning, Program 
Development and Operations. Funds granted by the 
Branch are listed in Appendix C. 


Strategic Planning 


Strategic Planning is responsible for the long-range 
planning of Branch activities. The Division identifies 
problem areas in society and researches and develops 
policies that can be implemented by the Branch to help 
solve these problems. It is also responsible for evaluating 
the effectiveness of the programs being carried out. During 
1971 —72, the Division was involved in developing and 
articulating policies in the areas of youth, native peoples 
and citizen participation. 


Program Development 


The Program Development Division implements the 
policies determined by Strategic Planning, through the 
development, modification, coordination and manage- 
ment of programs in various areas, described below. 


Native Citizens. This group of programs is designed to 
enable the native people of Canada to develop and main- 
tain their culture and identity while sharing fully in the 
benefits of Canadian society. Programs within this area 
include Friendship Centres, Cultural/Educational centres, 
the core funding of provincial and national associations 
of Indian, Métis and Inuit peoples, and grants programs 
for native youth, native women and organizations co- 
operating with native peoples. 


Citizens’ Cultures. Citizens’ Cultures administers the 
Multicultural Program, the objective of which is to en- 
courage the development of a society in which individuals 
and groups have an equal chance to develop and express 
their cultural identity as an integral part of Canadian 

life. Under this program, grants are made to ethnic groups 
and immigrant organizations; research is undertaken into 
the history of the various cultures which make up 
Canada’s population and into the use of non-official 
languages by Canadians; and the activities of the federal 
cultural agencies engaged in multicultural activities are 
coordinated. 


Citizens’ Rights and Freedoms. This program provides 

grants to assist the work of human rights and civil liberties 
associations and to aid education programs which promote 
understanding of citizens’ rights across the country, and 
cooperates with the United Nations in this field. 


Citizens’ Organizations. The purpose of this program group 
is to strengthen the voluntary sector to enable citizens 

to participate more effectively in the decisions that affect 
the quality of their lives. Financial and technical support 
is given to a wide variety of citizens’ organizations, with 
emphasis on low-income and disadvanted citizens’ 
groups. 


Citizenship Promotion. This development group is con- 
cerned with elaborating programs to encourage the 
acquisition of Canadian citizenship by qualified immi- 
grants, and to encourage a broad sense of Canadian 
solidarity and identity through contributing to the 
strengthening of the bonds that can unite the disparate 
elements in our society. It is also concerned with exploring 
methods to improve communication among citizens, and 
between citizens and Government, thereby contributing 
to a heightened sense of Canadian unity and solidarity. 


Operations 


Operations manages the Branch’s field activities, co- 
ordinates grants requests and payments, recommends 
program changes based on an assessment of community 
needs, and provides the Branch with administrative 
services. The Division is responsible for the Travel and 
Exchange Program, the Hostels Program, Opportunities 
for Youth and Citizenship Registration. 


Travel and Exchange. This is a group travel program to 
promote unity and help Canadians to learn more about 
Canada through meeting people from other regions and 
travelling to different parts of the country. Priority is 
given to the socially, culturally and geographically iso- 
lated, and others who have never had a chance to travel. 
As well as the national program, there is a limited inter- 
national travel program and, in cooperation with the 
Provinces, the Young Voyageurs Program for high school 
students. 


Hostels. The summer Hostel Program, which was intro- 
duced in 1971, makes funds available to local community- 
based groups to establish hostels and information- 

referral services for travelling youth. In its first year of 
operation, 96 hostels were in operation across the country. 


Opportunities for Youth. Also introduced in the summer of 
1971, the Opportunities for Youth Program was designed 
to provide meaningful summer activities for students and 
at the same time contribute to the betterment of their 
communities. In its first year, funds were provided to 
2,300 projects involving 27,800 people. 


Citizenship Registration. In fiscal year 1971 — 72, 67,361 
persons were granted Canadian citizenship, and proof of 
status certificates were issued to 98,540 Canadians. A 
breakdown of types of certificates issued and national 
origin of new citizens can be found in Appendix D. 

Citizenship courts have now been established in most 
major cities in Canada, and serve surrounding areas by 
circuit. In remote areas, administrators have been 
appointed to provide the services usually available through 
the courts. 

As well as presiding over citizenship proceedings, these 
courts also arrange special ceremonies and receptions, 
often in conjunction with ethnic organizations. One of the 
most colorful of these was the special ceremony attended 
by the Queen and Prince Philip in Vancouver in May of 
1971. 

During this year, increased emphasis was placed on 
citizenship promotion, through programs in the schools 
and publicity in the media. During the month of May, 
“Canadian Citizenship Day” was observed in many 
centres. 

January 1, 1972 marked the 25th anniversary of citizen- 
ship for many Canadians. The Canadian Citizenship 
Act came into effect on January 1, 1947 and gave residents 
of Canada legal status that was previously lacking. Since 
then, over a million immigrants have received Canadian 
Citizenship. 


Bilingualism Development Program 


In 1969, the Department of the Secretary of State was 
given responsibility for coordinating all government 
policies with respect to the recommendations of the Royal 
Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. The 
objectives were to ensure the equal status of the two 
official languages in federal institutions, to encourage the 
cultural and linguistic development of the official language 
minorities and to promote the use of both official languages 
in the private sector. 

During 1971-72, this mandate was changed. Re- 
sponsibility for bilingualism in the public service was 
transferred to the jurisdiction of Treasury Board, and 
responsibility for bilingualism in the capital region was 
transferred to the National Capital Commission. 

Bilingualism development programs are administered 
by the Social Action Branch and the Language Adminis- 
tration Branch. Funds granted by these Branches are 
listed in Appendix E. 


Social Action 


The objectives of this Branch are to foster the cultural 
development of official language minorities, to promote 
better understanding between the country’s two main 
language groups, and to encourage programs that stress 
cooperation between the two groups. During fiscal year 
1971 —72, the Branch was enlarged and reorganized. 


Aid to Provincial Associations 


This program awards sustaining grants to the provincial 
organizations which represent a large section of the 
language minority in each province. These grants are 
solely operating grants, and are separate from special 
project grants. 


Cultural Animation 


This program, which was begun in 1969, is designed to 
encourage minority groups and individuals in the apprecia- 
tion and protection of their linguistic and cultural heritage, 
and is usually administered through the granting of funds 
to the provincial organizations. This year, with the 
experience of two years behind it, the Branch especially 
concerned itself with developing better methods for the 
recruitment and training of project leaders. 


Cultural Centres 


Priority is given in this program to performing arts and 
oral expression, through the provision of material and 
human resources. Grants are given to local agencies and 
for cultural projects, with recipients sharing in the cost. 
The program helps in the development of these groups 

as well, by making it possible for representatives to attend 
workshops and training courses in their area of activity. 


This year, the Branch has made this kind of participation 
possible in drama, choral singing, dancing, folk-singing 
and organization. 


Cultural Exchange 


This program consists of two types of exchange: inter- 
and intra-provincial. In 1971 — 72, the Branch supported a 
Canada-wide tour of a children’s puppet show, the dis- 
tribution of eight children’s films, and tours by three 
chansonniers to French-speaking centres in English- 
speaking areas. The intra-provincial exchange program 
enabled a number of theatrical and choral groups to 
travel and perform within their own provinces. 


International Participation 


In order to make the official language minority groups a 
more effective force in Canadian society, the Branch has 
made it possible for a limited number of leaders within 
these groups to attend training sessions in other countries. 


Activities for Youth 


Funds are granted to minority language groups and pro- 
jects to implement training and develop self-expression 
and, to a lesser degree, to support the operations of these 
youth groups. 


Language Administration 


The Language Administration Branch was created in 1970 
to implement a number of government programs stemming 
from recommendations contained in the Report of the 
Royal Commission on Bilingualism and Biculturalism. 

The Branch is responsible for developing, administering 
and evaluating programs promoting increased bilingualism 
through educational support in all sectors of Canadian 
life. This is done through cooperation with the provinces, 
industry, voluntary associations, institutions of learning, 
international organizations and research centres in 
Canada and abroad. The programs of the Language 
Administration Branch are administered by three divi- 
sions: Federal-Provincial Relations, External Relations, 
and Special Programs. 


Federal-Provincial Relations 


This division, in cooperation with the Provinces, is con- 
cerned with developing and funding programs in the field 
of education. The programs are administered by the 
provinces. 


Education at Pre-University Levels. This program consists of 
participation in cooperative arrangements with the Prov- 
inces to allow teaching in the minority language (i.e., 
English schools in Quebec and French schools in the rest 
of the country) and the teaching of the second official 
language to students enrolled in regular schools. Under 
this program, total federal contributions to the Provinces 


amounted to $62,873,765. 


University and Teacher-Training Levels. The Branch is also 
involved in joint arrangements with the Provinces for the 
support of minority language and bilingual educational 


institutions at the university level and in the building of 
language training centres. A program is under develop- 
ment in this area to establish French language training 
facilities in the West and in the Maritimes. 


Bursaries and Fellowships. Bursaries and fellowships are 
available in the following areas: 

e Travel funds are available to students who must go 
outside their own province to pursue education in their 
own language; 

eBursaries are available for short-term training sessions for 
second-language teachers; 

eSummer bursaries are available to cover the costs of 
tuition, room and board in second-language immersion 
courses at accredited educational institutions; 
eFellowships of up to $2,000 are available for students 
specializing in second-language studies who wish to study 
in the milieu of that language. 


Aid to the Provinces. The Division is also involved in the 
promotion of bilingualism in the Provinces through tech- 
nical and financial aid for the operation of second-language 
schools in the Provinces and the provision of second- 
language courses for provincial employees. Programs of 
financial aid are also available for translating provincial 
statutes and regulations, and training and upgrading 
courses for provincial translators and revisers. 


External Relations 
This division handles relations with the private sector. 


Aid to Voluntary Organizations. This program was launched 
this year to provide financial aid and technical advice to 
national non-profit organizations for translation and 
interpretation. The organizations are required to share the 
cost. 


Book Translation Program. Now administered by the Canada 
Council, this program was developed to provide grants to 
Canadian publishers to pay for translation of outstanding 
Canadian works. 


Technical Aid to the Private Sector. This program provides 
firms and organizations in the private sector with advice, 
technical assistance, data and materials resulting from 
research in language training and translation. Under this 
program, assistance was provided to a group of 40 com- 
panies in Montreal which have pooled their resources to 
form the Business Linguistic Centre, providing a common 
approach to their language problems. 


Special Programs 


This division has developed programs to encourage 
linguistic research in Canada, particularly in the field of 
second-language teaching and learning. These programs 
had just begun by the end of this fiscal year. 


Education Support 


This branch administers the federal transfer of fiscal 
resources to assist the Provinces in meeting the costs of 
post-secondary education. (Part II of the Federal-Provincial 
Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967, and its regulations, pro- 
vide for post-secondary education adjustment payments 
for the fiscal years ending in 1968 through 1972.) 

During the year, cash adjustment payments of 
$443,659,375 were made under this act in respect of 
estimated eligible expenditures for the 1971 — 72 fiscal year, 
with an additional $6,795,965 being paid in respect of 
1967 — 68 claims (see Appendix F). 

The arrangement for federal financial support of post- 
secondary education was extended to March 31, 1974 by 
the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1972. 


Education Research and Liaison 


An Education Research and Liaison Branch was created in 
September 1971. The functions of this new branch are to 
obtain data as a base for planning and developing federal 
policies in this area; to give technical assistance to other 
branches and committees dealing with questions related to 
education; and to assist in elaborating an information 
system, either through documentation or publications. 

Both the Education Support Branch and the Education 
Research and Liaison Branch participated with other de- 
partments in the Government’s review of its future long- 
term involvement in post-secondary education. 
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Translation Bureau 


In response to new classification standards issued by 
Treasury Board, the Translation Bureau began reorganiza- 
tion on 1 April 1971. The Bureau is now divided into four 
branches: General Operations, Special Operations, 
Research and Development and Administration. Appen- 
dix G shows the Bureau’s production statistics for fiscal 


year 1971 — 1972. 
General Operations 


The General Operations Branch includes all the transla- 
tion staff of the Bureau except for the Parliamentary and 
Multilingual Sections. Its five divisions are: Regional 
Activities, General Translation, Scientific and Technical, 
Social-Economic and Judicial. 


Regional Activities. In response to increased regional 
requests for translation, the Montreal and Quebec City 
offices were expanded and new facilities were planned in 
Toronto and Fredericton to serve federal departments and 
agencies in those areas. 


General Translation. This division serves approximately 
seventy federal bodies that do not have their own 
translation services. The setting up of four specialized 
sections makes it possible to assign work according to the 
nature of the material involved. The English Section, 
which has increased in importance, serves all departments 
and agencies in which the demand for translation of 
French into English is not sufficient to warrant a full-time 
translator. 


Socio-Economic Division. This division comprises the 
following departmental sections: Supply and Services; 


Industry, Trade and Commerce; Taxation; Manpower 
and Immigration; Customs and Excise; Statistics, Labour; 
and Finance. Secretary of State and Consumer and 
Corporate Affairs, on the one hand, and Unemployment 
Insurance Commission, Regional Economic Expansion 
and Public Service Commission, on the other, are served 
by composite sections. 


Scientific and Technical Division. This division serves the 
following departments: Indian and Northern Affairs; 
Agriculture; Urban Affairs; Veteran’s Affairs; Communi- 
cations; National Defence; Energy, Mines and Resources; 
Environment; Post Office; National Health and Welfare; 
Transport; and Public Works. 


Judicial Division. This division consists of the External 
Affairs, Law, Supreme Court, Federal Court and Central 
Judicial sections. 


The demand for translations increased in all divisions, 
due, in part, to the implementation of the Official Lan- 
guages Act. The overload was either transferred from one 
section or division to another or contracted out to free- 
lance translators. 


Special Operations 


This branch consists of the Parliamentary Translation and 
Interpretation Divisions and the newly formed Conference 
Section, which handles translation and interpretation 
for both official language and multilingual conferences. 


Parliamentary Translation. This division includes three 
sections — two provide continuous translation services 
for the House and Senate debates, and one is assigned to 
all translations originating from House and Senate 
committees, excluding the actual proceedings. 


Parliamentary Interpretation. This division provides all 
interpretation services for both Houses of Parliament, 
their committees and other closely related activities, such 
as press conferences. 


Conference Service. The biggest growth in this area was in 
the demand for multilingual interpreters. This led to the 
creation within the Branch of a team responsible for 
providing conference and escort foreign language inter- 
pretation services. This function was consequently re- 
moved from the Multilingual Section to the Special 
Operations Branch, where it was combined with the 
Official Languages Conference Section. The Multilingual 
Conference Section relies heavily on freelance interpreters, 
since the language required is often one for which there 
is not a full-time demand. 


Research and Development 


The Research and Development Branch is made up of the 


Terminological and Research Division (Terminology 
Centre) and the Training and Development Division. 


Terminological and Linguistic Research. This division com- 
prises a Research Section and an Information Section. 
The former has a staff of twelve terminologists and is now 
at full strength. The Information and Library Sections are 
not yet operational. 

Research work based on periodicals contributed more 
than 10,000 new entries to the central file, which now 
includes more than 130,000 items. Vocabularies are being 
compiled in such areas as pollution, postal services, the 
flora and fish of Canada, and paints and varnishes. 

The Division continued distribution of the monthly 
bulletin, “l’Actualité terminologique”’, which has a 
circulation of 1,500. Monthly bulletins (glossaries) were 
also published, and more than 5,000 current and reissued 
bulletins were distributed, to Bureau staff, government 
officials and universities, colleges and other translation 
services all over the world. 

Research work was also done for other departments, 
establishing specialized glossaries in the fields of agri- 
culture, police work, graphic arts, photography and 
social affairs. 

The Division has also been active internationally, 
working in collaboration with other French-speaking 
countries in the preparation of an administrative vocabu- 
lary under the auspices of the Conseil international de 
la langue francaise. 


Training and Development. As a result of the restructuring 
of the Bureau, the training school ceased to exist on 

31 December 1971. The translator shortage has been 
alleviated, and many of the functions of the training 
school have been taken over by translator courses in 
various Canadian universities. 


University Training. The Division continues to give guid- 
ance and financial aid to students in schools of translation 
at Montreal University, Laval University, Laurentian 
University and the University of Ottawa. There are 
currently 151 students receiving this assistance. 


Development. The staff of the Division also participated 

in the organization of an eleven-week development course 
in administration attended by twenty present or future 
section chiefs. Five young translators were posted, as of 

1 January 1972, on six month assignments to various 
ministries and agencies of the French government in 
Paris. Twenty translators are taking part-time courses 


offered by universities, and two are in full-time attendance. 


A new in-house training and development program is 
currently being organized. 


Administration 


All support services for the Bureau are now combined in 
one branch. The Administration Branch also includes 


the Multilingualism Service Division, since most of their 
work is contracted out. 


Contracts Section. This is essentially an overload service, 
which coordinates departmental translation services, 
regional services and freelance translators. 


Multilingual Services. There was a marked rise in fulfilled 
requests for translation of foreign technical and scientific 
reports and books. Since most of these translations are 
listed internationally through the National Science 
Library, they are available to scientists around the world. 
State visits by Mr. Kosygin and Marshal Tito in October 
and November created a demand for the translation of 
itineraries, concert programs and other documents on 
very short notice. 


Data Processing. This Division began its work on October 
1, 1971. It has begun a system for the processing of pro- 
duction information and statistics and by the end of the 
fiscal year had begun producing support staff statistics 

on a monthly basis. The Division has also provided 
consulting and programming services for the Bureau in 
general, and expects to increase this activity in the future. 


Financial and General Administration 


This branch has undergone major reorganization this 
year. Its seven divisions are responsible for general and 
financial support of the operating programs of the 
Department. 


Directorate 


An Associate Director was appointed this year to assume 
responsibility for Branch planning and to supervise the 
operations of three divisions. In January 1972, the Branch 
distributed the Department’s new Administrative Policies 
and Procedures Manual. Plans were also developed to 
provide additional specialized services. 


Financial Resources 


This division coordinated and prepared the departmental 
program forecast, estimates and financial reports. It pro- 
vided advice and analysis to managers on employment 
and expenditure trends, regulatory requirements, and 
other matters relating to the procurement and use of 
financial resources. 


Financial Services 


The Financial Services Division is responsible for the 
auditing and accounting of all departmental expenditures 
and for the preparation of monthly financial statements. 
The Division introduced a coding structure this year to 
facilitate the computerized production of more of its 
operations. Appendix H shows the revenue and expendi- 


ture of departmental programs during fiscal years 1970-71 
and 1971-72. 


Property and Materiel Management 


This division combines Materiel Management, Property 
Management and Telecommunications Management. 
Materiel Management placed 1,893 orders for materiel, 
verified 2,562 invoices for an expenditure of $346,000, 
and produced 3,600,000 copies in its Duplication Section. 
Property Management carried out 637 property projects 
in 47 locations occupied by the Department, involving 
an expenditure of $70,000 for maintenance and minor 
alterations. The Department occupied 349,000 square feet 
of space for a total rental of $1,713,014. 
Telecommunications Management expanded to plan 
and coordinate telecommunications requirements for 
the Department across Canada. The Department has 
1,081 locals and extensions involving 125 key systems 
and 125 intercommunication systems, representing an 


expenditure of $272,000. 
Library Services 


The Library has added over 1,500 books and documents 
and 108 periodical subscriptions to its collection. Special 
acquisitions included the documentation files of the 
Committee on Youth and the original reports of the 
Opportunities for Youth projects. 

There has been an increase in the Library’s service 
functions: circulation, 35 per cent; inter-library loans, 
35 per cent; library materiels processed 67 per cent; and 
reference questions answered, 145 per cent. 


Records Management 


The Records Management Division introduced a new 
filing system in the citizenship grants program for ethnic 
organizations and amalgamated the personnel and 
financial registries. 1,520 cubic feet of obsolete records 
were destroyed and 35 cubic feet of non-active files were 
transferred to the Public Archives. 


Transcription Services 


Transcription Services initiated intensified training in 
secretarial skills and prepared basic transcription reference 
manuals. Automated typing and a microtype service 
were also made available. 
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Personnel Administration 


The Personnel Administration Branch is responsible for 
the recruitment, hiring and appraisal of all personnel 
for the Department and for the National Museums. 

The main focus of the Branch during the year was to 
identify and resolve a large number of serious personnel 
problems which had accumulated as a result of the rapid 
growth of the Department. 

During the latter part of the year, a new organization 
plan was developed for personnel, designed to provide 
a mote effective service in relation to departmental pro- 
gram objectives. Closer working relationships were 
established with all branches to effect a smoother transi- 
tion between program planning and the classification 
and staffing of the positions concerned. 

As of March 1972 there were 1,653 on staff. In the 
summer of 1971, there were 222 temporary employees for 
Opportunities for Youth, Summer ’71 and The Hostels 
Program, as well as 181 summer students spread through- 
out the Department. 


Information Services 


The Information Services Branch is responsible for 
publicity, media and public relations, and the production 
of printed and audio-visual materials relating to the 
activities and responsibilities of the Department. 

During the year under review, a thorough reorganization 
of the Branch resulted in the restructuring of the existing 
service. A distinctive feature of this new organization is 
its collegial leadership. Information Services is managed 
by an Information Planning Committee which meets 
regularly to discuss the Department’s information needs, 
to plan ways of implementing these needs and to allocate 
the resources required for their realization. 

Members of the Information Planning Committee are 
the Director, who is Chairman, three Information 
Coordinators, each of whom is assigned to operating 
program areas, and the Assistant to the Director. Once 
plans for information support are agreed upon, individual 
coordinators oversee the production of various informa- 
tion elements, which are in turn carried out by three 
resource groups, the News, Public Information, and 
Audio-Visual Aids and Production Sections. 

The News Section is responsible for producing news 
releases, maintaining a daily clipping service, and the 
planning and managing of press conferences and inter- 
views. The Chief of the Section is regularly called upon 
to act as intermediary between the media and the Minister 
or his officials. 

The Public Information Section writes, edits and re- 
vises texts for various publications produced by the 
Department, maintains and controls stocks of these 
publications, provides answers to enquiries and letters 
from the general public, and coordinates answers to 
questions asked of the Minister in the House of Commons. 
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The Audio-Visual Aids and Production Section main- 
tains contact with film makers, printers and graphic 
designers so that the Branch may respond efficiently to 
departmental needs in these areas, and exercises control 
over the technical quality of print and audio-visual 
production. 

In addition to its ongoing responsibilities for the year 
under review, the Branch also provided planning and 
management services relative to information programs 
for Opportunities for Youth and Festival Canada.

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VIISODUC HON 


The Department of the Secretary of State is re- 
sponsible for matters relating to arts and culture, 
citizenship, bilingualism development, education sup- 
port programs, state protocol and special events and 
translation. This report covers the activities of all 
branches of the department from 1 April 1972 to 31 
March 1978. 

The portfolio of the Secretary of State also in- 
cludes the boards, corporations, commissions and 
other offices listed in the organization chart, Appendix 
A. These institutions issue their own annual reports. 
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The-Arts and Culture Branch gives policy direction to 
and coordinates federal government activities in the 
field of arts and culture, advises the Minister with 
respect to policies and programs of the federal cultural 
agencies and serves as the link between them and the 
department. The branch also makes grants to cultural 
organizations and to cultural projects of national signi- 
ficance (see Appendix B). 


Budgets and 
Telecommunications Division 


Communications Unit 

The primary responsibility of the Communications Unit 
is advice to the Minister on his responsibilities for the 
socio-cultural aspects of communications in general 
and specifically broadcasting. 

The unit has a policy formulation function which for the 
most part is oriented to effecting changes in the Broad- 
casting Act, rather than developing a new policy. 
Changes or modifications in broadcast policy are the 
result of liaison with the CRTC. 

Much of the unit’s work is in keeping abreast of issues 
which arise concerning the CBC, the national broad- 
casting service, which is responsible to Parliament 
through the Secretary of State. A major preoccupation 
of the unit during 1972-73 has been the development of 
an Accelerated Coverage Plan for the CBC. This plan, 
when implemented, will bring radio and television 
coverage in the required language to all communities 
of 500 or more. It will be placed before the Cabinet 
early in 1974. 

Film Division 

The Film Division was established within the Arts and 
Culture Branch in September 1972, under the new film 
policy announced in July of that year. The first phase of 
the policy was, essentially, co-ordinating the activities 
of the five federal agencies involved in the film industry, 
(National Film Board, Canadian Film Development Cor- 
poration, Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, Public 
Archives, Canada Council) and those of the private 
sector. Considerable emphasis was placed on recep- 
tiveness to the needs of the Canadian film industry. 
New programs were developed as part of this approach 
by the agencies and by the Secretary of State Depart- 
ment, which assumed responsibility for the Film Festi- 
vals Office and the Film Advisory Committee. 

The Film Festivals Office co-ordinates and administers 
the participation of Canadian films in national and inter- 
national festivals. It is also responsible for developing 
effective methods of promoting, advertising and disse- 
minating Canadian films both at home and abroad. Its 
principal activity this year was the organization of the 
Canadian participation in the Cannes Festival. The Film 
Advisory Committee is composed of the agency direc- 
tors and five representatives of the private sector and 
is presided over by the Under Secretary of State. Its 
function is to advise the Minister on all aspects of 
government activity in the area of film. Its first meetings 
gave rise to an agreement with Famous Players and 


Odeon, owners of the two largest cinema chains in 
Canada, on the exhibition of Canadian films. 

The Film Division is responsible for these two organiza- 
tions, for administering co-production agreements with 
other countries and for developing and implementing 
the film policy. 


Museums and 


Visual Arts Division 

A major responsibility of the division has been to facili- 
tate the continuing development of the National 
Museums policy with the agencies concerned. A con- 
siderable part of the division’s activities in the past year 
has been directed toward developing policy in those 
areas not yet covered, and this has included recom- 
mending additional measures to preserve the Canadian 
heritage as well as studying ways to further co-opera- 
tion between custodial institutions at the federal level. 


Performing Arts Division 

The Performing Arts Division was established within the 
Arts and Culture Branch towards the end of the 1972-73 
fiscal year. The division’s first undertaking was to pre- 
pare a memorandum to the Cabinet for a program for 
the support of the performing arts in Canada. 

The division functions as a co-ordinating body for any 
necessary fiscal or other measures to be developed on 
behalf of people in the performing arts. It is concerned 
with the development of additional funding and pro- 
grams on behalf of the Canada Council and the estab- 
lishment of criteria for the awarding of capital grants to 
performing arts organizations. 


Publishing and 

Copyright Division 

Following the proclamation by UNESCO making 1972 
“International Book Year’, Cabinet approved, in 
February 1972, our country’s participation in this cele- 
bration in honour of books and reading, to be observed 
in more than 100 countries. For this purpose, $350,000 
was allocated for the 1972-78 fiscal year. 

Responsibility for the program was assigned to the 
Department of the Secretary of State which was as- 
sisted by an interdepartmental committee with repre- 
sentatives from External Affairs, the National Library, 
the Canadian Commission for UNESCO, the Canada 
Council, Industry, Trade and Commerce and Informa- 
tion Canada. 

About 100 applications from all parts of the country 
were submitted to the interdepartmental committee for 
IBY. Thirty-one projects were selected and awarded 
grants totalling $300,000. 

Because of the success achieved by IBY in a number of 
countries (among which Canada ranked highly, ac- 
cording to UNESCO, because of the size of her con- 
tribution and the diversity of the projects undertaken), 
UNESCO has asked each member nation to see that 
the activities undertaken and the structures established 
nationally for the promotion of books and reading are 
made permanent. 


The State Protocol and Special Events Branch is con- 
cerned with all federal government activities having to 
do with protocol and official ceremonies taking place in 
Canada, as well as the planning and organization of 
public ceremonies of a national character, and the cele- 
bration of provincial centennials. 

The branch administered the federal grant of $1,500,000 
and co-ordinated federal participation in the Prince 
Edward Island Centennial. Ceremonies opened on 
January 1, 1973 with the Governor General’s- levy at 
Charlottetown, the first time that this event has been 
held outside the National Capital. 

For the second year in a row, Festival Canada, which 
opened on July 1 with the traditional celebration of the 
anniversary of Confederation on Parliament Hill, pro- 
vided a month of special activities, exhibitions and 
entertainment in the National Capital Region. 

The Decorations Committee was transferred from the 


branch to the Residence of the Governor General 
where it was renamed the Orders and Decorations 
Secretariat with responsibility for Canadian honorary 
awards and related policy. 

The branch made all necessary arrangements for the 
funeral of the Right Hon. L.B. Pearson on December 
wou Men ibe Gk 

The branch sent congratulatory messages from the 
Queen to more than 2,000 couples celebrating their 
60th wedding anniversaries and to some 300 Cana- 
dians of 100 years or older. 

The branch publshed a new edition of its Guide on the 
Order of Precedence of dignitaries and list of senior 
federal officials. 

In addition, the branch presided over the committee in 
charge of the use of Parliament Hill and organized re- 
gular carillon concerts throughout the year. 
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CITIZENSHIP 


The Citizenship Branch, which was originally formed 
to help immigrants integrate into Canadian society, has 
expanded its definition and now has five main objec- 
tives: the encouragement of full participation by all 
citizens in Canadian society; the reinforcement of 
Canadian identity and unity; the encouragement of 
cultural diversification within a bilingual framework; the 
preservation of human rights and fundamental free- 
doms; and the development of meaningful symbols of 
Canadian sovereignty. To implement these objectives, 
the Branch has three divisions within which policies are 
defined and implemented by specific programs. These 
divisions are Strategic Planning, Program Development 
and Operations. Funds granted by the branch are listed 
in Appendix C. 


Strategic Planning 

Strategic Planning is responsible for the long-range 
planning of branch activities. The division identifies 
problem areas in society and researches and develops 
policies that can be implemented by the branch to help 
solve these problems. It is also responsible for evaluat- 
ing the effectiveness of the programs being carried out. 
During 1972-73, the division was involved in develop- 
ing and articulating policies in the areas of youth, native 
peoples and citizen participation. 


Program Development 

The Program Development Division implements the 
policies determined by Strategic Planning through the 
development, modification, coordination and manage- 
ment of programs in various areas, described below. 
Native Citizens. This group of programs is designed 
to assist the native people of Canada to develop and 
maintain their culture and identity as well as enabling 
them to participate more fully in the benefits of Cana- 
dian society. Programs within this area include the core 
funding of provincial territorial and national associa- 
tions of Indian, Métis and Inuit people as well as native 
friendship centres and grants programs for native 
groups. 

Citizens’ Cultures. Citizens’ Cultures administers the 
Multicultural Program, the objective of which is to en- 
courage the development of a society in which indivi- 
duals and groups have an equal chance to develop and 
express their cultural identity as an integral part of 
Canadian life. Under this program, grants are made to 
ethnic groups and immigrant organizations; research is 
undertaken into the history of the various cultures which 
make up Canada’s population and into the use of non- 
official languages by Canadians; and the activities of 
the federal cultural agencies engaged in multicultural 
activities are coordinated. 


Citizens’ Rights and Freedoms. This program pro- 
vides grants to assist the work of human rights and 
civil liberties associations and to aid education pro- 
grams which promote understanding of citizens’ rights 
across the country, and cooperates with the United 
Nations in this field. 

Citizens’ Organizations. The purpose of this program 
group is to strengthen the voluntary sector to enable 
citizens to participate more effectively in the decisions 
that affect the quality of their lives. Financial and tech- 
nical support is given to a wide variety of citizens’ 


organizations, with emphasis on low-income and dis- 
advantaged citizen’s groups. 

Citizenship Promotion. This development group is 
concerned with elaborating programs to encourage the 
acquisition of Canadian citizenship by qualified immi- 
grants, and to encourage a broad sense of Canadian 
solidarity and identity through contributing to the 
strengthening of the bonds that can unite the disparate 
elements in our society. It is also concerned with ex- 
ploring methods to improve communication among 
citizens, and between citizens and government, thereby 
contributing to a heightened sense of Canadian unity 
and solidarity. 


Operations 

Operations manages the Branch’s field activities, 
coordinates grants requests and payments, recom- 
mends program changes based on an assessment of 
community needs, and provides the branch with ad- 
ministrative services. The division is responsible for 
the Travel and Exchange Program, the Hostels Pro- 
gram, Opportunities for Youth and Citizenship Registra- 
tion. 

Travel and Exchange. This is a group travel program 
to promote unity and help Canadians to learn, more 
about Canada through meeting people from other 
regions and travelling to different parts of the country. 
Priority is given to the socially, culturally and geographi- 
cally isolated, and others who have never had a chance 
to travel. As well as the national program, there is a 
limited international travel program and, in cooperation 
with provinces, the Young Voyageurs Program for high 
school students. 

Hostels. The summer Hostel Program, which was in- 
troduced in 1971, makes funds available to local com- 
munity-based groups to establish hostels and informa- 
tion-referral services for travelling youth. In 1972, 123 
hostels were in operation across the country. 
Opportunities for Youth. Also introduced in the sum- 
mer of 1971, the Opportunities for Youth Program was 
designed to provide meaningful summer activities for 
students and at the same time contribute to the better- 
ment of their communities. In 1972 funds were pro- 
vided to 3,041 projects involving 30,255 people. 


Citizenship Registration 

In fiscal year 1972-73, 89,900 persons were granted 
Canadian citizenship, and proof of status certificates 
were issued to 115,674 Canadians. A breakdown of 
types of certificates issued and national origin of new 
citizens can be found in Appendix D. 

Preparatory planning was made for an extension of a 
registration services program involving the establishing 
of branch offices, the recruitment of additional person- 
nel, and the setting up of storefront citizenship offices 
and mobile teams. 

Citizenship presentations and receptions continued to 
form an important part of the Courts’ work. In April 1972 
Governor General Roland Michener and Mrs. Michener 
attended special citizenship ceremonies at Mohawk 
College in Hamilton, and presented 24 new citizens 
with certificates of Canadian citizenship. Planning was 
also completed for a special citizenship ceremony 
attended by the Governor General to be held in 
Kingston in April 1973, as part of Kingston’s Tercen- 
tenary celebrations. 


The objectives of this branch are to foster the linguistic 
and cultural development of official language minorities 
and to promote better understanding between the coun- 
try’s two official language groups. To achieve this end 
it administers a program consisting of the following 
eight sub-programs. 


Aid to Provincial Associations 

This sub-program awards grants to the provincial 
organizations which represent a large section of the 
language minority in each province. These sustaining 
grants defray in part the operating expenses of these 
associations and are therefore separate from the pro- 
ject grants provided under other sub-programs. 


Social Animation 

Introduced in 1969, this sub-program is designed to 
encourage minority groups and individuals in the ap- 
preciation, protection and development of their linguis- 
tic and cultural heritage; it grants funds through the 
provincial organizations. This year, with three years’ 
experience behind it, the branch especially concerned 
itself with developing better methods for the recruit- 
ment and training of project leaders. 


Cultural Centres 

The branch is conscious of the fact that a vast program 
to promote the development of official language 
minority groups must contribute in large measure to 
setting up a network of thriving cultural centres. 
Naturally, cultural activities must have a centre in which 
to take place, but a building alone does not make a 
cultural centre. What counts first and foremost are the 
activities themselves, the programs and their contribu- 
tion to the cultural enrichment of the population served. 
This sub-program therefore provides human and mate- 
rial resources to a group of local organizations and 
cultural groups — cultural centres, theatrical and choral 
groups, cultural committees — and also contributes to 
the development of such organizations and groups by 
enabling their representatives to participate in work- 
shops and training courses in their areas of activity. 
This year the branch again gave priority to the perform- 
ing arts and oral expression: dramatic arts, choral sing- 
ing, folk singing, and so on. 


Cultural Exchanges 

This sub-program consists of two types of exchange: 
inter- and intra-provincial. In 1972-73 the branch sup- 
ported theatre and film shows for children and theatre, 
choral singing and folk singers for teenage and adult 
audiences at the national and provincial levels. It also 
made possible the participation of theatre and choral 


directors, folk singers, actors and cultural centre repre- 
sentatives at workshops, clinics and training courses in 
drama, choral singing, dancing and the organization of 
activities, so as to perfect their knowledge and methods. 


Workshops and Conferences 

The aim of this sub-program is to help the Canadian 
public better understand and accept the English and 
French fact and its consequences. It therefore en- 
courages dialogue between Canadians of the various 
regions of the country and of different linguistic and 
cultural origins, through meetings where they can dis- 
cuss current problems and exchange ideas and 
opinions. Such dialogue between the leaders of 
groups, spokesmen for charitable organizations and 
social groups of Canada’s two language communities 
should produce fruitful results and a multiplier effect. 


Activities for Youth 

This sub-program provides support for the initiatives 
and projects which young people wish to accomplish 
themselves in agencies directed by youth. It is definitely 
a complement to the other sub-programs of the branch 
(social animation, cultural exchanges, cultural centres, 
and so on), and it also benefits young people and youth 
organizations from minority French- or English-speak- 
ing communities. Grants are therefore awarded under 
this sub-program to youth projects which foster the 
social and cultural development of young people and 
encourage their involvement in the community: youth 
rallies, meetings of student councils, group work ses- 
sions and organizational development courses. 


International Participation 

In order to make the official language minority groups 
a more effective force in Canadian society, the branch 
has made it possible for a limited number of leaders 
and representatives within these groups and _ their 
agencies to attend conventions, meetings and train- 
ing sessions in other countries. 


Special and National Projects 

This sub-program deals with projects which contribute 
to achieving the branch’s general objectives but which 
are not covered in its other areas of activity or in those 
of other branches of the Department of the Secretary of 
State or other Canadian government departments or 
agencies. In 1972-73, grants awarded for this purpose 
supported projects by national agencies based in 
Quebec, agencies.which operate in more than one 
province but have their head office in Ontario, New 
Brunswick or Alberta, and agencies which operate in 
only one province, Alberta, Saskatchewan or Nova 
Scotia.

ROGRAMS 


The Language Programs Branch administers a number 
of government programs relating to the acquisition 
and use of the official languages in Canada. The main 
objective of these programs is to ensure the equality 
of status of Canada’s two official languages and to en- 
courage their continued use and development in Cana- 
dian society. 

Within this framework an effort is made to fulfill the 
following purposes: to increase the opportunity for 
Canadians of the majority official language group in 
each province to acquire a knowledge of the other offi- 
cial language; to increase the opportunity for Cana- 
dians of the minority official language group in each 
province to be educated in their own language; to en- 
courage, where appropriate, the use of the two Official 
languages in provincial and municipal administrations; 
to encourage the use of both official languages in the 
operations of organizations and institutions in the pri- 
vate sector; to encourage and assist in the development 
of improved methods for acquisition and use of the 
official languages; to cooperate with other countries 
and international organizations on problems relating to 
institutional and individual bilingualism. The programs 
are administered by three divisions: Federal-Provincial 
Cooperation, Private Sector, and Language Research. 


Federal-Provincial 


Cooperation 

During 1972-73 the provinces participated in the five 
joint language programs involving primary and secon- 
dary levels; university and teacher training levels; bur- 
saries and fellowships; aid to the provinces; and spe- 
cial projects. 

Primary and Secondary Levels. Under cooperative 
arrangements with the provinces financial support was 
given to help develop teaching in the minority language 
(English schools in Quebec and French schools in the 
rest of the country) and the teaching of the second 
Official language to students enrolled in regular 
schools. The total federal contributions to the provinces 
under this program amounted to $54,383,901. 
University and Teacher-Training Levels. A total of 18 
Institutions received grants to help them function as 
bilingual institutions, and special aid was given for 
installation of five language training centres in Prince 
Edward Island, Nova Scotia, Manitoba and Saskatch- 
ewan. A major French-language teacher-training facil- 
ity was established in St. Boniface, Manitoba, and 
planning for other similar centres was carried on. 
Bursaries and Fellowships. Teachers and students in 
most provinces were able with the help of federal 
funds to pursue language study. For example, 1,300 


teachers benefitted from bursaries to be used for short 
term training sessions, 3,200 university students took 
six week Summer courses in their second language. 
For students wishing to specialize in second language 
studies or go outside their province to study in their 
own language, opportunities to receive fellowships and 
travel funds were available. 

Aid to the Provinces. Development of bilingual prac- 
tices in provincial administration was facilitated through 
federal aid, both technical and financial, for the opera- 
tion of second language schools in the provinces and 
the provision of second language courses for provin- 
cial employees. The provinces were also able to obtain 
funds for making an analysis of bilingual requirements, 
translating provincial statutes and training provincial 
translators. 

Special Projects. To support new initiatives relating to 
language programs the federal government offered to 
share the costs of special projects. For example, agree- 
ment was reached on: the development of educational 
services for deaf francophone children in the province 
of New Brunswick; a federal contribution towards ex- 
penditures in support of the College Mathieu in Sas- 
katchewan; special training courses for second-lan- 
guage teachers in Manitoba. 


Private Sector 

Through its Private Sector Division the branch pro- 
moted acceptance and implementation of bilingual pro- 
cedures in voluntary associations and in business. A 
total of 103 voluntary organizations received federal 
grants to helo meet the costs of interpretation and 
translation at major meetings. Technical advice and 
cooperation were also offered. 

To aid in the development of bilingual practices in 
private enterprise, continual cooperation was offered to 
the business linguistics centre in Montreal in which a 
group of 40 companies pool their resources to develop 
requirements. Information and material resulting from 
federal government progress in the language field was 
made available. 


Language Research 

Grants were offered through this division to institutions 
and organizations in the field of language research as 
a means of encouraging progress in language peda- 
gogy and in the development of improved procedures 
for language acquisition and use generally. The divi- 
sion maintained contact with international organiza- 
tions concerned with linguistics, both to derive benefit 
for the federal government and to insure a Canadian 
participation. 


This branch administers the federal transfer of fiscal 
resources to assist the provinces in meeting the costs 
of post-secondary education. (Part Il of the Federal- 
Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 1967, and its regu- 
lations, provide for post-secondary education adjust- 
ment payments for the fiscal years ending in 1968 
through 1972). 

During the year, cash adjustment payments of 


EDUCATION 


$469,680,000 were made under this act in respect of 
estimated eligible expenditures for the 1972-73 fiscal 
year. (see Appendix F). 

The arrangement for federal financial support of post- 
secondary education was extended to March 31, 1974 
by the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 
1972. 
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An Education Research and Liaison Branch was 
Created in September 1971. The functions of this 
branch are to obtain data as a base for planning and 
developing federal policies in this area; to give tech- 
nical assistance to other branches and committees 
dealing with questions related to education; and to 


assist in elaborating an information system, either 
through documentation or publications. 

Both the Education Support Branch and the Education 
Research and Liaison Branch participated with other 
departments in the government’s review of its future 
long-term involvement in post-secondary education. 
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Among the year’s highlights was the holding of the 
first federal-provincial conference on translation, in 
conjunction with the department’s Language Adminis- 
tration Branch. This meeting with provincial represen- 
tatives made it possible to identify ways of providing 
mutual assistance and co-operation in the fields of 
translation, interpretation and terminology. 

During the report year the Bureau continued with the 
recruitment of translators for the military bases and the 
consolidation of the regional offices. 

The production of the Parliamentary divisions was 
lower than that of last year because of the long recess 
between sessions. On the other hand, the production 
of the departmental divisions rose by approximately 16 
per cent. 

The Translation Bureau consists of four branches: 
Special Operations, General Operations, Research and 
Development and Administration. On March 31, 1978, 
the Bureau had a staff of 1,118 including 194 grant- 
aided students in the University Training Program. 


Special Operations Branch 

This branch consists of the Parliamentary Translation 
and Interpretation Divisions, and the Conference Ser- 
vice which handles translation and interpretation for 
both official languages and multilingual conferences. 
Parliamentary Translation Division. The two Debates 
Sections continued their high rate of production during 
Parliamentary sessions, the daily averages being 4,072 
words for translators and 11,341 words for revisers 
respectively. 

The Committees Section (documents) consolidated its 
position and assumed responsibility for all the work 
originating on Parliament Hill. The section substantially 
reduced the quantity of translations for Senate Com- 
mittees that was contracted out, and all indications are 
that in the coming fiscal year the section will be able to 
assume this task in its entirety. 

Parliamentary Interpretation Division. There was a 
considerable increase in this division’s activities, in 
terms of man-days, compared with the previous year. 
The difference was due partly to the much more sys- 
tematic way in which account has been taken of the 
time spent on translation by translator-interpreters, 
and partly to the fact that despite a standstill in the 
activities of both Houses of Parliament the division was 
responsible for peripheral activities such as press 
conferences and certain political or interparliamentary 
meetings held from time to time. 

The frequent assignment of translator-interpreters to 
the Official Languages Conferences Section led to 
considerably less reliance on contract interpreters. 
The situation therefore had the advantage of speeding 
up the training and development in interpretation of a 
large portion of the translator-interpreter team. 
Conferences Service. There was a 20 per cent in- 
crease over the previous year’s activities, in terms of 
man-years, for the Official Languages Section as the 
application of the official bilingualism policy continued 
to create new customers. 

The activities of the Multilingual Conferences Section 
remained at almost the same level as in the previous 
year, and the section was thus able to consolidate its 
staff and to develop its own working methods. 


General Operations Branch 

As a result of the federal government’s decision to pro- 
vide all military establishments with translation services 
as a part of its general bilingualism policy, the branch 
was completely reorganized. The Cabinet’s decision 
provided for a three-phase program, the second phase 
to be carried out during the fiscal year under consider- 
ation. 

In implementing the program, it was necessary to 
establish a special Defence Division. The Judicial Divi- 
sion and the sections grouped under it were combined 
with the General Translation Division. The Regional 
Activity Division, the Scientific and Technical Division 
and the Socio-Economic Division remained unchanged. 
Socio-Economic Division. The Socio-Economic Divi- 
sion comprises the following sections: Supply and 
Services; Customs and Excise; Finance and Treasury 
Board; National Revenue (Taxation); Industry, Trade 
and Commerce; Manpower and Immigration; Secre- 
tary of State Department and Consumer and Corporate 
Affairs; Unemployment Insurance Commission, Re- 
gional Economic Expansion and Public Service Com- 
mission; Statistics and Labour. 

Scientific and Technical Division. The Scientific and 
Technical Division comprises the translation sections 
attached to the following departments: Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development; Agriculture; Urban Affairs; 
Veterans Affairs; Communications; Energy, Mines and 
Resources; Environment; Post Office; National Health 
and Welfare; Transport and Public Works. The National 
Defence Section was taken out of the division in July 
1972, and constituted the nucleus for a new separate 
division. 

During the fiscal year, another three agencies were 
added to the division, namely, the Canadian Transport 
Commission in April 1972, the Canadian Radio-Tele- 
vision Commission in September 1972, and the Na- 
tional Capital Commission, served by the Urban Affairs 
subsection since February 1973. 

General and Legal Translation Division. The functions 
of the General and Legal Translation Division are to 
serve the government agencies that do not have their 
own translation section, to handle the overload from 
departmental sections, to assist in urgent projects, to 
second translators to task forces when required, to 
send teams to conferences and so forth. 

In the past year, a client classification process has 
made it possible to establish five general categories of 
disciplines and to begin the specialization of the sec- 
tions and subsections according to the nature of the 
material involved. These categories are: cultural affairs, 
economics and finance, science and technology, social 
and political affairs, judicial and penitentiary affairs. 
The division also includes an English translation ser- 
vice comprising some 20 translators. This section func- 
tions as a centralized French-English unit for all gov- 
ernment departments and agencies. 

Regional Activity Division. In the past year the Re- 
gional Activity Division was consolidated. At the end of 
the fiscal year, in addition to supervisory staff, it num- 
bered 74 revisers and translators and 33 support staff. 
It was expanded considerably with the establishment of 
new sections in Toronto and Fredericton. At the end of 
the year, the Toronto section had 12 employees and 


the Fredericton section had five employees. 

National Defence Division. The decision to establish 
this division came after long months of discussion be- 
tween representatives of the Secretary of State Depart- 
ment and National Defence on the setting up of a pro- 
gram to meet the training needs of French-speaking 
personnel in the various trades and specialties taught 
in the Canadian Armed Forces, and on the selection of 
those areas in which efforts should be concentrated 
in order to ensure the success of the program from 
the outset. 

The division began working immediately. Its task is to 
translate the courses designed for French-speaking 
personnel and to produce in French the texts that will 
enable servicemen to work in their mother tongue. 
Advisory Committee on Quality. During the 1972-1973 
fiscal year, an Advisory Committee on Quality was 
given the task of analysing the work of translators in 
training in pursuance of the collective agreement which 
provides for performance pay. 


Research and Development Branch 

The Research and Development Branch is made up of 
the Terminological and Linguistic Research Division, 
the Training and Development Division and Library and 
Documentation Services. 

Terminological and Linguistic Research Division. 
The division continued distributing its monthly bulletin, 
L’Actualité terminologique, which in January 1973 
began its sixth year of publication with a monthly cir- 
culation of 1,500. It published a new terminology bulle- 
tin and supplemented and republished two others. The 
division also had reprinted 17,783 copies of its 65 
bulletins. A total of 14,775 copies were distributed to 
federal and provincial government employees and the 
public at large. 

Automation of its terminological information is one of 
the division’s main concerns. The installation in March, 
1973, On an experimental basis, of a terminal con- 
nected to the Terminology Bank of the University of 
Montreal marked a step in this direction. 


Training and Development Division. The Develop- 
ment Section organized a development course for a 
group of 10 translators and 20 revisers. The course was 
conducted under practical and realistic conditions, the 
Curriculum being so designed as to introduce trans- 
lators and revisers to team work, and to standardize 
working methods and translation within the Bureau. A 
further aim of the formula adopted was to introduce 
revisers in training to all aspects of the operation of a 
subsection. 

Under a program of practical training abroad, five 
young translators from the Bureau were posted from 
January 1, 1973 on six-month assignments to transla- 
tion and revision services attached to various minis- 
tries or administrations of the French Government in 
Paris. 

With regard to university training courses, some 30 
translators and revisers are now taking development 
courses, mostly on a part-time basis, in various Cana- 
dian universities. 


The Training Section received nine newly recruited 
translators and three students from France (co-opé- 
rants) who underwent training in the section before 
being posted out. 

Under the university translator training program estab- 
lished in 1968, the section devoted a major portion of 
its activities to the selection and guidance of grant- 
aided students taking specialized courses in transla- 
tion at Laurentian, Laval, Montreal and Ottawa Uni- 
versities. 

In May 1972, 41 graduates were posted to sections of 
the Bureau. Furthermore, 42 second-year grant-aided 
students were assigned to the sections while 68 grant- 
ed-aided students took a period of training from May 1 
to July 28, 1972 in the Training Section. 

At the beginning of the academic year in September, 
1972, 95 new grant-aided students were recruited 
under the program. The federal government is now 
assisting a total of 194 students. 


Administration Branch 

Contracts Section. This is essentially an overload 
service, which coordinates departmental translation 
services, regional services and freelance translators. 

In the 1972-1973 fiscal year, 8,353,122 words were 
translated and 577,995 words revised by about 350 
contract translators for a total of 8,931,117 words. 
This figure represents an increase of 62 per cent com- 
pared with the production of 5,494,238 words in the 
previous year. 

Multilingual Services Division. The demand of gov- 
ernment scientists for translation of technical and 
scientific information emanating from the non-English, 
non-French speaking world continued at a very high 
level, with considerable increases for German and 
Japanese technical research papers, but a temporary 
drop in the requirements for Russian translations, re- 
sulting in an overall decrease of fulfilled requests from 
1,508 in 1971-72 to 1,438 in 1972-73. In the last quar- 
ter, however, the volume of demand for Russian trans- 
lations rose rapidly, partly as a result of the increasing 
activity of the Canada—USSR Joint Technical Working 
Groups. 

The division supplied personnel who provided interpre- 
tation and/or translation and typing services in one or 
more foreign languages for international conferences. 
Data Processing Division. With the start of the 1972- 
1973 fiscal year, the Bureau’s automated translation 
control and information system became operational. 
The division also worked on the definition of a person- 
nel data system for the department. 


Administrative Services 

At the start of the fiscal year the Administrative Services 
Division was given responsibility, in addition to supply 
and services, for the supervision and co-ordination of 
12 typing pools which were to provide transcribing 
services toanumber of translation divisions or sections. 
The department delegated two services — personnel 
and finance — to the Bureau in order to meet the 
latter’s needs in these fields. These services are opera- 
tionally attached to the Administration Branch. 
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This branch is composed of three divisions: Financial 
Resources, Financial Services and Contracts Adminis- 
tration. 


Financial Resources 

This division coordinated and prepared the depart- 
mental program forecast, main and supplementary. esti- 
mates and other documents concerning sources of 
funds. It also prepared analysis and reports pertaining 
to cash flow and sources and application of funds for 
the department. 


Financial Services 
The Financial Services Division is responsible for the 


ADMINISTRATION 
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General Administration was separated from Finance in 
order to provide more specialized services to the 
Department. 


Accommodation, Communications 
and Parking 


Property Management had responsibility for the De- 
partment’s 150 locations, involving an expenditure of 
$90,000 for maintenance and minor alterations. The 
department occupied 516,968 square feet of space for 
a total rental of $2,587,325. 

In Communications, a total tele-communications study 
was begun. The recommendations from this study will 
increase the efficiency of the department’s communi- 
cation network and result in substantial overall financial 
savings. The department now has 1,963 locals and 
extensions terminating on 173 key systems with a 
like number of intercom systems representing an ex- 
penditure of $500,000. 


Library Services 

Additions to the library's collection numbered over 
1,400 books, documents and microfilms as well as 91 
new serial titles. 

Acquisitions for Branch offices increased to 700 books, 
documents and serials. 

Library services also increased: circulation eight per 
cent, inter-library loans 65 per cent, and library mate- 
rials processed 4 per cent. 


auditing and accounting and control of all depart- 
mental expenditures. It prepares monthly and other 
financial statements, does the reconciliation with the 
Central Government Accounting Division and prepares 
the department’s portion of the Public Accounts of 
Canada. 


Contracts Administration 

This office provides advice and services in respect of 
the preparation of submissions to Treasury Board and 
personal service contracts. It also monitors all sub- 
missions and contracts prepared in the department. 


Library publications were regularly distributed to 250 
staff members. 


Materiel Management 

Materiel Management made 2,213 transactions for 
materiel, verified 3,274 invoices, for an expenditure of 
$589,882 and produced 3,814,008 copies in its Dupli- 
cation Section. 


Records Management 

The Records Management Division revised the filing 
system of the Language Administration Branch. One 
hundred cubic feet of records were transferred to 
Government House as a result of the transfer of the 
decorations function from State Protocol. One thou- 
sand, three hundred and two cubic feet of obsolete 
records were destroyed and 189 cubic feet of non- 
active files were transferred to the Public Archives. 


Security Services 

The Security Services Division was created to pro- 
vide leadership for the department in the areas of: 
personnel security, security of information, physical 
security, fire/emergency safety, voluntary campaigns 
(Blood Donor, Community Chest and Savings Bonds). 


Transcription Services 

Transcription and Secretarial Development expanded 
automated typing services to provide a variety of 
loaned equipment and specialized typing services. 


The Personnel Administration Branch provides a wide 
variety of personnel services to the department and 
the National Museums of Canada. During 1972-73 the 
Personnel Administration Branch was reorganized into 
three divisions: Compensation, Classification and Staff 
Relations Division; Official Languages and Manage- 
ment Information Division; and Staffing, Manpower 
Planning and Training, and Pay and Benefits Division. 
The Compensation, Classification and Staff Relations 
Division is responsible for the administration of condi- 
tions of employment and collective agreements, the 
development of departmental personnel policies, and 
the administration of performance pay plans. During 
the past year it participated in the reorganization of the 
department’s regional structure and the classification 
of the regional operations positions. 

The Staffing, Manpower and Training Division was 
active in the development and introduction of appraisal 


The Information Services Branch is responsible for 
publicity, media and public relations, and the produc- 
tion of printed and audio-visual materials to promote 
the activities and responsibilities of the department. It 
also has responsibility for handling advertising. 

The News Section is responsible for producing news 
releases, maintaining a daily clipping service, and the 
planning and managing of press conferences and in- 
terviews. The Chief of the Section is regularly called 
upon to act as intermediary between the media and the 
Minister or his officials. During the year under review 
the section produced 174 news releases and speeches 
for the department. 

The Public Information Section writes, edits and revises 
texts for various publications produced by the depart- 
ment and maintains and controls stocks of these publi- 
.cations. It also provides answers to enquiries and let- 
ters from the general public and co-ordinates and pre- 
pares in the final form replies to Parliamentary ques- 
tions relating to the department and its affiliated agen- 
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guidelines, probationary guidelines, and self appraisal 
forms for officers and support staff. It embarked on a 
program to update all employee appraisal data. The 
division also carried out major staffing across the de- 
partment to fill a large number of vacancies and to staff 
several new activities. 

The Official Languages Division was actively involved 
in the administration of nominations and scheduling for 
employee’s language training. The division worked 
closely with management on the linguistic requirements 
of departmental positions and the development of a 
computer for official languages information. 

As of March, 1973, there were 2,505 employees on 
staff. During the summer of 1972, there were 255 tem- 
porary employees for Opportunities for Youth, Sum- 
mer ’72 and the Hostels Program as well as 350 sum- 
mer students spread throughout the department.

cies and corporations. The section distributed a total of 
94,761 publications during the year and handled 222 
Parliamentary questions as well as over 2,800 en- 
quiries from the public. 

The Audio-Visual Aids and Production Section co- 
ordinates the visual, graphic and production elements 
of the Information Services, maintaining contacts with 
outside specialists in these areas and exercising con- 
trol over the technical quality of print and audio-visual 
production. The section produced six original audio- 
visual slide presentations, 56 publications and a 
variety of promotional literature, graphics and other 
departmental printed matter. A long-range program 
backed by equipment and photographic resource files 
was developed for the first time. 

In addition to its ongoing responsibilities for the year 
under review, the branch also provided planning and 
management services relative to information programs 
for summer student programs and Festival Canada.

The client-oriented programs of the 
Department, which are listed in the Estimates (Blue Book), are 
conducted by either Cultural Affairs or Citizenship depending 
on the subject matter. Corporate Management, along with the 
offices of the Secretary of State and the Under pecretary. 41s 
included in the Blue Book under the Administration Program 
and it accounts for the bulk of that program's expenditures. 
The sector renders advice and assistance with respect to 
the management of the Department as a whole and provides 
Specialized services throughout the Department. 


Renewed emphasis was given to the Department's 
operations outside the National Capital Region. Senior 
officers were appointed to newly established Regional 
Director posts in each of the five regions: Atlantic, Quebec, 
Ontario, Prairies and Pacific. They are located respectively 
in Halifax, Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Vancouver. 
Because most regional operations stem from the Citizenship 
program, the regional organization is included in the Citizen- 
Ship sector. However, regional and district offices also 
serve their publics with respect to other departmental 
programs whenever the need arises. 


Citizenship registration services were extended 
across Canada with the setting up of branch offices in Ouebec 
City.) Barrie, Brampton, Thunder Bay and Kelowna. As well, two 
storefront citizenship offices and a mobile team were estab- 
lished in Toronto as part of an outreach program to provide 
extended services and information outside the main citizenship 
Count. 


The Women's Program, which emerged from tne Citizens' 
Organizations Program, was established in the Citizenship 
sector to provide financial and technical support to 
promote the participation of Canadian women in a society based 
on equal opportunity for men and women, 


The Accelerated Coverage Plan, which will extend 
Canada's national broadcasting service to additional communities 
over the next five years, received Cabinet approval in January

CULTURAL AFFAIRS 


The Cultural Affairs sector has responsibility 
for the administration of the following programs: Arts and 
Culture, Education Support, Bilingualism Development, 
Translation Bureau. 


ARTS AND CULTURE 


The primary objective of the Arts and Culture 
Program is to provide advice and assistance to the secretary 
of State in the formulation and development of policies and 
programs for the achievement of national arts and cultural 
objectives, and to promote effective cooperation among the 
federal cultural agencies in the achievement of these 
objectives. 


Expenditures on the program in 1973-74 totalled 
$4.2 million of which $2,3 million was for grants and contri- 
butions (see Appendix C). 


Broadcasting 


The Arts and Culture Branch provides advice and 
assistance to the Secretary of State in discharging his 
responsibilitiy for policy formulation and evaluation in 
respect of broadcasting in the light of Section 4, the 
Secretary of State Act, and Parts I and fil auhe. Broadeas ting 
Act. The Secretary of State reports to Parliament on the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation, the national broadcasting 
SErMICE. 


During 1973-74 branch officials collaborated with 
officials of the CBC and other departments in the development 
of the Accelerated Coverage Plan which received Cabinet 
approval in January, 1974. The branch continued to work 
Closely with the CBC in the implementation of the plan which 
aims to extend, over a period of five years. they national 
broadcasting service in either or both official languages to 
all communities with a population of 500 or more. 


Pursuant to the recemmendations of the Standing 
Committee of the House of Commons on Broadcasting, Films and 
Assistance to the Arts, the branch assumed chairmanship of 
an interdepartmental committee responsible for studying the 
questions of multilingual broadcasting and for making policy 
proposals. These proposals will be towards improving the 
quality and quantity of such broadcasting, with reference 
particularly to the national broadcasting SeCrvice.. without. 
at the same time, diminishing in any wayethe status of Canada’s 
two official languages.

The Film Festivals, Office coordinates and) administers 
the participation of Canadian’ films in national “and wmter- 
National festivals.£) Tt is responsible ofso for deve lopmy 
effective methods of promoting, advertising and disseminating 
Canadian films at home and abroad. This year a new program 
was started to give assistance to Canadian film festivals for 
the purpose of promoting Canadian films in Canada itself.

Museums and Visual Arts 


The branch was engaged during the year in facilita- 
ting the “effective ‘development o: the Nattonal Museums =F obicy..

Pursuant to the approval by the Cabinet in December, 
1973 of a program of increased Support to the performing arts 
in Canada, the Secretary of State announced in March, e745

which qualified under the criteria established within the 
program, to assist them with the acquisition, construction or 
TenoVveactron Of facilities. 


Publishing and Copyright 


Work proceeded in close cooperation with the book 
and periodical industry and the Department of Industry, Trade 
and Commerce and the Canada Council, on the development of 
policy proposals for appropriate federal government action to 
assist Canadian books and periodicals to compete in the 
Canadian market with publications of Pore fenvior Tens 


Special studies of the mass-market paperback and 
the recording industries were completed during the year. 


State Protocol and special Events 


The Arts and Culture Branch is responsible for 
administering state protocol and ceremonies and for planning 
and organizing federal participation in certain special events 
of national significance such as celebrations marking the 
centennial of the entry of the provinces into Confederation, 


During 1973-74 the branch coordinated federal 
government participation in the celebrations of the centennial 
of Prince Edward Island and those planned to mark the 25th 
anniversary of Newfoundland's union with Canada; the arrange- 
ments connected with visits to Canada in that year of Her 
Majesty the Queen; and the installation of the new Governor 
General. It organized and produced the annual Festival 
Canada in the National Capital Region, a month-long program in 
July connected with the celebration of Canada's national 
baw-chdad y- 


EDUCATION SUPPORT 


During the year the sctivitres oF the shauceeaon 
Support Branch and the Education Research and Liaison Branch 
were consolidated in a single Education Support Branch s[has 
branch retained administration of the post-secondary educa= 
tion adjustment payments and, in addition, assumed responsi- 
bility for the coordinated development, formulation, 
implementation and review of federal policies and programs 
affecting education. The Education Support Branch was also 
given functional responsibility for communication between 
the federal and provincial governments, and between the 
federal government and post-secondary institutions, on matters 
of education for which no specific mechanism of communication 
has been established. 


Major activities of the Education Support, Branch 
during 1973-74 centered on the development of a comprehensive 
program of réview of federal activities aifectingreducatron, 
and establishment of appropriate, J1aiso0n -arranpementc. meee 
Education Support Branch also joined with representatives 
of the Department, of External At fairs sand thes Councilor 
MiniSters Oflrducation,.

Post-Secondary Education Adjustment Payments 


These payments are authorized in Part VI of the 
Federal =Provancial.Fiscal. Arrangements Act. 1972. whieh 
replaced the. Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements Act, 
1967 .~eThe. 196.7. Act.made. provisions fOT.anprovance slos rece ime 
for 1967-68 a fiscal transfer equal to the greater of $15 
per capita of provincial population, or an amount equal to 
80 per cent of the eligible operating expenditures for post- 
secondary education in the province. For subsequent years, 
the provinces to which the 50 per cent formula applied 
remained entitled to transfers on that basis, while the 
provinces initially on per capita basis (Newfoundland, Prince 
Edward Island, New Brunswick) were to receive a yearly in- 
crease in the transfer in line with the increase in eligible 
post-secondary operating expenditures in all provinces 
combined until such year as the other formula would produce 
a higher entitlement. 


Part VI of the Federal-Provincial Fiscal Arrangements 
MCU, 19/72, retained the two basic formtilae for calculating 
these payments, but set a yearly maximum of 15 percent on 
the rate of increase in the total federal cOntTIDUTIOn.. The 
1972 Act originally provided for the continuation of the 
post-secondary education adjustment payments for the fiscal 
years ending in 1973 and 1974. In December 1973 the Provas= 
Sions of Part VI of the Act were extended without change for 
avrurther three-year period.

The transfer of financial resources to provinces 
for post-secondary education has two components: a federal 
revenue reduction relating to post=secondanry sedication, with 
associated equalization and guarantee payments; and post- 
secondary education adjustment payments des roned “to “brane 
the total transfer to each province to the level of its 
entEetlement under Part<VIvofl the Wet. While the post -secondary 
education adjustment payments are calculated and remitted to 
the provinces by the Secretary of State, provisions’ concerning 
the federal revenue reduction and associated equal za tron aid 
guarantee payments are administered by the Department of 
Finance. 


During 1973-74 post-secondary education adjustment 
payments totalling $485,140,525 were made to the provinces. 
This amount includes advances of $464,700,995 in respe (brow 
1973-74 (see Appendix F-1), deductions of $4,860,841 for 
Cameras, oars Scand vaddi tional payments of $25,300,370 made 
on account of advances for earlier years.

General 


The Translation Bureau is the government body 
responsible for providing translation, interpretation and 
terminology services in all languages as necessary tor the 
proper functioning of Parliament, the government and its 
agencies. 


To provide these services, the Bureau has assigned 
its operational responsibilities to the following branches: 


opecial Operations, consirstine of the parliamentary 
translation and interpretation services, and the conference 
interpretation services in both official languages and in 
foreign languages; 


General Operations, providing translation services 


for most departments and consisting of three divisions: 
Scientific and Technical, Socio-Economic, and General and 
Legal:

Regional Operations 


In 1972-73 steps were taken to consolidate the 
regional operations, and in 1973-74 the Regional Operations 
Branch was formed by combining part of the functions of the 
Administration Branch and part of those of the General 
Operationse Branch. ‘The activities of the new branch sextended 
from Lahr, Germany to Chilliwack, B.C. Its production for 
1973-74 was 35,751,301 words translated from English’ to 
French and French to English; the major pawG <0 th tsiitotad: 
21,257,784 words, was produced by the National Defence 
Division. This Division concentrated its efforts on the 
translation of technical manuals, resulting in 304 manuals and 
495 publications of various kinds available in both official 
languages for the Canadian Forces. 


The Contracts Section continued to provide overflow 
service in cases where a text could not be translated in any 
of the Bureau's operational sections because of the client's 
deadline or the complexity of the text or both. In OS 7 '4 
approximately 350 free-lance translators translated a total of 
17,442,465 words from the two official languages; this repre- 
sented an increase of over 100 per cent by comparison with the

The Multilingual Services Division met an increased 
demand for translation of technical and scientific texts 
written in languages other than French or English. The 
divisions! total: translation production was 18,167,987 words 
in 1973-74, compared with 15,432,106 words in LO RAS Sap £L8 
per cent.

St racecic Planning 


Strategic Planning was responsible for long-range 
planning. It identified problem areas in society and researched 
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and proposed policies to help solve these problems. It was 
also responsible for evaluating the effectiveness of the 
Proeran., VULINgw9/3-74,. the division was involved in 
developing and articulating policies in the areas of youth, 
Native peoples and citizen participation. 


Program Development 


Within the overall policy framework and long term 
Strategy determined by Strategic Planning, Program Development 
was responsible for the development, modification, coord- 
ination and management of programs to carry out the main 
objectives of the Citizenship component. 


Guidance and technical assistance to the field 
staff were provided by Program Development staff with 
regard to the administration of these programs and liaison 
maintained with national voluntary organizations and other 
federal departments. 


Operations 


Operations managed field activities, coordinated 
grants requests and payments, and recommended program changes 
based on an assessment of community needs. 


Injsorder £0, ensure that wreoronagl priorities. receive 
proper consideration in the development and execution of 
programs, and to improve the field capability of the Depart- 
ment, the Department's field services were consolidated and 
Strengthened. 


To this end, five Regional Directorates were 
establishedgwith the 7o0llowing jurisdictaon. ithe Pacvric 
Region including British Columbia and the Yukon: the: Prairie 
Region including Alberta, Saskatchewan, Manitoba and the 
Northwest Territories; the Ontario Region; the Quebec Region;

Citizenship Programs 


Native Citizens 


This program assisted the native people of Canada to 
develop and maintain their culture and identity and to 
cOntmibuce, their Tull potential to (Canddian society. - Activ- 
ities within this area included the core funding of provincial, 
Cer rirtomiady and, natronal associations of, indvan, Metis ‘and 
Inuit people as well as native friendship centres in urban 


Ole 
areas, and grants for native groups. 


Multicultural Program 


This program administered a number of activities 
with the objective of encouraging the development of a 
society in which individuals and groups have an equal chance 
to develop and express their cultural identity as an integral 
part of Canadian life. Under this program, grants were made 
to ethnic groups, immigrant organizations and other groups 
wich share an interest in the aims of the Multicultural 
Program; research was undertaken into the history of the 
various cultures which make up Canada's population, and into 
the use of non-official languages by Canadians; multicultural 
centres were supported to facilitate encounters and exchanges 
between groups; ethnic studies were promoted by the Visiting 
Professors Program; production of teaching aids in support 
of retention of non-official languages was assisted, ethnic 
histories were commissioned and assistance was provided to 
ethnic theatre, Jditerature, handicyarts, folk art, .ecc.. 
through the new Canadian Identities Program; continuous 
consultations with ethno-cultural groups was maintained mostly 
through the Canadian Consultative Council on Multiculturalism; 
and the activities of the federal cultural agencies engaged 
in multicultural activities were coordinated. 


Group Understanding and Human Rights 


This program provided grants to assist the work of 
human rights and civil liberties associations and to aid 
education programs which promote understanding of citizens' 
rights across the country. It also cooperated with the 
United Nations in this field. 


Citizens: Organizations 


The purpose of this program is to strengthen the 
voluntary sector to enable citizens to participate more 
effectively in the decisions that affect the quality of 
their lives. Financial ‘and, technical support was given £0 
a wide variety of citizens' organizations, with emphasis on 
low-income and disadvantaged citizens' groups. 


Citizens p Promotion 


This development group was concerned with elaborating 
programs to encourage the acquisition of Canadian citizenship 
by qualified immigrants, and to encourage a broad sense of 
Canadian solidarity and identity by helping to strengthen the 
bonds that can unite the disparate elements in Canadian 
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society. It was also concerned with exploring methods to 
improve communication among citizens, and between citizens 
and government, thereby contributing to a heigthened sense 
of Canadian unity and solidarity. 


Women's Program 


This program was established to encourage the 
development of the full potential of women as citizens in a 
society based on equal opportunity for men and women. Finan- 
cial and technical support was made available to women's 
groups for projects and ongoing activities aimed at the 
improvement of the status of women and the full participation 
of women in Canadian life. Assistance was also provided for 
the formation of new groups which share these aims. The 
program promotes an understanding and awareness among all 
citizens of measures required to encourage the full parti- 
cipation of women in Canadian society. 


Youth Participation Development Group 


The Youth Participation Development Group was 
responsible for developing policies and programs for Canadian 
young people to promote their full and active participation 
in Canadian society. The group helped to coordinate the 
planning of future programs having an impact on youth by 
communicating on a regular basis with federal and provincial 
government departments and youth agencies across the country. 
The group also acted as the Canadian Secretariat for the 
Commonwealth Youth Program. 


Travel and Exchange 


This is a group travel program designed to promote 
unity and help Canadians to learn more about Canada by 
meeting people from other regions and travelling to different 
Partssorythey country. (ePriority Wwas,civen-to,eroups whorare 
socially, culturally or geographically isolated or who have 
not previously had an opportunity to travel. 


In addition to the national program there was a

Hostels 


The summer Hostel Program, introduced in 1971, made 
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funds available to’ local community-based’ groups to, establish 
hostels* and inftormation-referral- services for traverhing 
youth. = "in 29734* P28 hostels andy six iitormatione cenencs 
were in operation across the country.

to implement programs that stress co-operation between the 
two groups. A program revision resulted in the amalgamation 
of two former sub-programs - 'Seminars and Workshops' and 
‘Special and National Projects" - under the title "French- 
English’ Réelations', and the complete revamping of the ‘Special 
and National ‘Projects’ *sub-program~ “Asa result.) the» Program 
for Official Language Minority Groups was made up the following 
eight sub-programs: 


Atd to Provinetal Assoctattons 


Under this sub-program, sustaining grants were awarded 
to provincial organizations which, in their respective province, 
represented a large proportion of the official language minority 
population of their particular provinces. These grants, which 
are distinct from’ project grants, are applied to thevoperational 
budget*of these organizations, the maintaining of a permanent 
secretariat and coordination of province-wide programs. 
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Soetal Animation 


This sub-program was designed to encourage English- 
and French-speaking groups in provinces where they iconstptute 
minorities, to participate in group activities which provide 
outlets for their individual creative talents, awaken pride 
in their distinctive Canadian heritage, enable them to better 
appreciate the uniqueness and values of that heritage, and 
instill in them a shared desire to preserve and reinforce 
thesewvalues  sAtter four yearsi of experience,’ which 
demonstrated the value of this sub-program as one of the most 
effective tools offered to official minority groups, special 
efforts were directed during the year, toward the social and 
cultural development of these groups. 


French-Engltsh Relations 


This sub-program, derived from the amalgamation of 
two former programs ("Seminars and Workshops" and MS pecwayl 
and National Projects'') was designed to help Canada's two 
official language communities live and work together harmoni- 
ously in the pursuit of national goals, by providing opportunities 
for the Canadian public to understand and accept the French- 
English fact and its implications for different spheres: of 
national activities. 


Cultural Centres 


Under this sub-program, priority was given to perrorm— 
ing arts and particularly forms of oral expression,, through 
the provision of human and material resources. Grants were 
given’ to’ docal organizations tor cul tural projects, with 
recipients sharing in the cost. The sub-program also helped 
in the qualitative development of these groups, by making 
it possible for representatives to attend workshops and 
training courses in their area of activity. Again this year, 
through its Program for Official Language Minority Groups, 
the Department made such participation possible in the fields 
of drama, choir and folk singing, dancing and organization. 


Cultural Exchanges 


This sub-program was comprised of two types of 
exchange: interprovincial and intra-provincial. During 
1973-74, the Departments financial assistance enabled several 
groups to perform in different parts of Canada and a number 
of local folk singers, theatrical and choral groups to travel 
and perform within their own province. The sub-program also 
provided financial assistance for the distribution of 
children's films, tours by "chansonniers" to French-speaking 


communities located in English-speaking areas, and, on occa- 
Sion, tours by major theatrical companies. 


Youth Acttvities 


This sub-program was designed to enable the younger 
generation to contribute in its own way to the socio-cultural 
growth of English- and French-speaking minority communities. 
Monies were granted to promote the regrouping of youth in a 
province: or region, to, -encourage young: people to, develop 
projects facilitating better participation in community 
activities, and finally, to enable youth organizations) to plan 
activities corresponding to: their needs and interescs. 


Spectal and Nattonal Projects 


The objectives of this sub-program were re~defined 
to encourage organizations in the development of new projects 
requiring a greater participation by official language minority 
groups and to contribute to the development of national 
organizations whose objective is to strengthen the ties between 
groups from different provinces but having the same language 
and culture. For that purpose, grants were awarded for 
national meetings, conferences. and.a few pilot and special 
Dr ode Cbs. 


International Partictpatton 


In order to allow the language minority groups to 
play a more active, role in, Canadian. society... the Program made 
it possible for a limited number of leaders within these groups 
to, attend) training. sess ilonsiam,othem count 6S.- pelrie io 7-57.45, 
such leaders attended Summer training sessions offered by

France-Canada's annual conference and various other interna- 
tional meetings. 


Citizenship Registration 


In the 1973-74) fiscal year, 112,237 persons were 
granted Canadian citizenship, and proof of status certificates 
issued to 133,913 Canadians.» A breakdown of: types: of certif- 
icates issued and national origin of new citizens appear in 
Appendices H and I. 


1973-74: marked the;extensiom of.catizenship, resist ran 
tion services across Canada. Branch offices were set up in 
Quebec City, Brampton, Barrie, Thunder Bay and Kelowna, and 
additional personnel were recruited at the thirteen main 
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citizenship courts and ten sub-courts. A storefront citizen- 
Ship office to give information and take applications was 
opened in Toronto's Kensington Market in July, 1973. <A second 
Toronto storefront office began operations in the Dufferin 
Mall aint Manch 4/1974 ae.A-cmobile team, whose purpose is to 
organize registration events outside the main citizenship 
court, was established in Toronto in October, 1973. The 
Storefront offices and mobile team form part of an outreach 
program by providing services in the evenings and on weekends. 


Citizenship ceremonies and receptions were held 
Tecularly in all courts; in most cases involving the community 
as well as the new citizens and their families. 


In April 1973, fifty new citizens received their 
certificates of citizenship from Governor General Roland 
Michener at a special ceremony held in Kingston and attended 
by several thousand school children. In June 1973, Queen 
Elizabeth and Prince Philip attended citizenship ceremonies 
in Brampton at which twenty-five new Canadians received 
Citizenship tcertificates:
